To  His  Excellency  the  Governor: 

Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  statute,  we  have  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  our  sixty-second  annual  report,  show- 
ing the  condition  of  the  following  institutions  placed  by 
law  under  the  supervision  of  the  bank  commissioners: 

Fifty-five  savings  banks. 

Nine  banking  and  trust  companies, — six  with  savings 
departments. 

Sixteen  building  and  loan  associations. 

Seven  savings  l)anks  and  trust  companies  in  process  of 
liquidation. 

This  report  contains. — 

First,  comparative  tables  shoAving  the  relative  condition 
of  the  banks  as  compared  Avith  one  year  ago,  with  com- 
ments and  recommendations  of  the  commissioners. 

Second,  a  statement  of  the  various  institutions  as  found 
by  the  commissioners  on  the  date  of  their  examination,  to- 
gether with  a  detailed  statement  of  their  assets  and  liabili- 
ties as  reported  on  June  30,  1907,  and  the  market  value  of 
the  assets  as  estimated  by  the  commissioners,  based  on  the 
market  quotations  of  June  30. 

Third,  a  report  of  the  banks  and  trust  companies  in 
process  of  liquidation. 

Fourth,  table  showing  result  of  verification  of  depositors' 
pass-books. 
■  Fifth,  statistical  tables. 
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The  fifty-five  savings  banlcs  and  six  savings  departments 
of  trust  companies  in  active  operation  June  30.  1907.  had 
aggregate  resources  as  compiled  by  the  commissioners  from 
the  annual  reports  of  the  treasurers,  amounting  to 
$91,840,557.39,  showing  an  increase  for  the  year  of 
$4,201,617.08.  and  a  total  exceeding  that  of  any  previous 
year. 

There  was  due  depositors  $81,124,006.41.  The  amount 
of  deposits  received  during  the  year  was  greater  than  in 
the  year  previous  by  $761,049.53.  The  increase  in  with-" 
drawals  amounts  to  $1.464.824.38, — doubtless  due  to  the 
low  price  of  securities  and  attractive  opportunities  for 
investment.  The  net  increase  in  deposits,  including  divi- 
dends, was  $5,178,340.70. 

The  guaranty  fund  now  amounts  to  $4,660.033.43. — an 
increase  of  $257,600.52.  Undivided  earnings  amount  to 
$2,201,210.54,— an  increase  of  $221,277.83. 

The  amount  of  premiums  as  indicated  l)y  the  treasur- 
ers' returns  is  $3,837.649.76.— a  decrease  of  $1,470,302.33, 
due  to  the  depreciation  in  the  market  value  of  securities. 

The  number  of  depositors  has  increased  from  174.476 
to  183.243.  The  average  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of 
each  depositor  is  $442.72.  If  the  deposits  were  divided 
among  the  population  of  the  state  on  the  basis  of  the  cen- 
sus of  1900,  the  share  per  capita  would  be  $197.86. 

The  guaranty  fund  and  undivided  earnings  taken  to- 
gether equal  8.45  per  cent,  of  the  deposits. 

The  amount  of  dividends  declared  for  the  year  ending 
June  30.  1907.  was  $2.629,348.11.— an  increase  of  $215.- 
441.01.     The  rates  of  dividends  have  l)een  as  follows: 

Nine  banks,  with  deposits  amounting  to  $24,796,646.42. 
paid  4  per  cent. 

One  bank,  with  deposits  of  $9,957,226.30,  paid  3%  P^^ 
cent. 
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Twenty-two  banks,  with  deposits  amounting  to  $29,657,- 
665.12,  paid  SVo  per  cent. 

Six  banks,  with  deposits  amounting  to  $7,306,053.43, 
paid  31/4  per  cent. 

Twenty-two  banks,  with  deposits  amounting  to  $9,402,- 
798.05,  paid  3  per  cent. 

One  bank,  with  deposits  amounting  to  $3,617.09,  began 
business  the  present  year,  and  has  declared  no  dividend. 

The  average  rate  of  interest  paid  depositors  was  .03462. 

The  expenses  of  the  banks  for  salaries,  rents  and  inci- 
dental expenses  amounted  to  $218,433.48,  or  $2.69  for  each 
thousand  of  deposits.  This  expense  varied  from  a  mini- 
mum of  zero  in  two  institutions,  where  associate  banks 
bore  the  expense,  to  a  maximum  of  $13.92  per  thousand  of 
deposits. 

The  following  table  gives  a  comparison  of  the  liabilities 
and  resources  of  the  savings  banks  and  savings  departments 
for  1906  and  1907,  and  the  increase  or  decrease  in  each 
class  of  investment.

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Of  the  savings  ])anks  and  trust  companies  in  process  of 
li(]uidation,  five  have  declared  dividends  as  follows: 

The  Cheshire  Provident  Institution  paid  a  dividend  of  5 
per  cent.  January  11,  1907,  making  a  total  of  85  per  cent. 

The  Guaranty  Savings  Bank,  of  Manchester,  paid  a  divi- 
dend of  10  per  cent,  on  December  20,  1906,  making  a  total 
of  90  per  cent. 

The  Mechanics',  of  Nashua,  paid  a  dividend  of  15  per 
cent.  May  8,  1907.  making  a  total  of  65  per  cent. 

The  New  Ipswich  paid  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent.  April 
12,  1907,  making  a  total  of  110  per  cent. 

The  Security  Trust  Company,  of  Nashua,  paid  a  divi- 
dend of  5  per  cent.  ]\Iay  8,  1907,  making  a  total  of  65  per 
cent. 

The  following  banks  in  process  of  liquidation  declared 
final  dividends  during  the  year: 

The  Nashua  Savings  Bank  paid  a  final  dividend  of  5 
per  cent.  April  18,  1907,  making  a  total  of  95  per  cent. 

The  Farmington  (old  account)    paid  a  final  dividend  of 
6.24   per   cent.    September    2,     1907,    making   a   total   of* 
106.24  per  cent,  on  deposits  reduced  25  per  cent.  January 
30.  1894. 

The  Francestown  Savings  Bank  paid  a  final  dividend 
of  7  per  cent.  September  10,  1907.  making  a  total  of  62 
per  cent. 

Three  banks  have  paid  no  dividends  during  the  year : 

The  Keene  Five  Cents,  which  has  paid  85  per  cent. 

New  Hampshire  Banking  Company,  of  Nashua,*  which 
has  paid  100  per  cent. 

The  Sullivan  Savings  Institution,  of  Claremont,  which 
has  paid  7iyo  per  cent. 

*  A  final  dividend  of  sVi  per  cent,  declared  in  November,  1907. 
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The  assignees  of  the  Keene  Five-Cents  Savings  Bank, 
the  Cheshire  Provident  Institution,  and  the  Security  Trust 
Company  have  practically  completed  the  conversion  of 
their  assets,  but  the  payment  of  a  final  dividend  is  de- 
layed through  pending  litigation. 

CLAREMONT   SAVINGS  BANK. 

One  savings  bank  charter  was  granted  by  the  legislature 
of  1907.  This  was  to  the  Claremont  Savings  Bank,  of 
Claremont.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation'  of 
the  commissioners,  the  applicants  for  the  charter  incorpo- 
rated a  provision  whereby  no  part  of  the  principal  or  earn- 
ings of  the  bank  should  be  used  to  pay  salaries  or  operat- 
ing expenses  until  the  earnings  should  have  become  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  depositors  a  dividend  of  3  per  cent, 
besides  meeting  all  initial  expenses.  This  bank  began  busi- 
ness in  April,  1907.  Located  in  a  growing  and  thrifty 
community,  no  reason  is  apparent  why  it  should  not  become 
a  prosperous,  useful  institution,  and  especially  valuable  to 
the  town  in  which  it  is  located,  through  its  power  to  make 
and  carry  loans  on  real  estate ;  and  the  fact  that  depos- 
itors are  by  the  charter  exempted  from  liability  for  initial 
expenses  unless  the  earnings  of  the  bank  are  sufficient  to 
pay  them  without  encroaching  on  either  principal  or  divi- 
dends, should  do  nuieh  to  commend  it  to  the  confidence  of 
the  public. 

HOME   MORTGAGES. 

The  examinations  disclosed  the  fact  that  an  exceptionally 
large  number  of  home  mortgages  held  by  the  banks  were 
either  paid  off  or  materially  reduced  during  the  year.  At 
the  same  time,  the  total  amount  invested  in  such  mortgages 
showed  an  increase  of  $935,038.18.     This  is  attributed  to 
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greater  activity  in  New  Hampshire  real  estate  and  home 
buying.  Many  of  the  banks  write  these  mortgages  with 
the  stipulation  that  the  mortgagor  shall  make  quarterly 
or  even  monthly  payments  on  the  principal  from  the  time 
the  mortgage  is  taken.  This  practice  is  growing,  and  is 
found  an  excellent  business  policy  for  the  bank  and  help- 
ful to  the  borrower.  The  opportunity  afforded  the  bor- 
rower of  making  frequent  small  payments  encourages 
habits  of  thrift  and  systematic  saving.  It  gives  to  the 
wage-earner  most  of  the  essential  advantages  that  have 
made  building  and  loan  associations  helpful,  and  stimu- 
lates that  ambition  for  home-owning  that  is  so  important 
a  factor  in  developing  good  citizenship.  It  is  a  feature  of 
the  home  mortgage  business  worthy  of  general  adoption. 

UNAUTHORIZED    BANKING. 

The  legislature  of  1907  prohibited  the  doing  of  a  savings- 
bank  business  except  by  such  institutions  as  were  regularly 
incorporated  by  this  state  for  that  purpose.  Upon  the 
passage  of  the  law,  most  of  the  corporations  or  firms  en- 
gaged in  doing  such  a  business  without  authority  discon- 
tinued it,  the  only  exception  being  some  of  the  national 
banks  maintaining  what  they  Uvsually  denominate  sav- 
ings departments  or  interest  departments.  These  savings 
departments  are  more  or  less  in  vogue  among  national 
banks  in  other  states.  They  conform  closely  to  the  manner 
of  savings  banks  in  receiving  and  paying  deposits.  The 
rate  of  interest  paid  by  them  is  usually  moderate ;  and  not 
being  subject  to  many  of  the  restrictions  and  burdens  of 
the  savings  banks,  they  are  often  advantageous  and  profit- 
able to  the  institution  maintaining  them. 

Question  has  been  raised  as  to  how  far  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  state  extended  in  the  affairs  of  a  national  bank.     It 
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does  not  appear  that  savings  departments  are  either  ex- 
pressly authorized  or  prohibited  by  the  national  banking 
act,  neither  has  the  limit  of  the  state's  jurisdiction  in  re- 
lation to  them  been  definitely  determined.  In  response  to 
a  request  from  the  board,  the  Attorney-General  informed 
the  board  that,  in  his  opinion,  "since  the  passage  of  the 
act  of  1907  entitled  'An  Act  Relative  to  Unauthorized 
Banking,'  national  banks  cannot  legally  do  a  savings-bank 
business  in  New  Hampshire." 

Acting  in  conformity  with  this  opinion,  the  bank-  com- 
missioners reported  to  the  Attorney-General  the  national 
banks  doing  business  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  law. 
It  is  expected  that  the  matter  will  come  up  for  judicial 
determination  at  an  early  date. 

NEW'    HAMPSHIRE  BANKING  COMPANY. 

The  New  Hampshire  Banking  Company,  of  Nashua,  went 
into  voluntary  liquidation  by  vote  of  its  trustees  April  29, 
1897.  Since  that  time,  dividends  have  been  paid  from 
time  to  time,  amounting  in  all  to  100  per  cent,  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  deposits.  There  then  remained  on  hand, 
not  including  the  amount  due  on  dividends  already  de- 
clared, assets  of  the  value  of  $45,621.92.  as  estimated  June 
30,  1907.  This  amount  was  claimed  by  both  the  general 
and  the  special  depositors.  The  general  depositors  held 
that,  having  been  kept  from  the  use  of  their  money,  they 
were  entitled  to  interest.  The  special  depositors  claimed 
on  the  ground  that  the  general  depositors  had  been  paid  in 
full.  The  matter  came  up  for  hearing  before  the  superior 
court  at  Nashua,  and  a  decree  was  entered  in  favor  of  the 
general  depositors.  Upon  exceptions,  the  matter  was  then 
carried,  to  the  supreme  court,  with  the  result  that  the  de- 
cree  was   confirmed    and   the    exceptions    over-ruled,    the 
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court  holding  that,  "as  the  general  depositors  were  en- 
titled to  their  deposits  at  the  time  the  bank  went  into 
liquidation,  they  are  entitled  to  the  damages  the  law  al- 
lows for  its  detention.  Interest  is  the  damages  the  law 
allows  for  the  failure  to  pay  money  when  it  is  due.  Until 
that  amount  is  received  by  them,  they  have  not  been  re- 
paid. The  special  depositors  for  the  guaranty  fund  are 
not  entitled  to  share  in  the  assets  until  such  payment  is 
made." 

INSTALMENT    BOND    COMPANIES. 

Various  applications  have  been  received  from  companies 
selling  some  of  the  different  forms  of  instalment  bonds, 
for  permission  to  do  business  in  this  state.  Under  the 
broad  scope  of  the  law  of  1893.  these  companies  clearly 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  board,  and  cannot 
establish  agencies  or  do  business  here  without  a  license. 
Hearings  have  been  given,  and  the  methods  of  the  com- 
panies and  the  character  of  their  assets  investigated,  as 
far  as  practicable.  In  no  ease  has  it  appeared  that  the 
business  of  the  company  under  examination  was  safe- 
guarded in  such  a  manner  as  to  warrant  a  license,  and  no 
license  has  been  granted.  These  companies  in  their  opera- 
tions and  the  locations  of  their  assets  are  widely  spread 
out  and  difficult  of  careful  supervision.  Even  if  under  the 
direction  of  men  of  integrity,  they  are  so  far  dependent 
upon  agents  scattered  in  many  states  as  to  be  unavoidably 
at  the  mercy  of  such  agents,  who  are  apt  to  have  in  mind 
their  personal  profits  rather  than  the  stability  of  the 
company. 

The  agreements.  wherel)y  these  companies  agree  to  de- 
posit with  trustees  securities  to  meet  their  liabilities,  were 
found. defective,  permitting  the  use  of  securities  of  a  most

questionable  character  and  the  substitution  at  any  time  of 
a  still  lower  grade  of  security  than  that  originally  depos- 
ited, and  giving  the  guarantor  the  privilege  of  determining 
the  sufficiency  of  its  own  guarantee.  The  profits  antici- 
pated from  the  lapsed  contracts  of  those  Avho  fail  to  keep 
up  their  payments  is  exploited  as  a  bait  with  which  to 
appeal  to  the  gaming  instincts  of  the  individual.  The  ad- 
ministrative expenses  are  uniformly  heavy.  In  their  most 
favorable  aspect  these  companies  have  little  advantage  to 
offer,  either  in  profit  or  as  an  incentive  to  thrift  and  econ- 
omy, over  institutions  already  established  by  our  own  state, 
while  the  attendant  hazards  are  much  greater.  So  far  as 
the  board  is  aware,  no  company  of  this  character  is  now 
soliciting  business  in  the  state. 

CALLING    IN    THE    DEPOSIT    BOOKS. 

Chapter  72.  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  provides  that  there 
shall  be  a  verification  of  the  individual  deposit  books  of 
the  depositors  of  savings  banks,  and  of  the  due  books  of 
the  shareholders  of  building  and  loan-  associations,  at  least 
once  in  every  period  of  four  years  after  the  year  1900. 
The  last  verification  took  place  in  1908.  The  present  year 
was  selected  b}^  the  commissioners  for  the  verification  for 
the  current  four-year  period.  To  avoid  the  inconvenience 
of  a  verification  during  the  usual  time  for  the  computation 
of  dividends  in  some  of  the  larger  banks,  they  were  given 
the  option  of  verifying  either  in  the  period  from  April  15 
to  June  1.  or  from  September  15  to  November  1.  This 
report  has  been  held  open  in  order  that  a  complete  state- 
ment of  the  results  of  the  verification  might  be  presented. 

A  full  and  accurate  determination  of  the  liabilities  of 
the  banks  is  of  the  highest  value,  and  it  has  been  the  effort 
of  the  commissioners  to  make  the  present  verification  as 
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complete  and  thorough  as  possible.  It  was  believed  es- 
sential that  the  examiner  should  be  a  disinterested  person, 
in  no  way  dependent  upon  or  under  obligation  to  the  bank 
or  its  officials.  To  this  end,  all  employees  of  the  bank,  or 
employees  of  any  l)ank  associated  with  the  bank  under  ex- 
amination, were  excluded  as  ineligible.  It  was  further  de- 
termined to  place  in  the  hands  of  ever}-  depositor  who 
neglected  to  present  his  book  for  verification  a  statement  of 
the  amount  due  him  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  bank,  so 
far  as  such  depositors  could  be  reached  b}'  mail.  The  usual 
notification  to  depositors  was  given  through  the  newspapers 
at  the  beginning  of  the  examination.  After  the  verification 
had  proceeded  for  a  couple  of  weeks,  and  the  books  pre- 
sented in  response  to  the  newspaper  notice  had  been  ex- 
amined, the  statements  above  referred  to  were  sent  out. 
It  was  prescribed  as  a  special  part  of  the  examiner's 
duties  to  see  personally  that  the  correct  amount  was  filled 
in,  and  that  such  notice  was  actually  placed  in  the  mail 
for  the  depositor.  Individual  banks  had  adopted  this 
method  of  notification  in  1903,  with  most  satisfactory  re- 
sults to  themselves  and  the  commissioners.  Some  appre- 
hension existed  that  these  statements  of  depositors'  ac- 
counts might  fall  into  the  hands  of  others  than  those  for 
whom  they  were  intended,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  real 
depositors.  In  practice,  the  number  of  such  instances  has 
been  inconsiderable,  while  the  value  of  this  method  of  noti- 
fication in  the  case  of  distant  or  negligent  depositors,  and 
as  a  deterrent  to  wrong-doing  on  the  part  of  dishonest 
officials,  is  beyond  question.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  some 
depositors,  receiving  a  statement  of  their  account  and  find- 
ing that  it  corresponded  with  their  books,  would  assume 
that  there  was  nothing  to  correct  in  their  cases  and  that  it 
was.   therefore,   unnecessary  to  present  the  books   at  the 
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bank  for  comparison.  This,  doubtless,  accounts  for  the 
slight  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  books  actually  pre- 
sented to  the  examiners  as  compared  with  four  years  ago. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  percentage  of  notices  returned  un- 
claimed was  less  than  heretofore.  As  for  the  depositors 
that  accept  the  account  sent  them  without  complaint,  it 
may  be  assumed  that  their  books  do  not  show  a  greater  lia- 
bility on  the  part  of  the  bank  than  is  disclosed  by  the 
bank's  own  books,  and  the  most  essential  purpose  of  the 
verification  is  accomplished  in  such  cases. 

Nearly  78  per  cent,  of  the  books  were  actually  presented 
to  the  examiners.  If  to  this  is  added  the  number  reached 
through  the  mails,  the  percentage  of  l)ooks  verified  is  93 
per  cent. 

A  considerable  number  of  clerical  errors  were  disclosed, 
and  their  correction  may  be  considered  no  inconsiderable 
part  of  the  value  of  the  verification. 

We  are  glad  to  acknowledge  the  uniform  and  cheerful 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  bank  officials  and  examiners  in 
carrying  out  the  suggestions  of  the  commissioners,  and 
their  endeavors  to  make  the  verification  a  success.

THE  STEAM  EOADS. 

During  the  year  ending  June  oO,  WO],  the  steam  railroads 
of  New  Hampshire  })erformed  their  work  with  no  eliange  in 
their  management,  length  of  line  or  relations  to  other  roads, 
and  with  only  the  improvements  in  their  physical  conditions, 
equipment,  and  service  made  necessary  hy  the  exjiansion  of 
their  business  and  the  reasonable  demands  of  their  patrons, 
who  have  apparently  been  satisfied  with  the  treatment  they 
have  received.  Xeither  the  Intcrstrite  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, which  l)y  the  Hcpl)urn  Act  and  supplement  of  legisla- 
tion is  given  almost  absolute  authority  over  tlie  equipment 
and  operation  of  interstate  railroads  with  power  to  remedy 
all  grievances  npon  petition,  nor  this  Ijoard,  has  been  called 
upon  to  interfere  with  Xew  Hampshire  roads.  It  suffices, 
therefore,  to  asseml)le  in  this  report  from  their  returns  the 
figures  showing  tlie  volume  of  business  and  the  financial 
results  of  the  operation  of  the  Atlantic  &  St.  Lawrence,  Maine 
Central,  and  Boston  &  Maine,  the  three  roads  within  this 
jurisdiction  during  the  railroad  year. 

The  Atlantic  &  St.  Lawrence,  wliich  runs  from  Island  Pond, 
Vermont,  to  tide  water  at  Portland,  cresses  Coos  county,  in 
which  it  operates  fifty-two  miles  nf  line  with  eighteen  and  one 
hundredths  miles  of  sidings.  It  is  a  section  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  system  in  Canada,  and  the  bulk  of  its  business  is  inci- 
dent to  the  foreign  trade,  in  the  promotion  of  which  it  has 
expended  large  amounts  upon  its  tracks  and  equipment,  and 
they  are  now  in  good  condition  in  this  state.  Its  gross  earn- 
ings during  the  year  were  $1,514,416.44,  of  which  $391,848.08 
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were  from  passenger  and  $1,112,569.44  from  freight  serviee 
as  against  $371,214.48  from  passengers  and  $1,000,469.28 
from  freight  in  1906.  Xone  of  its  stock  is  owned  in  Xew 
Hampshire  and  its  management  is  in  ^lontreal. 

The  Maine  Central,  like  the  Atlantic  &  St.  Lawrence, 
crosses  Northern  Xew  Hampshire,  and  is  a  link  in  a  tlirough 
line  from  Porthmd  and  Canada.  The  section  in  this  state,  which 
is  one  Imndred  miles  long,  witli  twenty-six  miles  of  sidings, 
is  always  operated  at  a  loss,  but  it  is  kept  in  good  repair  and 
the  service  npon  it  would  meet  the  reasonable  requirements  of 
a  much  larger  business.  The  passenger  earnings  of  the  Maine 
Central  were  $3,176,514.91,  the  freight  earnings  $5,024,- 
115.27,  and  other  earnings  $147,508.97,  and  the  rentals  and 
income  from  investments  $97,130.37,  a  total  of  $8,445,269.52. 
The  operating  expenses  were  $5,664,172.97,  and  the  fixed 
charges,  including  taxes,  interest  and  rentals  of  leased  roads, 
were  $1,533,887.41. 

The  increase  of  the  company's  receipts  from  all  sources, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  was  $552,190.79.  Of  this 
increase  $178,258.99  came  through  the  passenger  department, 
$366,716.32  from  its  freight  traffic,  and  $7,215.48  from  mis- 
cellaneous sources. 

The  company's  payrolls  for  the  year  amounted  to  $3,286.- 
421.70,  equal  to  39.4  per  cent  of  its  gross  earnings  from  oper- 
ation and  an  increase  over  its  payroll  expense  of  the  previous 
year  of  $511,321.59. 

The  following  additions  to  equipment  were  made  at  a  cost 
of  $468,895.46:  19  new  locomotives,  2  baggage  and  mail  cars, 
2  dining  cars,  1,080  freight  cars,  and  16  service  cars.  Seven 
old  and  useless  locomotives,  195  freight  cars  and  38  service 
cars  were  destroyed  or  sold. 

Xew  automatic  block  signals  costing  $59,167.66  wore  in- 
stalled upon  the  lines  in  Maine. 
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THE  BOSTON  &  :\rAixi:. 

This  corporation  operates  2,293.92  miles  of  steam  road, 
with  528.88  miles  of  second  track,  8.09  of  third  track,  2.02  of 
fourth  track,  and  1,282.48  of  sidings,  a  total  of  4,115.29, 
computed  as  single  track.  In  Xew  Hampshire  it  owns  181.26 
and  leases  857.26,  making,  including  the  Sullivan  County, 
1,038.52  of  the  1,190  miles  of  line  in  this  state.  Upon  its 
New  Hampshire  lines  it  has  464.32  miles  of  second  track  and 
sidings,  a  total  of  1,502.84,  computed  as  single  track. 

It  has  in  Xew  Hampshire  1,518  stockholders,  who  own 
15,439  shares,  and  its  honds  and  the  securities  of  its  leased 
roads  are  owned  by  nearly  all  our  savings  hanks  and  insur- 
ance companies  and  by  thousands  of  individuals.  It  employs 
more  than  five  thousand  citizens  of  the  state.  It  is  distinc- 
tively and  almost  exclusively  Xew  Hampshire's  railroad. 

The  returns  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  for  the  year  show  gross 
earnings  of  $15,623,495.01  from  passenger  service,  $25,212,- 
842.85  from  freight,  and  $288,918.64  from  miscellaneous 
sources,  a  total  of  $4] ,125,256.50. 

As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase 
in  receipts  from  all  sources  of  $1,993,327.37,  of  which  $292,- 
58'0.11  was  from  passengers  carried,  $1,494,929.60  from 
freight  traffic,  and  $205,817.66  from  other  sources.  The 
number  of  passengers  carried  increased  1,529,587,  and  the 
tons  of  freight  713,482.  This  increase  in  income  was,  how- 
ever, nearly  offset  by  enlargements  in  the  cost  of  operation, 
the  operating  payrolls  alone  being  $1,832,862.70  greater  than 
in  the  preceding  year. 

The  year's  operating  expenses  were  $1,615,028.89  more 
than  those  of  the  previous  year,  but  they  do  not  include 
expenditures  for  additions  and  betterments  amounting  to 
$493,248.88,  which,  under  previous  forms  of  accounting, 
would  have  been  charged  directly  to  operating  expense  instead 
of  being- deducted  from  the  year's  surplus,  as  has  been  done, 
in  compliance  with  a  new  form  of  accounting  prescribed  for 
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all  railroads  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Ex- 
penditures for  permanent  improvements  amonnting  to  $4.8TT,- 
121. G3  were  charged  to  capital  account. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  larger  items  of  inaintenance 
expenditures  included  in  the  year's  operating  expenses:  Re- 
pairs of  locomotives,  $1,367,598.43;  of  passenger,  baggage, 
mail,  and  express  cars,  $729,935.64;  of  freight  cars,  $1,040,- 
332.88;  of  roadbed  and  track,  $2,740,357.14;  steel  rails  laid, 
$993,186.67  (less  value  of  old  rail  taken  up,  $746,197.06), 
net  $246,989.61;  ties  laid,  1,085,474  at  a  cost  of  $540,881.79; 
n\aintenance  of  bridges,  $283,833.80;  of  buildings  and  struc- 
tures, $660,583.49;  reballasting  11.92  miles  of  track,  $21,- 
668.43;  19,258  tons  of  new  steel  rails— 164  miles— have  been 
laid  in  main  tracks,  and  20,734  tons — 188  miles — of  relay  rails 
in  branches  and  sidings. 

During  the  year  $661,126.03  was  expended  in  the  elimina- 
tion of  highway  grade  crossings,  $92,983.45  of  which  was 
reimbursed  to  the  company  by  others  participating  in  the 
cost,  and  $84,547.05  charged  to  leased  roads.  Accounts  for 
this  work  completed  during  the  year,. amounting  to  $87,261.13, 
wore  closed. 

The  total  of  this  net  expenditure  to  June  30,  1907,  is 
$3,811,295.00. 

In  response  to  inquiries  concerning  the  permanent  im- 
provements in  the  matter  of  safety  appliances  and  double 
tracks  upon  the  Boston  &  Maine  since  the  beginiLing  of  the 
fiscal  year,  July  1,  1906,  the  president  of  the  corporation  fur- 
nishes the  board  with  the  following  information  for  that  year 
and  up  to  January  1,  1908. 

BLOCK    SIGXALS. 

\A'hile  block  signals  of  various  types  have  been  used  by 
railroads  in  this  country  and  in  all  parts  of  the  world  for 
many  years,  their  efficiency  has  never  been  so  perfect  as  to 
give  absolute  protection  to  moving  trains  under  all  conditions 
of  service,  and  for  the  past  half  dozen  years  much  study  has 
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been  given  to  the  matter  of  their  evolution  in  an  attempt  to 
produce  an  automatic  block  signal,  which  would  work  satis- 
factorily under  all  conditions,  and  which  would  not  be  sub- 
ject to  disarrangement  through  manual  operation  of  them. 

A  very  great  advance  was  made  in  the  perfection  of  auto- 
matic train  signalling  during  the  past  two  years,  and  in  the 
early  part  of  tlie  year  1906  the  management  of  this  company 
having  given  much  study  to  the  subject,  decided  to  adopt  what 
is  known  as  the  double  blade  electric  motor  automatic  block 
signal,  which  gives  to  an  approaching  train  information  as 
to  the  clearancy  or  occupancy  of  the  next  Two  blocks,  the 
two  signal  blades  upon  the  mast  at  the  entrance  of  any  block 
giving  information  as  to  the  condition  of  that  block  and  also 
as  to  that  of  the  one  next  beyond,  and  to  proceed  as  rapidly 
as  possible  with  the  ec|uipment  of  all  of  its  main  lines  and 
branches  with  this  type. 

To  that  end  an  appropriation  was  authorized,  based  upon 
estimates  furnished,  amounting  to  $1,074,480.00,  and  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  1906  the  accumulation  of  signal  mate- 
rial and  the  installation  thereof  was  begun.  The  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  work  incident  to  signal  installation  may 
be  prosecuted  only  during  th'e  open  months  of  the  year;  but 
after  the  foundations  and  other  ground  work  are  completed^ 
their  installation  and  completion  may  Ije  carried  on  during 
the  winter  months.  On  the  first  day  of  January.  1907,  this 
company  had  in  operation  upon  its  lines  about  one  hundred 
and  sixty-three  miles  of  automatic  signals,  and  during  the 
current  year,  1907,  the  work  of  signal  installation  has  pro- 
gressed until  we  have  now  in  operation  something  over  four 
hundred  miles  of  track:  and,  with  the  foundation  and  other 
open  season  work  completed,  we  expect  to  have  in  operation 
by  the  opening  of  spring  about  eight  hundred  miles  of  track, 
and  it  is  planned  to  proceed  with  this  work  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible until  every  portion  of  the  company's  main  lines  and 
branches  shall  be  fully  equipped  with  this  type  of  signal.  At 
the  best  rate  of  progress,  however,  that  is  possible,  it  is  not 
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likely  that  this  work  can  be  fully  completed  for  a  matter  of 
three  or  four  years:  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  greater  portion  of 
the  company's  double  track  lines,  where  the  traffic  is  the  most 
dense,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  single  track  lines, 
where,  by  reason  of  curvatures  and  grades,  greater  dangers 
exist,  will  be  quite  fully  equipped  before  the  opening  of  the 
spring  of  1909.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  full  equipment 
will  exceed  two  and  one  half  millions  of  dollars. 

AIR   BRAKES    UPOX   EiQUIPMEXT. 

The  company's  entire  passenger  equipment  has  been  for 
many  years  fully  equipped  with  an  efficient  form  of  air  brakes, 
but  within  a  recent  period  improvements  have  been  made  in 
air  brake  mechanism,  and  a  new  form  of  high  speed  brakes 
has  been  produced  which  more  promptly  controls  the  speed 
of  fast-moving  trains.  This  company  has  already  equipped 
six  hundred  and  sixty  of  its  passenger  cars  with  this  new  type 
of  air  brakes,  and  it  is  proceeding  with  the  equipment  of  the 
others  at  the  rate  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  cars  a  month, 
so  that,  at  the  opening  of  next  summers  season,  our  passenger 
equipment  will  be  fully  equipped  with  this  new  type. 

Of  the  22,401  eight-wheel  freight  equipment  operated  by 
this  company  99.07  per  cent  were  equipped  with  air  brakes 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1907,  and  99.74  per  cent  were 
equipped  with  train  pipes,  so  as  to  make  all  of  the  cars  in 
every  freight  train  handled  subject  to  the  control  of  the  loco- 
motive engineer  in  charge. 

All  of  our  locomotives  are  equipped  with  suitable  air  brakes, 
but  to  these  we  are  adding  the  high  speed  truck  brakes  as 
they  go  through  the  shops  for  general  repairs,  and  all  new 
locomotives  purchased  will  have  this  higher  type  of  brake 
equipment  when  they  are  received. 

XEW   EQUIPMENT. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1907,  new  equipment 
was  added  by  the  company  as  follows:  65  locomotives,  46  pas- 
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senger,  4  parlor,  12  dining,  6  baggage,  1  mail,  G  combination, 
10  horse,  and  4  milk  cars,  and  3,756  freight  cars,  at  a  cost, 
less  proceeds  of  old  equipment  sold,  of  about  $4,800,000,  and 
since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1907,  3,079  freight 
cars,  35  passenger  cars,  10  baggage  cars,  and  36  locomotives 
have  been  added  at  a  total  additional  cost  of  $3,561,825.73. 

SECOND  TRACK. 

New  second  track  is  in  process  of  construction  within  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  from  Eockingham  Junction  to  Dover, 
and  a  portion  of  that  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  opera- 
tion, and  the  remainder  will  be  finished  as  soon  as  work  can 
be  resumed  in  the  coming  spring.  With  the  completion  of 
this  work  the  road's  Western  Division  will  have  a  double  track 
from  Boston  to  Salmon  Falls,  N.  H. 

Outside  the  state  of  New.  Hampshire  second  track  is  being 
built  from  Portsmouth  to  Conway  Junction,  and  will  be 
completed  during  the  coming  summer,  and  another  piece  lias 
been  completed  and  is  in  operation  from  Kcnnebunk  to  West 
Biddeford  in  Maine. 

NEW    RAILS    LAID. 

Twenty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  tons 
of  new  rails  have  been  laid  during  the  past  year  upon  diiferent 
parts  of  the  system,  and  the  road's  efficiency  in  this  respect, 
as  well  as  in  the  matter  of  keeping  the  supply  of  cross  ties 
to  the  highest  standard,  and  in  that  of  raising,  liallasting,  and 
surfacing  track,  has  brought  the  whole  system  to  a  niucli 
higher  standard  in  these  particulars  than  had  ever  hitherto 
been  maintained. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Juno  30,  1907, 
was  $31,022,165.70  and  its  funded  debt  $30,486,500,  making 
$61,608,665.70.  The  capital  of  its  leased  roads  is  $59,776,600 
and  tlieir  funded  debt  $43,864,000,  so  that  the  grand  total 
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of  the  system  operated  b}^  the  corporation  is  $165,149,165.70. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  also  a  floating  indebtedness 
of  $3,700,000,  but  as  this  was  much  more  than  offset  by  securi- 
ties in  the  treasury,  the  average  capitalization  was  not  far 
from  $70,000  per  mile  of  line  or  $40,000  per  mile  of  track. 

EAILROAD    EETUENS. 

The  carelessness  which  writes  some  laws  into  oar  statute 
books  was  illustrated  by  the  legislature  of  1907  in  the  passage 
of  this  act: 

''Every  report  now  required  by  law  to  be  issued  annually 
by  any  state  official  or  state  board  shall  close  on  August  31, 
1907;  and  thereafter  such  reports  shall  cover  annual  periods 
from  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive.  Every  report  now 
required  by  law  to  be  issued  biennially  by  any  state  official  or 
state  board  shall  close  August  31,  1908,  and  thereafter  such 
reports  shall  cover  biennial  periods  from  September  1  to  Au- 
gust 31,  inclusive.  All  state  reports  shall  contain  a  compre- 
hensive and  detailed  financial  statement." 

As  it  is  practically  impossible  to  comply  with  this  law, 
we  have  made  no  attempt  to  do  so. 

All  our  operating  steam  roads  are  interstate  with  all  their 
terminals  in  other  states,  and  it  is  beyond  question  that  their 
fiscal  years  for  which  their  returns  are  made  should  be  the 
same  in  New  Hampshire  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the  country. 
To  require  them  to  keep  books  and  make  returns  for  a  year 
ending  August  31,  when  in  Vermont,  Maine  and  Massachu- 
setts they  are  required  to  make  them  for  a  year  ending  June 
30,  is  absurd  and  can  serve  no  useful  purpose.  Furthermore, 
this  matter  of  railroad  returns  has  been  by  act  of  congress 
committed  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Coiumission,  which 
has  ordered  uniform  returns  by  all  railroads  for  years  ending 
June  30.  This  report  is  therefore  for  a  year  ending  at  that 
time,  as  all  previous  ones  by  this  board  have  been. 

But  the  expense  of  the  board,  which  is  met  by  a  tax  upon 
the  gross  receipts  of  the  railroads,  is  calculated  by  the  state 
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treasurer  and  reported  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  for  the 
fifteen  months  ending  September  30,  1907. 

The  Interstate  Commission  in  the  exercise  of  its  authority 
has  also  prescribed  forms  of  accounting  which  require  our 
roads  to  charge  against  their  surplus  for  the  year  many  expen- 
ditures for  additions  and  betterments,  which  always  have  been 
charged  directly  to  operating  expenses,  thus  reducing  by  large 
amounts  the  apparent  operating  expenses  in  the  case  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  nearly  half  a  million  dollars. 

EQUIPMENT. 

There  is  no  longer  any  lack  of  freight  cars  or  locomotives 
in  ISTew  Hainpshire.  With  the  phenomenal  expansion  of 
traffic,  which  began  in  1896,  there  was  a  demand  for  rolling 
stock  throughout  the  country,  which  the  most  lavish  appro- 
priations could  not  supply  because  the  capacity  of  car  and 
locomotive  shops,  working  night  and  day  with  all  the  men 
and  machinery  for  which  they  had  room,  was  not  sufficient, 
and  the  consequence  was  congestion,  inconvenience,  delay, 
and  serious  financial  loss  to  shippers,  consignees,  and  the  rail- 
roads. 

Gradually  this  has  been  overcome  by  the  delivery  of  rolling 
stock  contracted  for  long  ago  and  the  railroads  upon  which 
New  Hampshire  is  dependent  are  equipped  for  a  maximum 
freight  traffic.  Add  to  this  the  business  depression  and  the 
result  is  that  the  side  tracks  and  yards  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
and  Maine  Central  are  occupied  with  freight  cars  for  which 
local  shippers  have  no  use  and  make  no  demand  at  present. 

FOREIGN    CAR   EENTALS. 

The  doubling  of  the  car  rental  rate  during  the  last  year 
eats  deep  into  the  net  earnings  of  our  railroads.  This  rental 
is  that  paid  by  railroad  corporations  for  the  use  of  freight 
cars  belonging  to  others,  while  they  are  upon  their  iron,  and 
is  always-  a  much  heavier  charge  upon  terminal  roads  like 
those  in  ISTew  England  than  upon  their  connections  on  which 
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business  originates  in  the  West  and  South.  When  a  western 
road  receives  merchandise  consigned  to  New  England,  it  loads 
it  into  its  own  cars  and  sends  them,  as  soon  as  practicable,  on 
their  way.  When  this  car  reaches  the  Boston  &  Maine  or 
Maine  Central  or  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  and  is 
delivered  to  either  of  them,  a  daily  rental,  which  was  formerly 
twenty-five  and  is  now  fifty  cents,  begins  and  continues  until 
the  car  is  returned  to  its  owners.  When  it  reaches  its  desti- 
nation at  Boston,  Portland  or  Providence  it  must  be  unloaded, 
and  ninety-six  hours  or  four  days  are  allowed  receivers 
without  charge  for  this  purpose.  At  the  best  this  is  a  charge 
of  two  dollars  on  each  foreign  car  without  any  return,  besides 
the  fifty  cents  daily  while  it  is  running  over  the  tracks  of  the 
home  systems.  This  necessary  detention  of  cars  at  terminals 
also  has  the  effect  to  greatly  increase  the  number  upon  our  lines 
over  those  belonging  to  them  upon  connecting  lines.  With 
a  normal  volume  of  business  the  Boston  &  Maine  has  upon  its 
iron  about  twenty-four  thousand  foreign  cars,  for  the  use  of 
which  it  pays  fifty  cents  a  day  each  or  $12,000,  while  it  has 
upon  other  roads  only  about  eight  thousand  cars,  for  the  use 
of  which  it  receives  $-1,000. 

Another  disadvantage  which  handicaps  our  roads  is  the 
rule  which  allows  consignees  upon  their  lines  ninety-six  hours 
or  four  days  in  which  to  unload  without  demurrage  charges, 
while  outside  of  New  England  this  is  reduced  one  half  or  to 
forty-eight  hours,  after  wliich  there  is  a  demurrage  charge  of 
fifty  cents  per  car  a  day  which  offsets  the  foreign  car  rental. 

EXPRESS    CHARGES. 

The  legislature  of  1^907  passed  an  act  requiring  this  board, 
upon  the  petition  of  any  party  interested,  after  full  hearing 
and  investigation,  to  fix  reasonable  charges  to  be  made  by  any 
express  company  within  the  state  for  the  transportation  of 
goods  and  merchandise  and  to  change  the  same  from  time  to 
time  as  the  public  good  may  require. 
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A  large  number  of  verbal  and  other  informal  complaints 
and  several  formal  petitions  alleging  gross  discrimination  and 
excessive  and  unjnst  charges,  and  asking  us  to  fix  reasonable 
rates  to  be  charged  by  the  American  Express  Company,  have 
come  to  us  imder  this  law.  These  complaints  have  related 
mainly  to  what  are  known  as  "minimum  charges,"  for  the 
transportation  of  packages  not  exceeding  five  pounds  in 
weight  and  fifty  dollars  in  value  for  distances  of  about  sixty 
miles,  and  our  duties  in  connection  therewith  have  therefore 
been  much  simplified  as  the  classifications,  tariffs,  and  other 
factors  in  rates  other  than  the  minimum  are  so  varied,  com- 
plicated and  almost  unintelligible  that  a  fair  adjustment  of 
them  is  very  difficult.  As  to  the  minimum  rates,  our  investi- 
gations have  disclosed  an  amazing  haphazard  discrimination 
and  overcharge,  which  can  only  be  explained  upon  the  theory 
that  patrons  of  the  American  Express  Company  in  New  Hamp- 
shire have  been  compelled  to  pay  all  that  their  location  and 
circumstances  made  it  possible  to  extort  from  them.  In  an 
endeavor  to  correct  this,  we  have  made  certain  orders,  which 
will  be  found  in  their  appropriate  place  elsewhere  in  this  vol- 
ume. 

An  act,  approved  March  26,  1907,  provides  for  the  first 
time  for  the  taxation  of  express  companies  as  such  in  New 
Hampshire  and  authorizes  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
to  require  returns  from  such  companies  containing  certain 
information  upon  which  a  fair  assessment  may  be  based. 
From  the  return  of  the  American  Express  Company  we  obtain 
these  statements: 

This  company  is  not  a  corporation  but  a  voluntary  partner- 
ship or  association  of  individuals  organized  under  articles  of 
agreement  between  its  members.  It  possesses  no  rights,  privi- 
leges or  franchises  other  than  such  as  are  enjoyed  by  any  pri- 
vate individuals  or  association  of  individuals.  Its  capital  is 
180,000  shares  or  interests  of  a  par  value  of  $100  each.  It 
owns  no  real  estate  in  New  Hampshire.  Its  personal  prop- 
erty in  New  Hampshire  April  1,  1907,  inventoried  $39,117.20. 
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Its  real  estate  outside  of  'New  Hampshire  was  valued  at  $9,- 
549,632.22  and  its  personal  property  at  $26,831,209.87.  The 
length  of  rail  and  water  lines  on  which  it  did  business  was 
184,903.49,  of  which  1,207.30  were  in  New  Hampshire.  Its 
entire  gross  receipts  for  the  year  ending  April  1,  1907,  were 
$28,611,820,  of  which  $123,652  were  collected  in  this  state. 

The  tax  assessed  upon  it  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  for 
the  current  year  was  $2,752. 

THE  ELECTRICS. 


The  severe  weather  of  the  winter  and  spring  of  1906-07  in- 
creased the  operating  expenses  and  reduced  the  receipts  of 
electric  railways  except  in  the  larger  cities,  and  these  results 
are  shown  in  most  of  the  returns  of  the  roads  that  run  consid- 
erable distances  through  suburban  and  interurban  districts. 

Eighteen  corporations  made  returns  for  the  fiscal  year. 
Of  these  the  Atlantic  Shore  Line,  which  owns  and  operates 
the  roads  between  Portsmouth  and  Dover  and  York  Beach, 
has  only  three  miles  of  track  in  New  Hampshire,  and  the 
Springfield,  which  connects  Charlestown  and  Springfield,  Ver- 
mont, has  only  two  and  a  quarter  miles  and  reported  no  busi- 
ness, leaving  sixteen  whose  track  is  wholly  in  this  state,  and 
one  of  these,  the  Manchester  &  Nashua,  was  operated  only 
a  part  of  the  year.  Confining  comparisons  to  roads  wholly 
within  the  state  which  were  in  operation  in  1906  and  1907 
we  have  these  results:

An  analysis  of  these  totals  show  small  shrinkage  in  the 
gross  receipts  of  the  Exeter,  Hampton  &  Ameshury,  and  Ports- 
mouth &  Exeter  and  a  failure  by  the  Claremont,  Exeter, 
Hampton  &  Amesbury,  Keene,  Nashua,  Portsmouth,  and  Ports- 
mouth &  Exeter  to  earn  operating  expenses  and  fixed  charges. 
The  other  nine  reported  divisible  incomes  ranging  from  $33.42 
on  the  Berlin  to  $74,577.20  on  the  Manchester,  but  only  the 
Manchester  and  the  leased  Nashua  paid  dividends  to  stock- 
holders. 

While  these  exhibits  are  gratifying  to  the  owners  of  the 
larger  roads,  the  fact  remains  that  those  which  depend  upon 
the  patronage  of  smaller  cities  and  country  towns  are  still 
operated  as  they  were  built  at  the  expense  of  the  stockholders, 
without  earning  a  return  upon  the  investment. 

THE   BO'STO^T    &    MAINE   ELECTRICS. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  corporation  operates  the  Portsmouth 
Electric,  19.25  miles  of  track,  which  it  owns,  and  the  Concord 
&  Manchester,  30.17  miles  of  track,  which  is  owned  by  the 
Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal.  The  Portsmouth  has  neither 
stock,  bonds  nor  current  liabilities,  all  these  being  included 
in  the  Boston  &  Maine,  as  are  many  of  its  general  and  inci- 
dental expenses,  but  while  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Ports- 
mouth last  year  were  $68,043,  its  operating  charges  were 
$91,198.51,  showing  a  deficit  of  $23,155.51,  which  was  due 
to  the  cost  of  an  accident  in  which  a  large  number  of  pas- 
sengers were  injured. 

The  Concord  &  Manchester  reports  a  gross  income  of 
$154,771.89,  operating  expenses  of  $122,806.15,  and  fixed 
charges  $2,025.18,  leaving  a  divisible  income  of  $29,938.56. 
Taken  together,  the  two  Boston  &  ]\Iaine  electrics  have  cost 
about  a  million  and  a  half  dollars,  and  without  any  charge  for 
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general  or  incidental  expenses  earned  last  year  a  net  income 
of  $6,983.05.  They  collected  respectively  1,343,921  and  2,- 
938,392  five-cent  fares, 

THEi   MANCHESTER. 

The  Manchester,  as  usual,  illustrated  the  fact  that  the  suc- 
cess of  a  well-managed  street  railway  depends  upon  a  steady, 
all-the-year-round  business,  which  only  large  populations  that 
use  it  to  go  to  and  from  their  occupations,  as  well  as  for 
pleasure,  can  furnish.  With  a  capital  of  only  $944,500  and 
no  debts  and  forty  miles  of  track  upon  twenty-nine  miles  of 
line,  it  collected  last  year  6,664,358  five-cent  fares  and  earned 
a  net  divisible  income  of  $74,577.20. 

THE  NASHUA. 

Fortunately  for  its  stockholders,  the  Nashua  is  leased  to  the 
Boston  &  Northern  for  six  per  cent  annually.  Its  gross  in- 
come last  year  was  $85,864.69  and  its  operating  expenses  only 
$60,062.25.  But  its  fixed  charges,  including  the  rental  and 
interest  on  its  debt,  were  $27,023.93,  making  a  deficit  of 
$1,221.49.  Its  financial  condition  is  reflected  in  its  track  and 
equipment,  neither  of  which  is  up  to  date.  A  large  amount 
of  money  should  be  spent  upon  it  to  make  it  a  first-class  road. 

THE   LOVELL  RAILWAYS. 

The  New  Hampshire  Electric  Eailways  Company,  formed 
in  1905  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the  electric  railways' 
and  other  properties  and  liabilities  of  the  Lovell  system,  and 
consolidating  them  so  far  as  it  could  be  done  legally,  operated 
during  the  year  The  Portsmouth  &  Exeter,  Haverhill,  Plais- 
tow  &  Newton,  Seabrook  &  Hampton  Beach,  and  Dover,  Som- 
ersworth  &  Eochester  roads  with  very  satisfactory  results  com- 
pared with  those  of  preceding  years.  Taken  together,  the  re- 
ceipts were  increased,  the  percentage  of  operating  expenses 
was  reduced,  and  the  fixed  charges  were  not  so  heavy  a  burden 
as  formerly. 
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The  Exeter,  Hampton  &  Amesbury  road,  which  passed  into 
the  hands  of  a  receiver  in  November,  1905,  was  greatly  im- 
proved physically  and  operated  under  his  authority  during  the 
year,  but  its  operating  expenses  exceeded  its  gross  receipts  by 
nearly  $15,000,  and  its  financial  future  is  still  uncertain. 

The  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem,  which  was  bankrupted  by 
its  operating  deficits  and  claims  resulting  from  the  Pelham 
accident,  was  sold  by  order  of  the  courts  at  auction  to  a  com- 
pany organized  for  that  purpose  by  the  former  owners  of  the 
property  for  $400,000,  and  the  board  authorized  the  issue  of 
$200,000  in  stock  and  $200,000  in  bonds  to  pay  for  it. 

Its  liabilities  July  1,  1907,  were  $995,474.68,  of  Avhich 
$475,000  was  stock,  $365,000  bonds,  and  $151,055.50  current 
liabilities,  less  $4,419.18  profit  and  loss  balance  in  the  receiv- 
ers' hands. 

Its  gross  receipts  from  operation  last  year  were  $98,271.79, 
which  was  $2,834.73  more  than  the  operating  expenses.  Only 
the  taxes  paid  are  reported  as  fixed  charges.  It  has  29.414 
miles  of  track  upon  a  line  28.3  miles  long,  is  in  fair  physical 
condition,  and  collected  last  year  1,950,492  five-cent  fares,  or 
more  than  any  other  in  the  state,  except  the  Manchester  and 
the  Concord  &  Manchester.  With  its  liabilities  reduced  to 
$400,000  it  promises  to  show  next  year  a  profit. 

The  Dover,  Somersworth  &  Eochester  collected  1,834,678 
five-cent  fares,  or  31,598  more  than  the  preceding  year;  its 
operating  expenses  were  reduced  from  $60,453.88  to  $54,737,- 
14  by  good  management,  and  its  fixed  charges  from  $24,449.86 
to  $23,302.04,  thus  increasing  its  divisible  income  from 
$6,978.52  to  $17,953.49. 

THE   POKTSaiO'UT'H   &   EXETER. 

Gross  receipts,  $18,980.14;  operating  expenses,  $17,951.63; 
fixed  charges,  $8,672.50;  deficit,  $7,643.99,  to  be  supplied  by 
the  owners  of  the  ISTew  Hampshire  electrics  as  those  of  other 
years  have  been  from  the  beginning. 
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THE    KEEXE. 

With  a  gross  income  of  $28,077.01,  the  operating  expenses 
Avere  $32,281.99  and  the  fixed  charges  $7,275.22,  a  deficit  for 
the  year  of  $1,480.20  against  one  of  $1,058.98  in  1906. 

It  collected  539,989  five-cent  fares  against  524,301  in  the 
next  preceding  year. 

THE    CHESTER   &    DERRY. 

Slowly  but  steadily  the  owners,  who  are  the  managers  of 
this  road  and  have  given  their  services  with  little  charge  for 
their  labors,  have  brought  it  out  of  the  embarrassments  which 
encompassed  it  from  the  beginning,  and  last  year,  with  a  gross 
income  of  $16,357.17,  paid  operating  expenses  and  fixed 
charges  and  reported  a  divisible  income  of  $1,905.67,  or  nearly 
four  per  cent  upon  the  stock,  which,  if  continued  for  four 
years,  will  wipe  out  its  floating  debts  and  prepare  the  way  for 
future  dividends.  It  collected  281,316  five-cent  fares,  an  in- 
crease of  42,319  over  1906. 

THE   LAOO^v^IA. 

The  Laconia  road  increased  its  gross  income  from  $30,- 
493.35  to  $32,851.49  and  decreased  its  operating  expenses 
from  $20,336.85  to  $20,230.09,  while  its  fixed  charges  rose 
from  $10,011.11  to  $11,843.68,  leaving  a  divisible  income  of 
$777.72  instead  of  $145.39  in  1906.' 

THE    BERLIX. 

The  Berlin  reports  a  gross  income  of  $44,511.65,  operating 
expenses  amounting  to  $37,816.59  and  fixed  charges  of  $6,- 
661.64;  a  net  balance  of  only  $33.42  a?  against  one  of  $1,- 
692.77  in  1906. 

THE   CLAREMOXT. 

The  receipts  of  this  road  were  $30,704.94  and  the  operating 
expenses  $33,036.30,  which,  with  fixed   charges  amounting 

to  $4,897.78,  left  a  deficit  of  $7,229.14. 
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EOA-DS  OPENED    FOR   BUSINESS. 

Two  new  roads,  the  Manchester  &  Nashua  and  the  Unca- 
noonuc  Incline,  were  opened  for  business  during  the  year,  the 
first  named  in  December,  190G,  and  its  return  for  six  months 
is  included  in  this  report.  The  other  began  operations  in 
June,  1907,  and  made  no  return.  After  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  the  business  of  both  steadily  increased  in  volume  and 
shows  satisfactory  returns.  The  Manchester  &  Nashua  forms 
a  connecting  link  between  the  Manchester  at  Goffe's  Falls 
and  the  Boston  &  Northern  and  Hudson,  Pelham  &  Salem 
at  Nashua,  and  completes  through  lines  from  Penacook  to 
Boston  and  the  cities  and  beaches  in  eastern  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire.  It  has  a  steady  business  between  Man- 
chester and  Nashua  and  in  summer  a  heavy  pleasure  travel. 

The  Uncanoonuc  runs  from  a  junction  with  the  Manchester 
in  Goffstown  to  the  summit  of  Uncanoonuc  Mountain,  where 
the  corporation  has  erected  a  spacious  and  attractive  lioiiel 
for  the  accommodation  of  patrons.  It  is  operated  only  in 
summer. 

A    NEW    BOAD. 

The  Manchester  &  Derry  road  from  Goffe's  Falls  to  West 
Derry,  a  distance  of  eight  miles,  was  completed  and  com- 
menced operations  December  1,  1907.  It  was  well  built, 
mostly  upon  right  of  way  owned  by  the  company,  and  equipped 
with  elegant  cars.  Its  cost  was  $250,000  and  was  furnished 
by  the  Manchester,  of  which  it  is  practically  a  branch,  run  as 
a  part  of  that  road's  suburban  system. 

FATAL  ACCIDENTS. 

From  July  1,  1883,  to  September  15,  1907,  only  two  per- 
sons were  killed  or  fatally  injured  in  the  passenger  cars  of  the 
steam  railroads  in  New  Hampshire.  This  remarkable  record, 
which  we  think  was  unparalleled  anywhere  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  as  many  railroad  patrons  as  traveled  upon  our  roads  in 
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twenty-four  years,  was  ended  by  a  head-on  collision  near  West 
Canaan,  Sunday  morning,  September  15,  in  which  twenty-six 
persons  lost  their  lives  and  seventeen  others  were  seriously 
hurt.  A  full  report  of  this  accident  will  be  found  in  Part 
VI  of  this  volume,  but  as  it  occurred  subsequent  to  the  end 
of  the  railroad  year  it  is  not  included  in  the  list  returned  by 
the  railroad  for  that  year. 

Other  than  this  the  railroad  fatalities  were  nearly  the  same 
in  numbers  and  due  to  similar  causes  as  those  in  previous 
years.  No  passenger  was  killed  or  seriously  hurt.  Of  the 
thirty-eight  victims  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  accidents  in- 
vestigated fourteen  were  railroad  employees,  nineteen  were 
trespassers,  and  five  were  struck  upon  crossings. 

Of  the  employees  three  were  killed  while  walking  on  the 
track,  three  in  rear-end  collisions,  two  fell  from  cars,  two 
were  thrown  from  an  electric  car,  one  was  crushed  between 
cars,  one  was  killed  at  an  ash  pit,  one  in  a  collision  of  runaway 
freight  car  and  an  engine,  and  one  was  thrown  from  a  hand 
car. 

Of  the  trespassers  seven  were  stealing  a  ride,  six  were 
walking  on  track,  two  were  asleep  on  track,  two  backed  a  team 
in  front  of  an  electric  car,  one  fell  from  a  bridge,  and  one  was 
standing  on  the  track.  Ten  cases  are  pending  before  the 
board.

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad 
from  a  vote  of  the  town  of  Tilton  at  its  biennial  meeting  No- 
vember 6,  1906,  requiring-  that  railroad  to  erect  and  maintain 
gates  upon  Prospect  street  to  station  a  flagman  at  Center  street 
and  another  at  Main  street  near  the  Granite  Mill  bridge  for 
the  iDrotection  of  the  crossings  at  those  points,  due  notice  hav- 
ing been  given,  a  hearing  was  had  beginning  at  twelve  o'clock, 
noon,  at  the  passenger  station  at  said  Tilton,  Tuesday,  April 
16,  1907,  at  which  hearing  the  railroad  was  represented  by  its 
superintendent,  George  E.  Cummings,  and  the  town  by  its  select- 
men and  a  number  of  citizen,  and  all  who  wished  were  heard 
and  an  inspection  of  the  crossings  was  made.  Prospect  street 
intersects  with  Main  street  upon  a  crossing  where  there  has 
been  much  shifting  of  trains  between  8.30  and  9  o'clock  a.  m., 
when  large  numbers  of  children  pass  over  the  tracks  on  their 
way  to  school.  A  flagman  has  for  a  long  time  been  on  duty  on 
this  crossing;  no  fatal  accident  has  ever  occurred  there,  and  the 
complaint    of    the    citizens    related    mainly    to    the    shifting    by 
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which  the  children  are  jeopardized.  Center  street  is  a  short 
passageway  sixteen  feet  wide,  formerly  a  private  way  leading 
from  Main  street  to  the  passenger  station.  It  is  little  used  by 
teams  and  they  can  go  to  and  from  Main  street  and  the  sta- 
tion with  very  little  additional  travel  without  using  it.  The 
suggestion  that  it  should  be  closed  to  team  travel,  leaving 
a  foot  passage  onh',  appears  to  us  reasonable,  but  is  beyond 
our  jurisdiction.  The  Main  street  crossing  near  the  Granite 
Mill  bridge  is  a  very  blind  and  dang'erous  one  and  a  flagman  is 
needed  there.  It  developed  during  the  hearing,  as  it  generally 
does  in  such  eases,  that  in  passing  the  vote  of  November  G,  1906, 
the  citizens  of  that  town  intended  to  ask  only  for  reasonable 
protection  without  fixed  ideas  as  to  how  it  could  be  best  pro- 
vided and  upon  further  consideration  were  satisfied  that  flagmen 
afford  a  larger  measure  of  safety  to  children  and  other  foot  pas- 
sengers than  gates. 

It  Is  Voted  a>'d  Oudebed: 

(1).  That  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  station  and  keep  on 
duty  a  flagman  upon  the  Main  street  crossing  near  the  Granite 
Mill  bridge  in  Tilton  from  6.30  A.  m.  to  6.30  p.  M.  each  and  every 
week  day. 

(2).  That  said  railroad  continue  the  protection  of  the  Main 
street  crossing  at  the  intersection  of  Prosjaect  street  as  hereto- 
fore. 

(3).  That  shifting  over  the  crossing  at  the  intersection  of 
Main  and  Prospect  streets  be  discontinued  as  far  as  possible 
between  the  hours  of  8.30  and  8.45  A.  M.

the  amount  of  $240,000,  and  that  $255,800  of  said  stock,  repre- 
senting 2,558  shares,  and  $240,000  of  said  bonds,  have  been 
issued  under  authoritj^  and  by  virtue  of  said  decrees,  and  for  the 
necessary  purposes  stated  therein,  and  that  at  a  special  meeting

The  Gordon  Pond  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  duly  es- 
tablished by  law,  respectfully'  represents  that  its  proposed  rail- 
road in  the  town  of  Woodstock  will  cross  a  public  highway, 
which  runs  from  the  farm  of  one  Russell,  in  said  Woodstock,  to

Respectfully  represents  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  a  cor- 
poration duly  existing  by  law,  and  now  in  control  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad,  extending  into  and 
through  a  portion  of  the  town  of  Lisbon,  Grafton  county.  New 
Hampshire. 

The  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  in  the  said  town  of  Lisbon 
crosses  a  highwaj^  near  Lisbon  depot  and  at  a  point  about  one 
half  mile  north  of  Lisbon  depot,  near  George  Clark's  residence. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  said  town  of  Lisbon,  held  in  said 
Lisbon  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  1907,  under  article 
ninth  of  the  town  warrant,  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  re- 
quest the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  furnish  a  flagman  for 
the  crossing  at  George  Clark's  and  one  at  the  crossing  near  the 
depot." 

It  was  voted  under  said  article  ninth,  "Voted  to  request  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  furnish  a  flagman  for  the  crossing 
at  George  Clark's  and  one  at  the  crossing  near  the  depot."

Concord,  N.  H.,  November  11,  1907. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
asking-  for  an  examination  of  the  crossing-  at  George  Clark's 
and  one  near  the  depot  at  Lisbon  upon  the  main  line  of  the 
White  Mountains  Division  of  said  railroad,  and  a  decision  of 
the  question  whether  the  public  good  demands  that  a  flagman 
be  stationed  at  each  of  said  crossings  in  accordance  with  a  vote 
of  the  town  of  Lisbon  passed  March  12,  1907,  or  any  other  change 
be  made,  due  notice  having  been  given,  an  examination  and 
hearing  were  held  at  the  passenger  station  in  Lisbon  September 
19,  1907,  at  which  hearing  and  examination  the  town  was  rep- 
resented by  its  selectmen  and  attorney,  and  the  railroad  by  its 
superintendent,  George  E.  Cummings,  and  several  citizens  were 
j)resent.  All  of  the  evidence  and  arguments  presented  were 
fully  heard  and  considered. 

The  crossings  under  consideration  are  upon  two  highways 
about  fifty  rods  ajiart,  one  at  the  railroad  station  and  the  other 
near  the  residence  of  George  Clark,  and  both  in  a  comparatively 
sparsely  settled  section  of  Lisbon.  Much  the  larger  part  of  the 
village  of  Lisbon  lies  west  of  the  railroad  track;  but  from  the 
fact  that  these  highways  are  main  thoroughfares  to  adjoining 
towns,  the  travel  over  them  is  considerable.  The  only  fatal  ac- 
cident which  has  ever  occurred  at  these  crossings  was  the  case  of 
an  elderly  man,  who  was  not  killed  on  the  crossing,  but  who 
was  driving  upon  the  street  near  the  station  crossing  when  his 
horse  became  frightened  at  a  locomotive  and  he  was  thrown 
from  his  carriage,  hurled  against  a  tree,  and  received  fatal  in- 
juries. With  this  exception  no  fatalities  have  ever  occurred  at 
these  crossings,  but  there  was  testimonj-  given  that  there  liad 
been  several  narrow  escapes. 

At  Clark's  crossing,  where  the  highway  parallels  the  railroad 
and  runs  near  it  for  a  distance  of  about  five  hundred  feet,  in- 
.stances  were  given    bv   witnesses   of  horses  having  been  fright- 
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ened  at  the  locomotive  whistle  when  sounded  for  the  station 
crossing  known  as  High  street,  and  serious  consequences  were 
narrowly  averted.  This  can  occur  only  when  teams  are  ap- 
jiroaching  Lisbon  Village  and  when  trains  are  running  south. 
We  believe  that  this  danger  can  be  materially  lessened  and  sub- 
stantially avoided  if  the  whistling  post  for  the  High  street  cross- 
ing is  located  near  the  Clark  crossing.  In  approaching  this 
crossing  from  the  opposite  direction,  the  view  up  the  track  is 
obstructed  by  a  number  of  large  trees,  most  of  which  are  within 
the  railroad  location.  If  these  trees  are  removed  a  southbound 
train  can  be  seen  a  long  distance  up  the  track.  There  was 
nothing  in  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  effect  that  this  cross- 
ing was  particularly  dangerous  in  the  case  of  trains  running- 
north,  and  our  observation  confirmed  this  fact. 

With  the  changes  above  suggested,  we  believe  that  if  people 
exercise  such  reasonable  care  and  prudence  as  they  are  bound 
to  exercise  in  the  use  of  all  railroad  crossings  they  Avill  not  be 
specially  jeopardized  while  passing  over  this  crossing,  and  our 
decision  is  that  the  public  good  does  not  demand  that  a  flag- 
man be  stationed  there. 

The  other  crossing,  known  as  High  street,  which  is  near  the 
railroad  station,  is  within  the  railroad  yard  limits.  It  is  often 
obstructed  bj'  freight  trains,  and  the  main,  indeed  almost  the 
only,  complaint  of  the  witnesses  testifying  was  that  in  shifting 
cars  over  this  crossing,  the  trainmen  frequently  failed  to  ob- 
serve the  statutory  regulations  in  regard  to  the  obstruction  of 
the  highwaj^  bj^  cars  and  engines  while  so  engaged;  and  the 
further  complaint  was  made  that  cars  were  shifted  over  this 
crossing  in  a  careless  and  unprotected  manner.  These  com- 
plaints are  probably  well  grounded,  and  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion should  be  required  to  comply  with  the  law.  This  crossing 
is  not  one  that  could  be  regarded  as  speciallj'  dangerous.  Most 
trains  are  stopped  at  the  station  and  therefore  pass  over  the 
street  verj'  slowh'.  The  station  agent  is  usually  upon  the  plat- 
form near  the  crossing  when  the  trains  are  approaching  and 
leaving,  and  it  is  a  part  of  his  duty  to  protect  this  crossing. 

These  facts  which  were  substantially  agreed  upon  by  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  town  are  not  such  as  to  warrant  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  railroad  corporation  should  be  required  to  comply 
with  the  vote  of  said  town  and  install  a  flagman  at  this  cross- 
ing. 

That  conditions  at  these  crossings  may  be  improved  the  board 
orders: 
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1.  That  the  jDetitioner  relocate  the  whistling  jiost  for  the 
High  street  crossing  at  a  point  eight  hundred  and  fifty  (850) 
feet  north  of  the  crossing  instead  of  thirteen  hundred  and 
twenty-one   (1321)   feet  therefrom  as  at  present  located. 

2.  That  the  petitioner  cut  and  remove  the  trees  on  its  right 
of  way  north  of  the  Clark  crossing  a  sufficient  distance  to  secure 
an  unobstructed  view  to  persons  using  this  crossing. 

The  board  also  recommends  that  the  railroad  strictly-  observe 
the  law^  forbidding  the  obstruction  by  cars  and  engines  of  high- 
ways at  the  High  street  crossing,  and  that  when  trains  are  be- 
ing made  up  and  shifting  done  that  greater  care  be  taken  by 
trainmen  in  the  protection  of  this  crossing  that  those  having 
occasion  to  use  the  highway  may  be  warned  of  unexpected 
movements  of  cars  and  engines.

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  H.  H.  Cohen  and  other  citi- 
zens of  Peterborough  and  George  H.  Duncan  and  other  citizens 
of  Jaffrej^  a.sking  the  board  to  fix  reasonable  charges  for  the 
ti-ansportation  of  goods  and  merchandise  by  the  American  Ex- 
X^ress  Company  within  the  state  of  New  Hampshire;  due  notice 
having  been  given,  a  hearing-  was  had  at  the  town  hall  in 
Peterborough,    December   3,    1907,   at    1    o'clock   p.   m.,   at   which 
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bearing  the  petitioners  were  represented  by  James  F.  Brennan 
as  counsel  and  many  of  them  in  person,  and  the  Express  Com- 
pany by  Charles  F.  Robie,  its  assistant  general  manager  in  Bos- 
ton. 

The  petitioners  established  the  following  facts,  which  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  express  company  did  not  question. 

The  American  Express  Company  has  had  and  has  an  absolute 
monopoly  of  the  express  business  in  Peterborough,  Jaffrey, 
and  the  neighboring  towns.  What  is  known  as  the  minimum 
charge  is  that  collected  for  the  transportation  of  packages 
weighing  not  more  than  five  pounds  and  valued  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars.  There  was  also  a  special  and  varying  rate,  where 
it  was  deemed  necessary  to  compete  with  the  United  'states  mail, 
which  was  very  much  larger  when  paid  at  the  place  of  delivery 
than  when  paid  at  the  place  of  shipment,  for  the  reason  that  post- 
age must  be  paid  in  advance  and  only  competes  with  express 
charges  when  they  are  also  prepaid.  For  illustration:  a  pack- 
age weighing  fifteen  ounces  that  was  carried  from  Peterborough 
to  Jaffrey,  was  charged  fifteen  cents  if  paid  in  Peterborough 
and  twenty-five  cents  if  paid  in  Jaffrey.  The  minimum  charge 
on  shipments  between  Boston  and  New  Hampshire  points, 
which  seems  to  have  been  established  with  little  regard  to  dis- 
tance if  they  are  on  the  main  lines  of  railroads,  is  fifteen  cents 
and  has  been  since  1896,  while  on  cross  lines  or  branches  of 
railroads  it  was  twenty-five  cents.  Peterborough  and  Jaffrey, 
where  the  petitioners  reside  and  do  business,  are  upon  a  cross 
line.  Therefore  the  minimum  charge  to  them  w^as  twenty-five 
cents  for  six,  ten  or  tAventy  miles,  while  between  Boston  and 
Keene,  Bellows  Falls  or  other  points  on  the  main  line  it  is  only 
fifteen  cents. 

It  was  this  discrimination  that  they  complained  of.  contending 
that  it  seriously  handicapped  their  business  and  put  them  at  a 
great  disadvantage  in  competing  with  those  who  had  express 
service  for  less.  They  also  maintained  that  a  twentj'-five  cent 
minimum,  even  if  uniform  throughout  the  state,  was  excessive 
and  exorbitant.  Xo  testimony  or  argument  was  introduced  to 
show  that  charges  aljove  the  minimum  were  either  discriminat- 
ing or  excessive. 

The  American  Express  Company  is  not  a  corporation.  It  is 
an  association  of  shareholders  formed  to  do  a  transportation 
business.  It  is  under  no  legal  obligation  to  establish  or  extend 
its  lines;  Presumably  it  serves  the  ])ublio  only  when  its  man- 
agers judge  it  can  do  so  at  a  profit.     It  is  a  matter  of  common 
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knowledge  that  it  pays  shareholders  large  dividends  annually, 
has  immense  holdings  in  railroads  with  which  it  makes  favor- 
able contracts,  and  that  its  shares  sell  in  market  for  much  more 
than  their  par  value. 

Its  charges  are  fixed  by  a  traffic  manager  in  New  York.  Sub- 
sequent to  the  filing-  of  these  petitions,  and  as  we  must  assume, 
in  answer  thereto,  an  order  was  issued  by  the  American  Ex- 
press Company  and  went  into  effect  December  2,  the  day  before 
the  hearing,  which  equalized  minimum  rates  in  New  Hampshire 
by  raising  all  that  were  previously  less  than  twenty-five  cents 
to  that  sum,  but  so  far  as  we  can  learn  there  was  no  advance  in 
Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Robie,  the  representative  of  the  company,  in  reply  to  the 
petitioners,  stated  that  he  understood  that  the  fifteen  cent 
minimum  originally  applied  to  short  distances  from  Boston 
and  had  been  gradually  extended  in  accordance  with  the  request 
of  patrons  upon  main  lines  of  railroads  until  it  covered  points 
sixty,  seventy  and  eighty  miles  away,  and  without  attempting 
to  justify  the  discrimination  against  cross  line  points,  he  stated 
his  understanding  that  the  company  was  losing  money  on  all 
fifteen-cent  business,  and  that  this  rate  would  have  to  be  ad- 
vanced to  twenty-five  cents.  He  admitted,  however,  that  having 
the  equipment  to  do  the  business  even  the  fifteen-cent  transpor- 
tation was  desirable. 

There  can  be  no  justification  for  a  schedule  which  taxes  a 
shipper  twenty-five  cents  for  the  transportation  of  a  package 
five  or  ten  miles  when  the  same  package  is  cai-ried  over  the 
same  railroad  by  the  same  company  seventy  or  eighty  miles 
for  fifteen  cents,  or  which  makes  the  crossing'  of  a  state  line  a 
reason  for  adding  66  per  cent  to  the  bill.  While  express  rates 
cannot  be  regulated  in  exact  proportion  to  distances,  they  should 
at  least  be  made  to  conform  generallj^  to  the  rule  that  the 
charge  for  a  short  haul  should  not  be^  larger  than  one  for  a 
long  haul  over  the  same  line  in  the  same  direction. 

If,  as  there  is  every  reason  to  believe,  the  American  Express 
Company  has  carried  and  can  carrj'  small  packages  from  Boston 
into  New  Hampshire  sixty  or  seventy  miles  or  more  to  places 
no  larger  than  Peterborough  for  fifteen  cents  each,  its  order 
that  similar  packages  shall  be  charged  twenty-five  cents  for 
carriage  between  New  Hampshire  points,  however  short  their 
distance  ajjart,  is  rank  discrimination  which  should  not  be  tol- 
erated. 
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It  Is  Voted  and  Ordered: 

(1)  For  the  purposes  of  this  case  a  minimum  charge  by  the 
American  Express  Company  is  and  shall  be  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  an  article  or  package  not  exceeding  five  pounds  in 
weight  and  fifty  dollars  in  value. 

(2)  Minimum  charges  as  above  defined  shall  be  uniform. 

(3)  Such  minimum  charges  for  a  distance  within  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  not  exceeding  sixty  miles  by  railroad  between 
Peterborough  and  other  points  and  Jaffrey  and  other  points 
where  the  present  tariff  of  the  American  Express  Company 
above  the  minimum  is  fifty  cents  per  hundred  pounds  is  hereby 
fixed  and  established  at  fifteen  cents,  the  same  to  be  in  force 
on  and  after  seven  daj's  from  the  date  of  this  order.

DEATH  OF  ERNEST  W.  AKREMAX. 

State  of  New  HAiirsHiKE. 
In  Board  of  Raii.road  Commissioners. 

Concord,  N.  H.,  February  18,  1907. 

Investigation  at   Concord,  February  13,  1907. 

Witness:  Lucien  W.  Cook,  assistant  baggagemaster,  Hampton, 
N.  H. 

Ernest  W.  Akerman,  the  baggagemaster  at  the  Hampton  sta- 
tion, on  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  was  killed  by  falling  from 
a  freight  car  at  that  place  at  6.55  o'clock,  January  11,  1907. 
Liicien  W.  Cook,  the  assistant  baggagemaster,  who  also  had 
charge  of  the  freight  and  freight  house,  which  stands  a  consid- 
erable distance  east  of  the  station,  and  who  was  the  only  per- 
son in  the  vicinity  when  the  accident  occurred,  gives  the  follow- 
ing account:  "This  particular  night  I  had  an  empty  car;  it 
may  have  been  a  little  over  two  car  lengths  above  the  freight 
house,  in  that  vicinity,  and  I  wanted  to  move  it  down  to,  the 
freight  house  to  put  some  apples  in,  and  I  asked  him  if  he 
would  come  up  and  assist  me.  He  said  he  would.  He  came  up 
there.  He  didn't  take  any  lantern.  I  had  my  lantern.  He 
took  my  lantern  and  went  up  on  top  of  the  car.  I  was  working 
in  the  track.  There  was  a  strain  on  the  car  and  I  couldn't 
uncouple  them  and  he  came  down  with  the  lantern  so  I  could 
see  to  get  the  strain  off,  and  when  it  started  it  started  very 
hard.  I  pushed  the  car  perhaps  half  a  car  length.  I  had  to 
use  the  bar  about  all  the  way.  It  is  a  little  down  grade  from 
where  the  car  set  to  the  freight  house.  After  the  car  got  started 
he  got  up  on  top  of  the  north  end  and  set  his  lantern  right  on 
the  edge  of  the  car  right  over  the  car  door  to  mark  the  freight 
house  door  when  we  got  to  it.  I  think  I  left  off  barring  the 
oar   and   it   had   six   or    eight    feet  "further   to    go    and    the    car 
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stopped  just  right.  I  came  around  on  the  east  side  of  the  car 
between  the  car  and  the  freight  house  door,  and  I  looked  up 
and  said,  "You  did  that  well,  bo}-.  Did  as  well  as  I  could  do 
it  myself."  There  was  no  answer.  He  didn't  say  much  any- 
way. I  didn't  think  much  about  it  and  I  Avent  into  the  freight 
house;  had  a  light  in  the  office  of  the  freight  house,  and  I  could 
see  1)3^  that  and  by  the  light  on  top  of  the  car  right  opposite 
the  door.  I  worked  there  a  minute  and  I  looked  up  and  said, 
"Aren't  you  coming  down  with  that  light?"  He  made  no  answer. 
I  got  down  and  went  up  on  toiJ  of  the  car  and  got  that  lantern, 
taking  it  for  granted  that  he  had  gone  down  to  the  depot,  train 
due  in  a  few  minutes.  He  had  always  been  jumping  on  the 
cars  and  taking  lots  of  chances;  never  dreamed  of  his  falling 
off  that  car.  I  got  the  lantern  and  put  in  ten  barrels  of  apples 
out  of  the  freight  house.  When  I  came  out  to  go  into  my  office 
to  get  some  seals  to  put  on  the  car  the  lantern  cast  a  shade  on 
the  car  and  I  see  him  laying  there.  I  got  the  station  agent,  the 
night  operator,  and  another  gentleman  to  go  up  there,  and 
someone  went  for  the  doctor.  As  soon  as  the  doctor  got  there 
he  said  his  neck  was  broken.  He  was  dead,  broke  his  neck 
w'hen  he  struck.  The  medical  examiner  came  out  from  Ports- 
mouth and  examined  him  and  took  him  home." 

No  one  saw  Mr.  Akerman  fall  and  there  is  no  direct  testimony 
as  to  what  caused  the  accident  which  cost  him  his  life,  but  the 
reasonable  and  accepted  conclusion  is  that  of  Mr.  Cook,  who 
thinks  that  when  he  ■' t^t  his  lantern  down  it  cast  a  shadow  so 
that  he  could  not  see  the  brake  head,  Avhich  was  only  three 
inches  above  the  running  board  instead  of  about  a  foot,  as  on 
most  cars,  and  therefore  went  too  far,  lost  his  balance  or  tripped 
upon  the  brake  head  and  fell.  The  car  was  in  good  condition 
and  was  drj^  upon  the  top  and  was  barely  moving  if  it  was  not 
standing  still.  Mr.  Akerman,  who  was  about  twenty-seven 
years  old,  was  an  experienced,  capable,  and  faithful  man,  who 
had  done  his  usual  work  through  the  day  and  was  in  possession 
and  control  of  all  his  senses.  Xo  one  can  be  blamed  for  his 
untimely  death.

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DEATH  OF  PHILLIP  MrDOXALD.

Howe,  conductor,  Charlestown,  Mass.;  Walter  Knox,  bag-gage- 
master,  Somerville,  Mass. 

As  train  No.  16,  an  express  passenger  from  Portland  to  Bos- 
ton, reached  Hale's  crossing,  just  east  of  the  Exeter  yai-d,  and 
was  passing  the  switch  at  that  point  February  13,  1907,  at  5.48 
o'clock  p.  M.,  a  brake  beam  dropped  down,  caught  on  the  cross- 
ing and  threw  the  tender  of  the  locomotive,  baggage  car,  and 
the  Pullman  upon  the  side  track,  while  the  engine  kept  the 
main  track.  The  train  which  had  been  slowed  up  to  make  the 
Exeter  station  was  stopped  after  going  a  few  feet  and  the  crew 
found  a  man  Ij'ing  beside  the  smoking  car  badlj''  hurt  and  cov- 
ered with  blood  and  dirt.  He  was  removed  to  the  station  and 
later  to  the  Exeter  hospital,  where  he  received  all  possible 
care,  but  died  the  next  day.  From  papers  in  his  pockets  it  was 
learned  that  he  was  Phillip  J.  McDonald  of  Malone,  N.  Y.,  to 
which  place  his  body  was  sent  at  a  brother's  request.  W^hen 
this  train  reached  Rockingham  Junction  it  stopped  to  take 
water;  the  fireman  and  engineer,  who  has  since  died,  saw  two 
men  standing  by  the  water  plug,  and  after  the  accident  the 
engineer  told  the  fireman  that  he  saw  one  of  them  jump  from 
the  head  end  of  the  baggage  car  to  the  right,  and  the  other, 
who  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  one  injured,  to  the  left,  when 
the  brake  beam  derailed  the  car.  The  first  disappeared  and  has 
not  been  seen  since  by  any  of  the  witnesses.  The  crew  are 
positive  that  neither  of  these  men  was  inside  of  any  of  the  cars 
or  had  paid  any  fare,  and  the  reasonable  conclusion  from  all 
that  is  known  is  that  they  were  stealing  a  ride.  None  of  the 
passengers  or  trainmen  were  injured.

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DEATH  OF  BELLE  GALLANT.

Kennedy,  fireman,  Portland,  Me.;  Cornelius  Regan,  crossing  ten- 
der, Durham,  N.  H.;  Angela  Gallant,  Durham,  N.  H. 

At  Durham,  on  the  Western  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  a  highway  leading  from  the  college  buildings  on  the 
east  side  crosses  the  tracks  just  above  the  platform  in  front  of 
the  station. 

December  2,  1906,  at  6.41  A.  M.,  Belle  Gallant,  a  young  woman 
whose  home  was  in  Prince  Edwards  Island,  but  who  for  a 
month  had  been  at  work  at  the  house  of  Professor  Parsons,  a 
short  distance  from  the  crossing,  was  struck  by  the  locomotive 
of  train  No.  8,  an  express  passenger  from  Portland  to  Boston, 
upon  or  near  this  crossing,  hurled  upon  the  platform  against 
the  station  and  instantly  killed.  Accompanying  her  was  another 
girl  named  Angela  Gallant,  who  had  also  come  from  Prince 
Edwards  Island  and  worked  in  the  same  neighborhood.  The 
testimony  of  Angela,  which  is  undoubtedly  correct,  is  to  this 
effect:  The  girls  had  planned  to  go  to  Newmarket  to  church 
that  morning  upon  a  local  train  due  at  Durham  at  7.01,  and 
leaving  Professor  Parsons'  house  walked  down  the  highway 
towards  the  station.  When  they  were  a  few  feet  from  the  east 
track,  there  being  four  at  that  point,  they  heard  a  ti-ain  com- 
ing from  Dover  and  supposed  it  was  the  local,  and  started  to  run 
over  the  crossing  in  order  to  reach  the  station  and  procure 
their  tickets  there.  Angela,  who  was  the  older  and  larger  of 
the  two,  ran  over  the  crossing  to  the  west  side,  and  turning 
went  down  upon  the  platform  to  the  station  about  thirty  feet. 
Turning  around  she  saw  the  engine  strike  Belle  just  opposite 
her  on  the  track  and  in  a  second  saw  her  body  thrown  upon 
the  platform,  and  fall  back  upon  the  track,  where  some  of  the 
car  wheels  ran  over  it.  Whether  Belle  followed  her  over  the 
crossing  and  then  down  to  the  station,  or  ran  from  some  point 
diagonally  over  the  tracks  towards  the  station  door  in  order  to 
shorten  the  distance,  she  can  not  say,  as  she  did  not  turn  after 
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she  began  to  hurrj',  but  when  she  last  saw  her  companion  both 
were  on  the  crossing-. 

As  they  approached  the  tracks  from  the  east  they  saw  Cor- 
nelius Regan,  the  crossing  tender,  standing  in  the  middle  of  the 
road  on  the  west  side  of  the  tracks  with  his  flag  rolled  up  on 
its  stick,  looking  towards  Dover,  but  he  made  no  attempt  to 
stop  them  or  warn  them  in  any  way,  and  he  admits  that  he  did 
not  see  them.  His  claim  is  that  he  was  looking  over  the  cross- 
ing on  which  they  were  going  towards  him,  but  cannot  explain 
how  they  escaped  his  notice,  and  we  have  no  doubt  the  girl's 
statement  as  to  him  is  exactly  true.  The  express  train,  which 
was  about  an  hour  late,  was  running  very  rapidly.  The  crossing 
at  Durham  is  an  open  one  with  nothing  to  obstruct  the  view  for 
a  long  distance  towards  Dover,  but  the  engineer,  who  testifies 
he  had  given  the  warning  signal  for  the  crossing-  and  that  the 
bell  had  been  rung,  saw  nothing  of  the  girls  until  he  was  within 
a  few  feet  of  them,  and  then  saw  only  the  one  who  escaped, 
and  only  knew  the  other  had  been  struck  when  his  fireman 
told  him,  but  if  he  had  seen  them  Avhen  they  rushed  upon  the 
track  he  would  have  been  powerless  to  stop  in  season  to  save 
the  one  who  was  killed. 

From  all  the  testimony  it  appears  to  us  that  if  Mr.  Regan,  the 
crossing  tender,  had  been  as  vigilant  and  alert  as  he  should 
have  been  he  would  have  prevented  this  fatality  and  that  it  is 
justly  chargeable  mainly  to  his  neglect  to  do  his  duty.

DEATH  OF  JAMES  COLLINS. 

State,  of  New  Hampshire.

Witnesses:  Daniel  F.  Nye,  conductor,  Rochester,  N.  H.;  An- 
drew F.  Hooper,  brakeman,  Rochester,  N.  H.;  E.  M.  Gage,  car 
inspector,  Rochester,  N.  H. 

James  Collins,  a  section  foreman,  about  fifty  j^ears  old,  who 
had  been  employed  in  that  capacity  more  than  twentj-five  years, 
while  walking  upon   the   track  in  Rochester   about   5.40   o'clock 
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p.  .M.,  December  14,  190(5,  was  struck  by  train  No.  337,  which  was 
backing  off  the  main  line  to  a  siding-,  thrown  under  a  brake 
beam,  which  dragged  him  some  distance  and  killed  him.  When 
the  train  was  brought  to  a  stop  E.  M.  Gage,  a  car  inspector, 
who  was  walking  down  beside  the  cars  inspecting  them,  found 
his  cap  beside  the  track,  and  a  short  distance  from  it  the  body 
under  the  beam  of  the  sixth  car,  which  was  the  first  that  any 
one  knew  an  accident  had  happened.  Mr.  Collins  had  finished 
his  day's  wor]<  upon  his  section,  which  is  east  of  the  Eochester 
station,  and  taking  his  dinner  pail  walked  upon  the  track 
towards  his  home,  which  was  west  of  the  station.  He  had  gone 
about  a  mile  when  lie  was  crushed.  No  one  was  more  familiar 
with  the  railroad.  The  train  was  a  regular,  but,  as  usual,  was 
late.  Its  movements  were  similar  to  those  every  other  daj% 
and  it  was  moving  very  slowly.  The  bell  was  ringing  for  a  near- 
by crossing  and  Andrew  F.  Hooper,  a  brakeman,  with  a  lantern, 
was  on  top  of  the  rear  car,  but  neither  he  nor  any  one  else  saw 
Collins  in  danger,  or  is  able  to  explain  why  he  failed  to  notice 
the  car  as  it  overtook  him.  There  was  also  a  flagman  at  the  Up- 
ham  street  crossing  not  far  from  where  the  body  was  found,  but 
he  too  can  give  no  information  as  to  how  it  came  there.  It  was 
not  necessary  for  Collins  to  go  to  his  home  upon  the  railroad, 
as  he  could  have  gone  by  the  street  as  directly,  but  he,  of 
course,  felt  he  was  safe  npon  his  own  section  and  had  a  right 
there  and  could  hardly  have  been  criticised  for  taking  the  course 
he  did,  even  if  he  had  not  paid  the  penaltj^  with  his  life. 

The  fatality  must  be  classed  with  those  that  are  unavoidable 
by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  care  and  prudence.

DEATH  OF  MRS.  NATHALIE  BISSON. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Lester  Nichols,  fireman,  Somersworth.  N.  H.;  G.  A.  Farnum, 
brakeman,  North  Conway,  N.  H. 
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At  Somersvvoi'th  the  tracks  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  Divi- 
sions of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  are  parallel  and  close 
to  each  other  between  the  street  and  the  factories  of  the  Great 
Falls  Company.  Over  them  runs  a  planked  crossing  known  as 
the  Counting-  Eoom  crossing,  which  is  not  a  public  highway, 
but  is  extensively  used  by  the  factory  people  in  going  to  and 
from  the  street.  December  11,  1906,  at  5. IS  p.  M.,  the  local 
freight  from  North  Conway  to  Conway  Junction  was  at  Somers- 
worth  and  the  crew  were  shifting  some  cars  on  a  siding  north 
of  the  Counting  Eoom  crossing  and  backed  up  over  that  cross- 
ing. As  soon  as  the  pilot  of  the  engine  left  the  crossing  three 
or  four  ladies  came  out  of  the  factory  and  went  upon  the  track 
in  order  to  reach  the  street.  At  the  same  time  the  passenger 
train,  which  runs  between  Somersworth  and  Rollinsford  on 
the  Western  Division,  with  the  engine  running  backwards,  as 
is  customary,  approached  the  crossing,  and  when  about  two  hun- 
dred feet  from  it  Mr.  Downs,  the  engineer,  saw  the  ladies  pass 
upon  the  track  and  at  once  sounded  the  danger  signal.  All  but 
one  of  the  pedestrians  got  over  safely,  but  Mrs.  Nathalie  Bis- 
son,  who  was  about  fifteen  feet  behind  the  others  and  was 
quite  aged,  appeared  to  be  dazed,  hesitated,  looked  about  in  all 
directions  and  then  passed  upon  the  western  track  just  in  time 
to  be  struck  by  the  pilot  of  the  engine  and  fatally  injured.  She 
was  taken  to  her  home  but  died  soon  after  without  recovering 
consciousness.  In  all  probability  her  attention  had  been  fixed 
upon  the  locomotive  on  the  Eastern  Division,  which  had  just 
backed  off  the  crossing,  and  when  she  heard  the  whistle  and 
bell  of  the  Western  Division  train  became  confused  and  did  not 
realize  what  she  was  doing.  Perhaps  the  fact  that  her  head  was 
protected  from  the  winter  weather  by  a  closely  fitting  hood 
may  have  contributed  to  her  bewilderment.  All  the  trainmen 
were  at  their  posts  and  we  cannot  see  that  any  of  them  were 
at  fault,  but  it  would  seem  that  if  the  Counting  Eoom  crossing 
is  to  be  used  as  it  has  been,  it  should  have  protection  at  least 
during  the  hours  when  the  factorj-  ojjeratives  are  obliged  to 
pass  over  it.

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DEATH    OF    J.    H.    PETERSON    AND    A.    H.    FOSTER. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Adolph  Daigle,  brakeman. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Peterson,  an  engineer,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Foster,  a  fire- 
man, were  on  the  sixth  day  of  December,  1906,  running  the  reg- 
ular freight  339  from  Nashua  to  Portland.  When  they  ap- 
proached East  Rochester  their  train  collided  with  extra  freight 
670,  standing  partlj'  on  the  main  track  and  partly  on  the  siding 
at  that  point.  At  about  9.50  p.  M.,  on  December  6,  freight 
extra  670  left  Rochester  going  east  toward  Portland.  Their 
running  orders  were  to  "meet  No.  330  at  East  Rochester  and 
meet  342  at  Sanford  and  Springvale."  Train  670  took  the  sid- 
ing at  East  Rochester,  and  when  train  330  had  passed  pulled  out 
of  the  siding  to  the  depot  and  stopping  there  for  orders,  re- 
ceived an  order  for  "right  of  way  over  344  East  Rochester  to 
Alfred."  When  train  670  was  started  it  broke  apart  near  the 
rear  end.  This  set  the  air  brakes  and  by  the  sudden  stop  a 
drawbar  was  pulled  out  near  the  head  end.  The  engineer  im- 
mediately whistled  out  the  flagman,  as  lie  could  see  by  the  sit- 
uation that  they  would  obstruct  the  main  track  for  some  time. 
The  disabled  car  was  then  set  off  on  a  siding  east  of  the  station. 
The  engine  was  returned  to  the  train,  and  as  soon  as  the  air 
brakes  were  connected  and  pumped  out  the  condiictor  gave  the 
engineer  a  motion  to  call  in  the  flagman,  which  the  engineer 
did.  In  a  brief  interval  of  time  the  regular  freight  339  struck 
the  rear  end  of  extra  freight  670,  coming  apparently  at  full 
speed.  This  happened  at  10.28  p.  m.  The  extra  freight  was 
standing  partly  on  the  siding  and  partly  on  the  main  line,  not 
having  pulled  fully  out  from  the  siding,  and  when  the  regular 
freight  struck  the  extra  the  engine  of  the  regiilar  was  thrown 
from  the  track  into  the  ditch  on  its  side,  instantly  killing 
the  engineer,  Mr.  Peterson,  and  the  fireman,  Mr.  Foster,  and 
wrecking  sixteen  freight  cars.     The  night  was  dark  and  foggj'. 

Mr.  Adolph  Daigle,  brakeman  of  the  regular  train,  happened 
to  be  riding  in  the  engine  cab  at  the  time  of  the  accident.     He 
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testified  at  the  hearing  as  follows:  "We  left  Eochester  at  about 
10.15.  It  is  a  heavjr  grade  out  of  Eochester  and  just  coming 
into  East  Eochester  it  is  down  grade  and  a  little  might  curving 
to  the  right,  and  just  about  half  waj^  between  the  crossing  and 
top  of  the  hill  and  west  of  it  I  saw  a  white  light.  Just  as  we 
passed  the  white  light  the  flagman  gave  the  all  right  motion, 
and  as  soon  as  Mr.  Peterson  saw  this  w'hite  light  on  the  track 
he  shut  off  steam,  and  w^hen  he  got  the  all  right  motion  he 
opened  up,  and  just  as  we  went  by  this  flagman  he  "hollered" 
plainly  it  was  all  right  for  us  to  go.  So  we  went  along  and  the 
first  thing  I  heard  was  Mr.  Merrill  (freight  conductor  on  extra 
670)  hollering  in  the  ditch  on  the  fireman's  side,  left-hand  side. 
Mr.  Peterson  turned  round  to  me  and  asked  me  who  was  holler- 
ing that  way  and  I  said  I  don't  know.  It  seemed  to  come  from 
the  bank  over  the  ditch,  and  in  the  meantime  in  the  reflection 
of  the  headlight  I  saw  the  cars;  the  switch  was  wrong  on  the 
main  line  and  I  saw  the  cars  over  the  siding  on  the  main  line. 
I  hollered  to  the  engineer  and  said,  'They  are  on  the  main 
line.'  He  af)plied  the  air  brake  to  the  emergency.  I  jumped 
out  the  fireman's  window  and  the  fireman  started  to  follow  me, 
but  didn't  have  time  to  get  off." 

Ernst  Suitor,  fiagman  on  freight  extra  No.  670,  who  should 
have  stopped  the  regular  train,  did  not  appear  before  the  com- 
missioners, and  we  do  not  have  his  testimony  and  his  reasons 
for  not  stopping  the  regular  train.  From  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Daigle  and  the  other  witnesses  it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Suitor 
in  flagging  extra  freight  670  went  back  as  directed  and  was 
in  a  position  to  have  flagged  the  regular  train,  he  knowing  that 
the  regular  was  due  at  that  point,  it  being  the  schedule  time 
for  the  regular  to  be  at  that  place.  The  only  explanation  we 
can  offer  as  to  his  conduct  is  that  when  he  heard  the  whistle 
calling  him  in  he  believed  that  his  train  had  taken  the  siding 
leaving  the  main  track  free  for  the  regular  to  pass.  This  is  a 
conclusion  he  had  no  right  to  assume,  and  when  called  in  should 
have  protected  his  train  by  leaving  a  lighted  fusee  and  placing 
torpedoes  on  the  rail,  but  instead  of  doing  that  he  gave  the  en- 
gineer the  all  right  signal,  displaying  only  a  white  light. 

Both  the  engineer,  Mr.  Peterson,  and  the  fireman,  Mr.  Foster, 
of  the  regular  train  were  men  with  good  records,  careful  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  it  is  not  reasonable  to 
presume  that  they,  on  the  night  in  question,  neglected  in  any 
manner  their  duties  in  watching  out  or  running  by  a  stop  signal. 
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In  addition  to  this  presumption,  from  the  manner  of  the  acci- 
dent, we  have  the  direct  evidence  of  the  bralveraan,  Mr.  Daig-le, 
who  was  riding  in  the  eng-ine  of  the  regular  train,  who  testified 
positively  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Suitor  gave  the  all  right  motion 
to  Engineer  Peterson  as  his  engine  passed  the  flagman  of  the 
extra  freight. 

Too  many  accidents  on  this  division  have  been  occasioned  by 
the  neglect  of  flagmen  to  perform  their  duties  according  to  rules 
governing  their  positions,  and  great  care  and  discrimination 
should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  men  for  this  position.  A 
flagman,  knowing  that  a  train  is  following,  has  no  right  to 
assume  or  presume  that  the  track  is  clear  unless  he  has  positive 
orders  to  that  effect. 

As  Mr.  Peterson  and  Mr.  Foster  were  both  men  of  good  rec- 
ords and  had  reputations  for  being  cautious  and  faithful  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
accident  was  not  chargeable  to  any  neglect  on  their  part,  but 
that  the  same  resulted  from  the  neglect  of  the  flagman  to  prop- 
erly warn  the  approaching-  train.

DEATH  OF  EUGENE  C.  TENNEY. 

State  of  New  HAiirsiiiRE.

Mr.  Harris,  car  inspector;   J.  H.  Edwards,  agent,  Berlin,  N.  H. 

In  the  movement  of  a  freight  train  at  the  Cascade  Mills  be- 
tween Bei-lin  and  Gorham,  upon  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad, 
November  16,  1906,  about  4  o'clock  p.  ii.,  it  became  necessary  to 
make  a  shunt  so  as  to  take  in  an  eastbound  car  and  set  out 
two  others  and  the  conductor,  William  O'Hearn,  left  the  train 
and  went  into  the  station  to  find  out  where  the  car  that  was  to 
be  taken  was  going.  While  he  was  away  Eugene  C.  Tenney,  a 
brakeman,  got  down  to  set  out  the  two  cars  and  fell  while 
trying  to  pass  between  one  of  them  and  another,  and  was  run 
over    and    so    injured    that    he    died    twent^'-four    hours    later. 
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While  he  was  being-  carried  to  the  liospital  wliere  lie  died,  he 
told  J.  H.  Edwards,  the  station  agent,  at  Berlin,  that  he  pulled 
the  lever  to  uncouple  the  ears  and  thought  it  did  not  work, 
and  then  jumped  on  to  the  draw  bars  intending  to  go  over  to 
the  opposite  side  and  pull  the  other  lever,  when  he  reached  the 
top  of  the  draw  bars  he  found  that  the  lever  had  worked  and  at 
the  same  instant  the  cars  separated  and  let  him  down  upon 
the  track  under  the  slowly  moving  wheels.  He  was  about  thirty 
years  of  age,  experienced,  capable  and  sober,  but  it  is  the  testi- 
mony of  all  his  associates  that  it  was  not  his  duty  to  go  between 
the  cars,  even  if,  as  he  supposed,  the  lever  had  not  worked, 
and  that  in  his  zeal  to  do  his  work  he  was  fatally  careless.

DEATH  OF  JOHX  GAUTIEK. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

H.  Raymond,  engineer,  Portland,  Me.;  L.  W.  Philbrooke,  engi- 
neer, Deering,  Me.;   S.  Chamberlain,  roadmaster,  Gorham,  N.  H. 

In  July,  1905,  before  the  reconstruction  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railroad  j^ard  at  Gorham  and  the  erection  of  the  present  sta- 
tion there,  a  building  used  as  a  freight  office  stood  near  the 
track  aboiit  forty  feet  w-est  of  that  station.  On  the  east  end  of 
it  towards  Portland,  there  was  a  piazza.  .July  '.io,  1905,  a  few 
minutes  before  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  John  Gautier,  a  French  Cana- 
dian laborer,  who  had  worked  for  the  railroad  but  \vas  not 
employed  that  day,  sat  upon  the  piazza  talking  with  another 
Canadian.  His  home  was  upon  a  street  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  tracks,  and  the  most  direct  way  to  it  from  where  he  sat 
was  to  go  up  through  the  j'ard  about  three  hundred  yards  to 
the  Church  street  crossing  and  pass  over  the  tracks,  of  which 
there  were  then  three  sidings,  a  shop  track  and  the  main  line. 
While  he  was  upon  the  piazza  a  switch  engine  was  moving 
slowly  over  the  track  next  the  main  line  with  some  coal  cars, 
and  he  started  and  van  towards  it  as  if  to  jump  u])()n   it.  prob- 
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ablj'  for  the  purpose  of  riding  up  to  the  Church  street  crossing 
and  thus  saving  a  wallv  of  several  hundred  feet  in  going  home. 
Just  as  he  reached  the  main  line  the  locomotive  of  No.  2  express 
from  Montreal  to  Portland,  which  was  slowing  up  to  make  the 
Gorham  station  and  was  running  twelve  or  fifteen  miles  an 
hour,  struck  him  and  killed  him  instantly.  This  train  was  on 
time.  It  had  given  the  usual  warning  whistle  for  the  Church 
street  crossing,  the  bell  was  ringing  and  the  crew  were  at  their 
posts,  but  it  was  impossible  for  any  of  them  to  see  Gautier 
until  he  left  the  piazza,  and  it  was  then  too  late  to  stop  in 
season  to  save  him.  There  is  no  evidence  that  he  was  aware  of 
its  approach  and  with  his  attention  fixed  upon  the  switching 
engine,  towards  which  he  was  running,  he  probably  was  not. 
There  is  no  crossing  nearer  than  Church  street  to  the  place 
where  he  was  killed  and  there  were  nearby  two  signs  warning 
against  trespassing,  which  he  was  certainly  doing  when  he  was 
running  over  the  tracks.  No  one  else  can  be  held  accountable 
for  his  death.

DEATH   OF   JOSEPH   TABBIN.

As  train  No.  26  from  Berlin  on  the  White  Mountain  Division 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  rounded  the  curve  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  south  of  the  Littleton  station  at  3.15  o'clock  p.  m., 
March  27,  1907,  the  engineer  and  fireman  saw  walking  beside 
the  track  sixty  or  seventy  feet  before  them  a  man,  who  an  in- 
stant later  stepped  over  the  rail  upon  the  track  and  was  struck 
and  instantly  killed.  As  soon  as  he  was  seen  the  emergency 
brake  was  applied  and  the  bell  rung-,  but  it  was  too  late  to  stop 
the  train  before  it  struck  him.  Subsequent  investigation  showed 
that  his  name  was  Joseph  Tabbin,  that  he  was  a  deaf  mute  and

was  walking  towards  his  home  in  North  Lisbon  upon  the  rail- 
road, although  the  distance  was  little  if  any  more  by  the  high- 
way. When  killed  he  was  nearly  a  mile  from  anj^  crossing  and 
where  he  had  no  legal  right  to  be. 

The  strange  fascination  which  leads  so  many  deaf  mutes  to 
walk  vipon  the  railroad  when  they  could  as  well  take  the  high- 
way was  the  first  cause  of  the  fatality  which  none  of  the  train- 
men could  have  prevented.

DEATH  OF  JAMES  QUIXLAX.

Between  five  and  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Alay  1,  1907, 
a  man  whose  name  we  have  not  ascertained,  informed  the  em- 
ployees in  the  Nashua  railroad  yard  that  in  walking  down  the 
track  he  had  found  a  dead  body  near  Eoby's  crossing  in  Mer- 
rimack. At  6.45  George  F.  Wentworth,  a  sectionman,  going  to 
his  daily  work,  discovered  this  body  from  which  both  legs  had 
been  crushed  by  a  train  some  time  before.  He  at  once  ran 
back  and  flagged  the  express  train,  which  was  whistling  into 
Thornton's,  and  when  it  had  stopped  some  of  the  crew  tele- 
phoned to  Nashua  and  learned  that  a  coroner  and  a  physician 
acting  upon  the  information  of  the  traveler  to  the  j-ard  men 
were  on  their  way  to  the  place  where  the  body  was  found.  They 
arrived  soon  after,  and  took  charge  of  the  remains.  Subsequent 
inquiries  developed  the  facts  that  the  dead  man  was  James 
Quinlan,  who  had  lived  in  Manchester,  that  his  hat  was  found 
at  Thornton's  Ferrj',  two  miles  from  where  he  was  killed,  and 
his  handkerchief  above  a  plank  farm  crossing  over  which  he 
had  been  dragged  about  four  rods,  and  that  he  had  been  dead 
several  hours,  as  his  body  was  cold  when  found.  The  conclusion 
is  that  he  was  stealing  a  ride  upon  a  freight  from  Manchester 
during  the  night  and  fell  ofP.     As  he  was  not  seen  by  any  train- 
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man  he  was  probably  standing  upon  the  draw  bars  between  two 
cars  and  lost  his  hold.

DEATH  OF  E.  H.  DERBY. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

O.  Hunt,  fireman,  Woodsville,  N.  H.;  M.  A.  Ford,  conductor, 
Woodsville,  N.  H.;  J.  F,  Lynch,  flagman,  Woodsville,  N.  H. 

E.  H.  Derby,  an  experienced,  capable,  and  faithful  brakeman, 
whose  home  was  with  his  parents  at  Bethlehem  Junction,  was 
instantly  killed  in  a  rear  end  collision  near  Bath,  on  the  White 
Mountain  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  by  being 
crushed  under  a  coal  car  that  was  thrown  from  the  track  as  he 
was  running  beside  it  at  10.58  o'clock  r.  M.,  February  23,  1907. 
The  train  upon  which  he  was  employed  was  an  extra  freight, 
No.  801,  from  Berlin  to  Woodsville.  When  it  had  passed  through 
the  bridge  just  above  Bath  a  draw  bar  gave  out  and  it  was 
brought  to  a  stop.  As  it  was  slowing  down,  Mr.  Derby,  M.  A. 
Ford,  the  conductor,  and  J.  F.  Lynch,  the  flagman,  were  in  the 
caboose,  and  Lynch,  taking  a  red  and  white  light,  a  fusee  and 
torpedoes,  got  out-  and  went  back  to  protect  the  rear,  while 
Derby  went  ahead  to  find  out  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  and 
having  learned  it  returned  and  told  Ford,  who  also  left  the 
car  and  ran  back  thirty-five  or  forty  feet  beside  the  track,  be- 
cause he  knew  that  another  train.  No.  14,  was  close  behind, 
and  feared  there  might  be  a  collision.  At  the  same  time  Derby 
went  ahead  towards  his  engine.  No.  14  was  a  regular  from  Ber- 
lin to  W^oodsville.  It  consisted  of  thirteen  or  fourteen  cars  and 
a  caboose.  Ten  of  the  cars  had  air  brakes.  It  left  Berlin  at 
7.14,  ran  to  Whitefield,  where  the  crew  found  that  No.  801  was 
just  leaving.  After  doing  some  shifting,  it  left  Whitefield  Junc- 
tion at  9.45  and  Wing  Road  at  10  o'clock,  stopped  there  some 
minutes  and  then  proceeded,  going  through  Littleton  at  10.21 
and  stopping  at  South  Littleton  five  minutes.  Going  on  through 
Lisbon    and    approaching   the   bridge    above    Bath    the    engineer

blew  the  whistle  for  that  bridge  and  soon  after  ran  over  a  tor- 
pedo, which  warned  him  to  go  cautiousl3^  He  accordingly  threw 
on  the  brakes,  slowed  down  about  one  half  or  to  about  twelve 
miles  an  hour  and  went  into  the  bridge,  passed  through  it,  and 
when  he  had  nearly  stopped  ran  into  the  rear  of  the  extra 
freight,  smashed  its  buggy  and  threw  that  and  two  freight 
cars  from  the  track,  one  of  them  in  such  a  way  as  to  crush  and 
kill  Derby,  who,  as  stated,  was  running  beside  it.  In  the  mean- 
time Lynch,  the  flagman  of  807,  had  run  back  eleven  telegraph 
poles  through  the  bridge,  swinging  his  red  light,  and  saw  No. 
14  coming  toward  him.  He  then  placed  a  torpedo  upon  the 
track  and  tried  to  light  his  fusee,  but  for  some  reason  it  would 
not  burn,  and  as  the  engine  of  No.  14  was  close  uj)on  him  he 
stepi^ed  aside  and  let  it  pass.  Neither  the  engineer  or  fireman 
of  No.  14  saw  him  or  his  lantern  or  were  aware  of  any  danger 
until  they  ran  over  the  torpedo,  although  the  testimony  is  that 
they  were  both  at  their  posts. 

Their  failure  to  see  his  light  or  him  is  accounted  for  by  the 
weather  and  the  condition  of  the  engine.  The  night  was  ex- 
tremely cold,  about  thirtj--five  degrees  below  zero.  The  engine 
had  been  newly  packed  that  morning,  but  was  leaking  badly, 
and  as  the  escaping  steam  struck  the  atmosphere  it  formed  a 
dense  cloud,  which  divided  on  both  sides  and  in  front  of  the 
engine,  preventing  the  men  in  it  from  seeing  what  was  ahead 
of  them.  The  brakes  were  working  as  well  as  usual  in  such 
weather.  It  is  the  rule  that  freights  shall  be  kept  at  least  ten 
minutes  apart  and  that  when  one  has  passed  a  station  where 
there  is  a  night  operator,  less  than  ten  minutes  before  another 
arrives,  he  shall  display  a  green  light.  The  extra  passed  Little- 
ton at  9.15  and  the  regular  only  six  minutes  later,  at  9.21,  but 
no  green  light  or  other  warning  was  displayed  there  and  the 
crew  of  the  regular  supposed,  as  they  had  a  right  to,  that  the 
exti-a  was  more  than  ten  mintues  ahead  of  them  at  that  point. 

Before  the  collision  occurred  No.  14  had  been  slowed  down  so 
that  the  crew  had  stepped  off  without  any  difficulty  and  none 
of  them  were  injured.  If  No.  801  had  been  a  few  feet  further 
ahead,  they  would  have  stopped  before  reaching  it.  If  their 
engine  had  not  leaked  or  if  the  weather  had  been  moderate 
thej-  would  undoubtedly  have  seen  Lynch  or  his  lantern  in  time. 
He  was  doing  his  whole  duty,  as  were  all  the  members  of  his 
crew.  Nor  is  there  any  testimony  to  justify  any  criticism  of 
the  crew  of  No.  14.     We  think  there  should  have  been  a  green 
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lantern  Avhen  they  passed  Littleton,  but  it  was  not  their  fault 
that  there  was  none,  and  beyond  this  we  cannot  see  that  any- 
one was  at  fault.

DEATH  OF  ARTHUR  POLK. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Witness:    George  Travis,  engineer,  Nashua,  N.  H. 

Arthur  Polk,  a  j'oung  man  about  twenty-seven  years  of  ag-e, 
was  found  dead  at  about  4.50  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  May 
7,  1907,  beside  the  track  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  in  the 
freight  yard  at  Nashua,  N.  H.  His  body  was  lying  between  the 
two  tracks  of  the  main  line,  and  when  discovered  he  had  appar- 
ently been  dead  some  three  or  four  hours.  There  had  passed 
through  the  yard  during  the  night  several  trains,  and  as  no  one 
saw  him  in  the  yard  or  near  the  trains  no  exact  finding  can 
be  made  as  to  the  manner  in  which  this  accident  befell  him.  Mr. 
Travis,  who  is  engineer  of  a  shifter  in  the  north  yard  at  Nashua, 
N.  H.,  found  the  body,  and  his  explanation  of  the  accident  seems 
to  be  reasonable,  viz.:  that  Mr.  Polk  had  evidently  attempted 
during  the  night  to  board  a  moving  freight  train  with  the  inten- 
tion of  stealing  a  ride.  No  evidence  was  submitted  to  the  board 
as  to  the  past  histor^y  of  this  young  man,  and  as  we  have  no 
direct  evidence  as  to  the  manner  of  his  death  we  accept  the 
explanation  given  by  the  only  witness  who  appeared  before  us 
as  reasonable  and  the  probable  cause  of  Mr.  Polk's  death. 

The  place  where  this  man  was  injured  is  in  no  way  connected 
with  a  highway  or  crossing-,  and  as  he  had  no  legitimate  busi- 
ness in  the  freight  yard  and  undoubtedly  concealed  himself 
while  there  so  as  not  to  be  seen  by  the  train  men,  no  blame 
attaches  to  any  of  the  railroad  employees,  and  they  could  not, 
by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence,  have  prevented  this  ac- 
cident.

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DEATH  OF  ISADOEE  POUQUET.

Passenger  train  No.  61  leaves  Boston  daily  at  12  o'clock  noon, 
running  over  the  Southern  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eail- 
road  to  Concord,  N.  H.  On  July  4,  1907,  while  making  its  usual 
run,  the  engineer  observed  a  man  upon  the  track  walking 
towards  the  train  as  the  engine  entered  the  second  or  middle 
bridge,  which  spans  the  Merrimack  river  just  north  of  the  Hook- 
sett  station.  The  train  had  made  its  usual  stop  at  Hooksett  and 
was  moving  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed,  probably  about  eight  miles 
an  hour,  when  it  entered  the  bridge.  The  bridges  at  this  point 
are  all  covered  and  in  approaching  and  passing  through  them 
the  track  makes  a  sharp  curve.  When  the  man  was  first  seen, 
the  engineer  sounded  the  danger  whistle,  to  which  he  paid  no 
heed,  but  continued  walking  towards  the  engine.  There  was 
sufficient  space  between  the  rail  and  the  side  of  the  bridge  for 
the  man  to  have  stepped  aside  and  avoided  being  hit.  So  far 
as  could  be  determined  by  the  evidence  submitted  he  was  either 
struck  by  the  cross  beam  of  the  engine  and  thereby  thrown 
into  the  river,  or  apprehending  the  danger  when  too  late  to  step 
aside,  he  dropped  through  the  bridge  to  avoid  being  hit  by  the 
locomotive.  The  train  was  brought  to  a  quick  stop.  The  man 
swam  about  in  the  stream  for  several  minutes,  the  current  being- 
very  strong  he  w^as  finally  carried  over  the  falls,  a  drop  of  at 
least  ten  feet. 

This  was  the  last  seen  of  him  until  the  body  was  found  two 
days  later  a  considerable  distance  down  the  river.  It  was  not 
made  clear  to  the  commissioners  that  this  man  was  struck  by 
the  engine.  As  the  coroner  found  no  marks  upon  the  body,  w^e 
are  inclined  to  the  theory  that  he  jumped  to  avoid  being  hit 
and  hoped  to  escape  death  by  being  able  to  swim  to  safety. 
The  water  being  very  high  at  the  time  and  the  current  exceed- 
ingly strong,  he  was  borne  over  the  falls  and  drowned. 

His  identity  was  not  then  known,  but  it  was  afterwards  found 
that  he  was  a  resident  of  Hooksett  and  his  name  was  Isadore 
Bouquet.  .  He  was  a  trespasser.  No  fault  could  possibly  attach 
to  any  one  except  the  victim.

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DEATH  OF  THOMAS  G.   LING.

Thomas  G.  Ling,  a  freight  conductor,  was  fatally  injured,  in 
Avhat  is  known  as  the  south  yard  at  Berlin,  April  2,  1907,  at 
6.45  p.  M.  A  shifting  crew  was  operating  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Ling  in  accordance  with  the  usual  custom.  The  shifting 
engine  was  run  in  on  a  side  track  to  pull  out  some  cars  which 
were  standing  thereon.  The  connection  was  made  and  the  con- 
ductor gave  the  motion  to  "come  ahead"  and  alm,ost  instantly 
signalled  to  stop.  These  orders  were  promptly  obeyed.  Imme- 
diately after  the  train  was  brought  to  a  stop  an  outcry  was 
heard,  and  upon  investigation  Mr.  Ling  was  found  upon  the 
ground  between  the  tracks  seriously  injured.  The  character  of 
his  injuries  were  such  as  to  indicate  that  he  had  been  caught 
between  the  cars.  The  rear  car  was  found  detached  from  the 
balance  of  the  string,  and  as  Mr.  Ling  was  seen  only  an  instant 
before  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  track,  it  is  evident  that  he 
crossed  over  between  these  cars  and  was  caught  between  the 
bumj)ers.  There  was  quite  a  grade  at  this  point,  which  would 
cause  the  detached  car  to  rebound  when  the  other  cars  were 
shoved  against  it.  The  brakeman  was  properly  stationed  at 
the  other  end  of  the  train  and  there  were  no  eye  witnesses  to 
the  accident. 

What  object  the  conductor  had  in  passing  between  those  cars 
or  what  he  intended  should  be  done  Avith  the  car  which  had 
become  disconnected,  we  have  no  knowledge.  He  was  consid- 
ered a  careful,  prudent  man,  and  had  had  several  years'  experi- 
ence in  work  similar  to  that  in  Avhich  he  was  engaged.  Mr. 
Ling  died  about  midnight  of  the  day  of  the  accident.  He  was 
about  twenty-six  years  of  age.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect 
that  there  was  nothing  uniisual  in  the  movement  of  the  engine, 
and  so  far  as  we  can  determine  the  death  of  Mr.  Ling  was  purely 

accidental.

DP:ATH  of  EUGENE  BOUCHER. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Investigation  at  Manchester,  N.  H.,  September  10,  1907. 

Witnesses:  Harrison  E.  Blood,  trackman,  Lowell,  Mass.;  Pierre 
Labonte,  .trackman,  Lowell,  Mass.;  John  T.  Perrj^  trackman, 
Lowell,  Mass. 

Eugene  Boucher,  a  young  man  about  twenty-eight  jears  of 
age,  a  resident  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  employed  as  a  laborer  on  the 
tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad,  near  Fremont,  was 
fatally  injured  at  Epping,  N.  H.,  May  11,  1907,  at  8.52  o'clock 
p.  M.,  by  freight  train  No.  338. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Boucher,  who  was  one  of  a  gang  of 
thirty-seven  men  who  were  engaged  in  raising  and  ballasting 
the  track,  with  fifteen  of  his  fellow  workmen,  after  finishing 
their  work  on  Saturday  afternoon.  May  11,  left  Fremont  on  the 
5.05  train  for  Epping,  distant  about  four  miles.  The  purpose  of 
the  trip  according  to  the  testimony  of  witnesses,  was  to  make 
necessary  purchases  of  clothing.  A  regular  freight  train  leaves 
Epping  bound  through  Fremont  about  9  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  there 
was  evidently  an  understanding  that  the  party  should  meet 
at  the  station  and  steal  a  ride  home  on  this  freight.  While 
the  freight  cars  were  being  shifted  and  the  train  made  up, 
Boucher,  with  several  of  his  companions  near  by,  was  standing 
between  two  box  cars.  A  car  was  shifted  in  upon  the  track  on 
which  the  box  cars  Avere  standing,  striking  them  with  such 
force  that  they  were  sent  forward  a  distance  of  from  six  to 
eight  feet.  Boucher  was  thrown  down  and  run  over,  receiving 
fatal  injuries.  Immediately  following  the  accident  he  was  taken 
by  train  to  the  hospital  at  Nashua,  where  he  died  the.  next 
morning  about  five  o'clock.  There  was  considerable  evidence 
submitted  to  the  effect  that  Boucher  had  been  drinking  during 
the  evening.  Just  previous  to  the  accident  he  had  been  remon- 
strated with  by  one  of  his  companions  for  his  noisy  conduct, 
and  he  became  quarrelsome.  While  not  grossly  intoxicated,  he 
was  in  such  a  condition  that  he  could  not  well  care  for  himself. 
This  train  did  not  have  a  passenger  car  attached  and  was  not 
allowed  .to  carry  passengers,  a  fact  which  was  well  known  to 
Boucher  and  his   fellow  workmen.     Their  only   object  in  naeet- 
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ing-   in   the   yard    at   Epping-   was   to   "jump"    the   freight,    which 
■would  take  them  back  to  Fremont. 

They  were  there  for  no  lawful  jDurpose  and  must  be  regarded 
as  trespassers.  In  shifting,  the  cars  were  thrown  together  with 
considerable  force,  but  had  the  contact  been  more  easy  it  is 
doubtful,  in  view  of  Boucher's  condition,  whether  the  accident 
would  have  been  averted.  While  trainmen  should  be  reasonably 
prudent  and  careful  in  handling  cars  in  the  making  up  of  trains, 
it  is  not  apparent  to  the  board,  so  far  as  we  could  determine 
bj^  the  evidence  presented,  that  there  was  any  undue  lack  of 
care  in  this  instance.  Mr.  Boucher  was  not  in  possession  of  all 
his  faculties;  he  was  where  he  ought  not  to  be,  drunk  or  sober, 
and  his  death  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  fault  of  the  railroad 
corporation  or  its  emplovees.

DEATH  OF  WILLIA]M  ATWOOD  AND  MRS.  EDITH  LOYERTXG.

William  Atwood  was  a  resident  of  Massachusetts,  but  stopping 
temporarily  at  Concord,  X.  H.  On  the  afternoon  of  June  12, 
1907,  he  secured  a  team  at  a  livery  stable  in  Concord,  and  in 
company  with  Mrs.  Edith  Lovering  of  Concord,  started  out  for 
a  drive,  and  where  and  how  far  they. had  driven  did  not  appear 
in  the  evidence  offered  at  the  hearing.  At  12.40  A.  m.  on  the 
morning  of  June  13,  when  the  last  street  car  from  Manchester, 
on  the  Manchester  and  Concord  electric  railroad  was  passing 
through  Pembroke  street,  near  Bow  Lane,  the  motorman  ob- 
served the  rear  wheel  of  the  carriage  standing  horizontally  to 
the  car  track.  The  motorman  as  soon  as  he  observed  the  wheels 
of  the  carriage  made  a  reduction  of  air  in  the  application  of  the 
air  brakes,  and  almost  immediately  his  headlight  revealed  the 
carriage,  and  at  the  same  moment  the  carriage  moved  backward 
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toward  the  track.  As  quickly  as  possible  he  applied  the  emer- 
gency brake,  sounded  his  bell,  and  just  as  the  car  approached  the 
spot,  the  wagon  backed  over  the  rails,  and  before  the  speed  of 
the  car  had  been  materially  reduced,  struck  the  carriage,  throw- 
ing the  occupants  out,  and  completely  dernolishing  the  vehicle. 
The  car  was  running  at  a  speed  of  twenty  miles  an  hour,  and 
before  brought  to  a  stop  ran  ahead  beyond  the  spot  about  three 
car  lengths. 

There  were  only  two  laassengers  on  this  car.  They,  with  the 
motorman  and  conductor,  went  back  to  the  place  where  the 
carriage  was  struck,  and  found  Mrs.  Lovering  lying  on  the 
ground,  fatally  injured,  and  nearby  Mr.  Atwood.  Both  were 
unconscious.  They  were  taken  into  the  car  and  carried  to  Con- 
cord. ]\rrs.  Lovering  died  before  reaching-  Concord,  and  !Mr. 
Atwood  was  taken  to  the  Margaret  Pillsbury  hospital,  and  died 
a  day  or  two  later. 

Mr.  Atwood  was  about  fortj-  years  of  age,  and  Airs.  Lovering 
about  the  same  age.  They  both  were  evidently  under  the  in- 
fluence of  liquor,  which  accounts  for  their  careless  manner  in 
handling  the  team,  and  backing  on  to  the  track  in  front  of  the 
approaching  car,  so  near  to  the  same  that  it  was  impossible  for 
the  motorman  to  stop  the  car  or  materially  lessen  its  speed, 
thus  rendering  the  accident  inevitable.

DEATH  OF  JOSEPH  B.  McDANIELS. 

State  of  Ne,w  Hampshire. 
In  Board  of  Eailroad  Commissioners.

Wells  River,  Vt.;  Malcolm  Living- 
stone, fireman,  Woodsville,  N.  H.;  Arthur  Lavigne,  brakeman, 
Berlin,  N.  H.;  John  Currier,  brakeman,  Berlin,  N.  H. 

Joseph  B.  McDaniels,  an  experienced  engineer,  employed  on 
the  White  Mountains  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad, 
was  instantly  killed  about  one  mile  south  of  Berlin,  at  8.20 
o'clock  on  the  evening  of  February  21,  1907. 
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Engineer  McDaniels,  with  liis  fireman,  Harry  E.  Marshal],  had 
been  to  Bowmans  assisting  a  freight  train  and  were  returning 
to  Berlin  with  their  engine.  There  were  no  trains  scheduled 
at  that  hour  and  with  the  line  supposed  to  be  clear  this  de- 
tached engine  was  moving  at  a  fair  rate  of  speed  when  suddenly 
the  engineer  applied  the  brakes.  The  fireman  immediately  look- 
ing ahead  to  discover  the  cause  of  the  quick  application  of  the 
brakes  saw  a  number  of  freight  cars  running  wild,  bearing  down 
upon  them.  Both  occupants  of  the  engine  sought  to  make  their 
escape  by  jumping,  but  the  cars  were  so  near  when  observed 
in  the  darkness,  only  a  few  seconds  intervening  between  the 
time  they  were  seen  and  the  collision,  that  neither  were  able 
to  accomplish  their  purpose.  Mr.  McDaniels  was  probably  caught 
between  the  cab  and  tender  and  was  without  doubt  instantly 
killed;  Mr.  Marshall  was  buried  in  the  coal  and  his  back  was 
somewhat  injured,  but  he  very  fortunately  escaped  further 
injur}'.  The  night  was  dark;  there  were  no  lights  upon  the 
cars;  the  engine  upon  Avhich  Mr.  McDaniels  was  returning  was 
being  operated  hy  him  in  a  proper  manner;  the  speed  was  not 
excessive  and  we  know  of  no  circumstances  in  which  the  unfor- 
tunate victim  contributed  to  the  accident.  A  collision  was  inev- 
itable and  in  the  brief  interval  given  him  for  action  he  made 
every  effort  to  save  his  life. 

A  searching  inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
those  freight  cars  were  left  that  such  an  accident  should  be 
possible,  and  these  facts  were  ascertained:  On  the  evening  of 
the  accident  a  shifting  crew  Avas  engaged  in  making  up  a  train 
in  the  Berlin  yards.  Four  cars  loaded  Avitli  i^ulp  board  were 
taken  from  the  south  yard  and  pushed  up  to  the  north  yard,  a 
distance  of  nearly  a  mile  and  left  on  the  main  track,  while  the 
shifter  returned  to  the  south  yard  for  more  cars.  While  on  a 
siding  and  when  about  to  pull  out  the  additional  cars,  those  left 
on  the  main  line  in  the  north  yard  went  past  moving  at  a  very 
rapid  rate.  As  near  as  could  be  determined  by  the  evidence  the 
cars  were  left  in  the  north  jard  about  nine  o'clock,  and  it  was 
9.15  o'clock  when  they  were  seen  passing  through  the  south 
yard.  At  the  point  where  the  cars  were  left  the  track  was 
nearly  level  with  a  very  slight  descent  towards  the  south.  At 
a  distance  of  perhaps  one  hundred  yards  towards  the  south  the 
grade  becomes  very  steep  and  in  passing  this  point  the  cars 
would  acqviire  great  speed.  The  shifting  crew  consisted  of  an 
engineer,  fireman,  conductor,  and  two  brakemen.  It  appeared 
that  there  were  eight  cars  to  be   pushed  up.  but  owing  to   the 
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gi'ade  and  the  fact  that  the  cars  were  heavily  loaded  only  four 
could  be  handled  on  a  single  trip.  The  conductor  remained  at 
the  north  yard  while  the  balance  of  the  crew,  acting  under  his 
orders,  went  back  for  the  remaining  cars.  Instead  of  setting 
the  brakes  on  those  ears  or  trigging  them  or  directing  that 
either  of  these  precautions  should  be  taken,  the  conductor  left 
these  cars  and  went  farther  north  in  the  yard  to  mark  the  cars 
on  a  train  Avhich  had  been  made  up.  When  he  returned  the  cars 
had  gone.  We  were  unable  to  obtain  the  statement  of  this 
conductor,  but  the  fact  that  he  was  in  control,  that  the  move- 
ments of  the  engine  and  cars  were  under  his  direction,  it  was 
evidently  his  business  to  see  that  these  cars  were  safe;  that 
unless  he  was  going  to  remain  with  them  he  should  have  pro- 
vided against  their  starting.  Another  factor  which  may  have 
contributed  to  the  starting  of  these  cars  was  the  high  wind 
which  prevailed  that  evening,  and  which  was  blowing  down  the 
tracks.  But  granting  that  the  wind  did  cause  the  cars  to  move 
the  very  fact  that  it  was  a  windy  night  should  have  caused  the 
conductor  to  take  greater  precaution  and  was  an  additional  rea- 
son why  the  cars  should  have  been  trigged  or  the  brakes  set. 
The  omission  to  do  what  was  reasonably  required  of  a  careful 
man  engaged  in  a  line  of  work,  where  the  safety  of  life  and 
property  should  never  be  lost  sight  of,  was  the  cause  of  this 
accident.  While  the  result  could  not  have  been  foreseen  by  him, 
such  accidents  should  be  a  warning  to  trainmen  and  cause  them 
to  be  more  active  and  diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
to  the  end  that  life  and  property  inay  be  protected  to  the  fullest 
extent.

Freight  train  No.  267  left  Concord  for  White  River  Junc- 
tion over  the  Concord  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road Sunday  morning,  September  15,  at  12.45.  It  was  a  regular 
freight  from  Boston  consisting  of  a  locomotive  and  tender  and 
twenty-seven  cars,  twenty-one  of  which  were  loaded.  The  esti- 
mated weight  of  the  train  and  its  load  was  770  tons.  Its  crew 
consisted  of  B.  J.  Lawrence,  engineer;  E.  P.  Shurtleff,  conductor; 
H.  G.  Carl,  A.  H.  Cotton,  and  M.  P.  Wallace,  brakeman. 

It  ran  to  East  Andover,  where  its  engineer  and  conductor 
received  from .  the  telegraph  operator  there  notice  that  pas- 
senger train  No.  30  from  White  River  Junction  would  run  to 
East  Andover  forty  minutes  late  and  from  thei-e  to  Concord 
twenty-five  minutes  late,  and  that  passenger  train  No.  34  would 
run  thirty  minutes  late  West  Lebanon  to  Concord.     These  two 
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trains,  No.  30  and  No.  34,  were  regiilar  passengers  from  the  Junc- 
tion which  No.  2G7  nnist  lueet  on  its  way  up.  Xo.  34  was  from 
Montreal  and  No.  30  from  Quebec.  When  both  trains  are  on 
time  No.  30  runs  ahead  of  No.  34.  With  this  information  it  was 
the  duty  of  crew  No.  207  to  go  ahead,  which  they  did,  reaching 
Canaan  on  time,  at  4.10  Sunday  morning.  Meanwhile  it  had 
been  reported  from  the  Junction  to  Concord  that  No.  34  was  an 
hour  and  ten  minutes  instead  of  thirty  minutes  late,  and  at 
Canaan  the  crew  of  the  freight  found  a  red  light,  which  was 
notice  to  them  that  they  should  stop  and  wait  for  orders.  They 
accordingly  stopped  and  the  engineer  and  conductor  went  into 
the  telegraph  office,  where  they  received  from  Mr.  Greeley,  the 
operator,  a  dispatch  from  the  dispatcher's  office  in  Concord,  as 
follows: 

"Order  No.  4,  September  15,  Canaan,  N.  H. 
C.  &  E.  267. 

No.  thirty   (30)  will  run  one   (1)   hour  and  ten   (10) 
minutes  late  West  Lebanon  to  East  Andover." 

If  they  had  received  no  order  at  Canaan,  it  would  have  been 
their  duty  to  run  according  to  the  East  Andover  order,  that 
is,  making  allowance  for  No.  30,  which  was  due  at  Canaan  at 
3.45,  being  forty  minutes  late;  but  having  been  informed  that  it 
was  one  hour  and  ten  minutes  late,  which  in  effect  w-as  that  it 
would  not  reach  Canaan  until  4.55,  it  became  their  duty  to  pro- 
ceed to  West  Canaan,  a  distance  of  4.5  miles,  and  allow  it  to 
pass  them  there,  and  returning  to  their  train  they  attempted  to 
do  this. 

No.  30  was  a  passenger  train  from  Quebec,  consisting  of  a 
locomotive,  baggage  car,  an  ordinary  coach,  a  smoker  and  a 
Pullman,  in  all  of  which  were  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
people,  many  of  whom  were  returning  from  the  Sherbrooke 
Fair.  Its  crew  were  F.  O.  Brown,  conductor;  J.  P.  Callahan, 
engineer;  T.  G.  Little,  fireman;  P.  H.  Pike,  baggagemaster;  F. 
H.  Ryan,  brakeman,  and  Clarence  Littlefield,  who  was  acting  as 
assistant  baggagemaster. 

At  White  Eiver  Junction  they  received  oi'ders  to  run  forty 
minutes  late  to  East  Andover,  and  left  the  Junction  at  3.55  to 
do  his.  Eighteen  hundred  feet  from  the  west  end  and  fifty-four 
hundred  feet  from  the  east  end  of  straight  line  and  level  track 
between  Canaan  and  West  Canaan,  which  runs  nearly  east  and 
west  there,  the  two  locomotives  collided,  completely  wrecking 
them,  smashing  a  number  of  the  freight  cars,  driving  the  bag- 
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gage  car  through  the  passenger  coach,  killing  twenty-six  pas- 
sengers and  injuring  twenty  others.  The  fatal  and  serious 
injuries  were  to  people  in  the  passenger  coach  through  which 
the  body  of  the  baggage  car  was  driven  nearly  the  entire  length 
in  a  diagonal  direction,  cutting  or  crushing  out  the  north  side 
of  the  car,  all  the  seats  on  that  side,  and  about  two  thirds  of 
tliose  on  the  other  side,  but  leaving  the  floor  and  roof  and  south 
side  nearly  intact. 

The  remarkable  character  of  this  wreck,  the  crushing  of  a 
part  of  the  superstruction  of  the  jiassenger  car,  while  the  floor- 
ing, running  gear,  and  one  side  remained  nearly  whole,  by  a  car 
which  was  in  no  way  stronger  and  which,  if  it  stood  aquar^ily 
on  the  track,  was  on  a  level  with  it,  is  explained  in  this  way: 

When  the  locomotives  collided  they  plunged  down  a  low  bank 
to  the  south,  and  the  one  that  drew  No.  30  pulled  the  end  of 
the  baggage  car  to  which  it  was  coupled  a  little  off  the  rails 
and  at  the  same  time  dragged  it  down  below  them  a  little,  thus 
raising  the  end  next  the  passenger  car  so  that  when  it  was 
driven  backward  by  the  momentum  of  the  twenty-six  heavy 
freight  cars  it  struck  the  passenger  car  edgewise  above  the 
flooring  and  cut  its  way  diagonally  through  to  the  other  end, 
above  the  flooring.  The  smoking  car  and  Pullman  were  little 
damaged  and  the  passengers  in  them  escaped  with  very  slight 
injuries. 

Both  engines  were  of  modern  powerful  types  and  working 
well.  Every  car  in  both  trains  was  equipped  w^ith  air  brakes, 
which  were  thoroughly  inspected  that  morning,  the  passenger  at 
the  Junction  and  the  freight  at  Concord,  by  two  inspectors  each 
and  then  tried  by  the  engineers  and  found  to  be  in  perfect 
order.  The  passenger  car  in  which  so  many  people  were  crushed 
was  built  in  1888  by  the  Laconia  Car  Company  and  was  framed 
upon  the  most  approved  lines  at  that  time  and  long  afterwards. 
Its  body  weighed  35,100  pounds,  its  trucks  17,300,  total  52,400 
pounds;  length  57  feet  7  inches,  width  0  feet.  Its  floor  was  heav- 
ily timbered,  its  superstruction  of  the  usual  kind.  It  was 
equipped  with  quick  action  brakes,  air  whistle,  tools  and  other 
safety  appliances  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  It  had  been  tlirough  the 
shop  within  a  year  and  pronounced  in  fi^rst-class  repair  in  every 
respect.  It  was  rated  a  first-class  car  and  ran  regularly  between 
Sherbrooke  and  Boston. 

The  morning  was  dark  and  a  dense  fog  had  settled  upon  the 
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railroad  and  covered  the  rails  with  a  thick  coating  of  moisture. 
Both  the  trains  were  in  perfect  condition.  All  the  trainmen 
were  experienced,  competent  and  at  their  posts  of  duty.  The 
freight  was  running  about  twenty-five  miles  an  hour,  the  pas- 
senger five  or  ten  miles  faster,  or  at  the  scheduled  rate. 

Had  the  weather  been  fair  and  clear,  it  is  altogether  probable 
that  both  engineers,  seeing  the  headlight  of  the  oncoming  trains 
the  moment  the  passenger  swung  upon  the  straight  line,  or 
when  they  were  3,600  feet  apart,  by  prompt  action  could  have 
slowecl  down  so  that  the  collision  would  have  been  prevented 
or  the  results  would  have  been  much  less  serious.  As  it  was,  the 
fog  made  it  impossible  to  see  more  than  300  or  400  feet,  and 
when  the  engineers  threw  their  brakes  into  the  emergncy  and 
shut  off  the  steam,  as  they  both  did,  the  wheels  slid  instead  of 
rolling  over  the  slipperj^  rails  without  greatly  reducing  the  speed 
or  lessening  the  force  of  the  impact. 

All  the  men  upon  the  engines,  having  done  instantly  what 
they  could,  jumped  into  the  darkness  and  miraculously  es- 
caped serious  injury.  The  other  trainmen,  though  somewhat 
bruised  and  shocked,  also  escaped  without  broken  bones  or 
other  permanent  wounds.  When  the  crash  occurred  they  all 
did  everything  in  their  jjower  to  rescue  the  dead  and  wounded 
from  the  wreck  and  alleviate  as  far  as  possible  the.  suffering. 
Wrecking  and  relief  trains,  which  had  been  started  from  the 
Junction  and  Concord  with  physicians  and  other  helpers,  soon 
arrived  and  the  bodies  were  removed  to  Concord  and  the  injured 
to  the  hospitals  at  Concord  and  Hanover  or  to  their  homes. 

We  find  the  fact  that  for  this  terrible  accident  no  one  of  the 
eleven  men  who  were  operating'  the  two  trains  was  in  any  way 
responsible,  and  that  each  and  every  one  of  them  is  entitled  to 
the  highest  commendation  for  faithfulness  and  competency.  It 
is  equally  well  determined  that  the  locomotives  and  cai's  were 
beyond  reasonable  criticism  and  that  the  track  was  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  main  line  of  the  Concord  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
is  69.26  miles  and  it  has  24.r.9  miles  of  sidings.  The  entire  B.  & 
M.  system  is  2,288  miles  of  which  511  miles  have  a  second  track, 
8  miles  a  third  track.  2  miles  a  fourth  track,  and  there  are 
1,274  miles  of  sidings,  making  l,S5o  miles  of  additional  track 
or  4  5  per  cent  of  the  4,083  miles  operated. 

The  traffic  upon  the  main  line  of  the  Concord  Division  lias 
decreased  fifty  per  cent  since  1892,  much  of  what  formerly 
passed  over  it  having  been  diverted  to  the  White  Mountain  and 
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Fitchburg  Divisions  since  the  Boston  &  Maine  leased  them.  At 
present  there  are  only  twenty-eight  regnlar  trains,  fourteen 
each  way  between  Concord  and  Franklin  and  eleven  each  way 
between  Franklin  and  the  Junction,  with  an  average  of  about 
five  extras  each  way  daily. 

The  business  is  by  far  the  lightest  on  the  B.  &  M.  system, 
and  there  are  few  main  lines  in  the  country  that  carry  so  little. 
Some  eighteen  months  ago  the  Boston  &  Maine  management, 
after  six  months'  experiment  with  it,  adopted  the  polarized  re- 
lay block  signal  which  had  recently  been  invented  or  perfected, 
and  discarding  others  which  had  not  worked  satisfactorily, 
made  preiDarations  to  install  it  upon  the  whole  system,  first  bj^ 
appropriating  $1,170,480,  which  it  was  estimated  would  cover 
1,167  miles  of  track.  Since  then  the  work  has  jiroceeded  as  fast 
as  it  was  possible  to  obtain  the  machinerj^  material  and  skilled 
labor  necessary-  for  the  work,  and  on  the  first  of  September  last 
there  were  in  operation  202  signals  covering  152  miles,  and  164 
covering  134  miles  were  nearly  ready  to  operate,  making  366 
covering  286  miles.  Foundations  are  also  being'set  for  270  more 
which  can  be  completed  this  winter  and  will  make  545  miles, 
leaving  555  to  be  covered  with  the  appropriation.  At  this  rate 
the  whole  system  will  be  covered  as  soon  as  practicable  as  we 
are  assured  by  the  management. 

Trains  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  are  run  by  orders 
from  train  dispatchers'  offices,  those  ui^on  the  Concord  Divi- 
sion being  subject  to  orders  from  the  Concord  office.  The  sys- 
tem used  is  that  formulated  and  adopted  by  the  American  Kail- 
way  Association  and  in  use  by  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the  rail- 
roads of  the  United  States.  There  are  night  operators  on  duty 
at  Concord,  Franklin,  East  Andover,  Canaan,  Enfield,  and  White 
River  Junction.  Regular  trains  which  are  on  time  run  by  the 
printed  schedule  allowing  five  minutes  for  making  sidings  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  from  Concord,  p)assenger  trains  having" 
the  right  of  way  over  freights.  Information  as  to  trains  com- 
ing to  Concord  from  the  Central  Vermont  and  Passumpsic  roads 
is  furnished  from  the  Junction  to  the  dispatcher  at  Concord, 
who,  knowing  the  location  of  all  trains  on  the  division,  tele- 
graphs to  their  conductors  and  engineers  at  the  stations  on  the 
line,  telling  them  how  late  those  are  that  the^^  have  to  meet  on 
the  way,  which  telegrams  when  verified  and  receipted  for  and 
marked  "complete"  are  their  orders.  These  orders  are  sent 
originalh^  from  the  dispatcher's  head  and  are  not  written  out 
until   they   are    returned    to    him    to    be   verified.     Consequently 
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there  is  no  record  of  them  in  the  dispatchers'  office  until  they 
are  returned  to  him  over  the  Avire,  when  he  writes  them  down 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  after  w^hich,  as  often  as  they 
are  returned,  he  verifies  each  word  by  making  a  line  under  it  so 
that  the  records  in  his  office  show  the  number  of  times  they 
go  over  the  line  less  the  first.  There  is  upon  all  the  blanks 
used  spaces  in  which  the  address,  the  date,  and  the  time  when 
they  are  received  is  stated.  If  the  orders  are  verified  by  him 
the  Concord  dispatcher  says  O.  K.  to  the  station  operators  re- 
turning them,  and  when  they  are  delivered  to  the  trainmen  to 
whom  they  are  addressed  and  signed  by  them,  the  operator 
who  delivers  them  informs  the  dispatcher,  who  replies  "com- 
plete" and  gives  the  time,  and  the  train  which  is  held  by  the 
order  is  at  liberty  to  go  ahead,  the  rule  being  after  an  order 
is  made  O.  K.  it  must  be  used  as  a  holding  order;  that  is,  no 
train  can  leave  after  that  order  is  made  0.  K.  until  the  order 
is  made  "complete." 

At  the  time  of  the  Canaan  accident  the  operator  at  Con- 
cord was  James  A.  Browley,  at  Canaan  John  S.  Greeley,  and 
at  the  Junction  James  H.  Maher.  Mr.  Browley  had  had  eighteen 
years'  experience  as  a  telegrapher  and  six  years  as  dispatcher 
at  Concord,  and  Mr.  Greeley  had  had  twenty-three  years'  expe- 
rience. Each  and  all  of  them  had  established  reputations  as 
competent,  sober,  prudent,  and  safe  men.  There  are  two  oper- 
ating rooms  in  the  Concord  station,  one  on  the  first  floor  and 
one  on  the  second  with  instruments  in  both  and  connections 
between  the  two.  Mr.  Browley's  hours  were  from  11  p.  jr.  to 
7  A.  jr.  "Week  daji-  mornings  he  had  an  assistant  operator  who 
from  4.30  A.  sr.  attended  to  the  business  in  the  lower  office. 
From  Saturday  night  at  11  p.  m.  until  7  o'clock  Sunday  morning 
Browley  was  alone  and  had  the  whole  business,  that  is  he  gave 
all  orders  on  the  Concord  division,  and  if  any  came  in  from  other 
divisions,  took  them  and  handed  them  to  their  trains.  Mr. 
Greeley's  hours  were  from  7  p.  m.  to  7  a.  m.,  with  a  lunch  hour 
off,  and  during  the  night  he  had  the  baggage  of  one  passenger 
train  and  the  baggage  and  mail  of  two  other  trains  to  attend 
to,  besides  whatever  telegraphing  there  was  for  all  trains.  From 
2  o'clock  A.  if.  until  Xo.  30  and  Xo.  3-i  were  reported  he  had  little 
to  do. 

The  train  dispatcher  is  the  more  responsible  party  in  the 
operation  of  trains  by  wire.  He  has  before  him  constantly 
showing  the  location  of  all  trains  on  the  road  a  chart  and  origi- 
nates all  orders  as  to  how  much  time  thev  may  have  and  where 
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they  may  meet.  He  is  also  responsible  for  the  correct  verifica- 
tion of  dispatches  repeated  to  him  from  other  offices.  A  sta- 
tion operator  has  only  to  receive  train  orders,  repeat  them,  and 
when  they  are  O.  Kd.  deliver  them  to  the  trainmen  to  whom 
they  are  addressed. 

On  the  morning-  of  September  15  'Sir.  Browley,  having-  been 
informed  by  Mr.  Maher  as  to  those  trains,  telegraphed  to  the 
operators  at  East  Andover  and  the  Junction  at  2.18  that  No.  30 
would  run  foi-ty  minutes  late  to  East  Andover  and  twenty-five 
minutes  late  to  Concord,  and  No.  34  would  run  thirty  minutes 
late  West  Lebanon  to  Concord.  This  was  the  last  order  that  No. 
30  received.  At  3.38,  having  been  informed  from  the  Junction 
that  No.  34  was  running  forty  minutes  later  than  had  been  re- 
ported, Browlej^  sent  Order  No.  4  saying  "No.  34  will  run  one 
hour  and  ten  minutes  late  West  Lebanon  to  East  Andover  and 
one  hour  late  East  Andover  to  Concord." 

This  should  have  gone  simultaneously  to  Canaan,  but'  for 
some  reason  the  operator  there  did  not  at  the  time  receive  it, 
and  a  little  later,  at  3.46,  according  to  his  record^  Mr.  Brow  ley 
called  him  up  and  sent  it  again.  But  according  to  Mr.  Gree- 
ley's testimony  and  the  records  in  his  office,  when  he  received 
it,  it  read,  '"No.  30  will  run  West  Lebanon  to  East  Andover 
one  hour  and  ten  minutes  late,'^  and  he  repeated  it  back  to 
Concord,  where  it  was  verified  by  Browley  and  marked  O.  K. 
at  3.46.  At  4.15  it  was  delivered  to  Conductor  Lawrence  and 
Engineer  Shurtlelf  and  reported  "complete"  from  Concord, 
which  meant  that  the  men  upon  the  freight  train  No.  267 
that  had  arrived  from  the  south  on  its  way  to  the  Junction 
should  proceed,  and  taking  it  they  returned  to  their  train  and 
went  ahead.  The  record  in  the  train  dispatcher's  office  of 
what  was  done  between  3. 38  and  4.40  as  made  by  Mr.  Browley  is 
as  follows: 

Eecord  of  orders  and  messages  sent  from  and  to  dispatchers' 
office  between  the  hours  of  3.30  A.  m.  and  4.25  a.  m.,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  September  15,  the  date  of  the  accident,  as  shown  by  the 
record  taken  from  his  order  book. 

At  3.38  A.  ii.  order  No.  4  repeated  back  by  operator  at  White 
River  Junction,  and  O.  Kd.  by  dispatcher. 

At  3.39  A.  M.  order  No.  4  repeated  back  from  East  Andover 
and  O.  Kd.  by  disxaatcher.     Made  complete  at  3.41  A.  m. 

At  3.42  message  repeated  to  dispatcher  from  the  operator  at 
W'est  Lebanon  as  follows:  "31  for  No.  30  is  annulled."  At  same 
time  O.  Kd.  by  disjiatcher. 
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At  3.43  A.  M.  message  repeated  from  :Mr.  Greelej'  at  Canaan 
as  follows:  "Red  displayed  for  JVos.  30  and  34  and  2(57."  At 
same  time  0.  Kd.  by  dispatcher. 

Note. — A  leaf  of  the  dispatcher's  order  book  was  turned  by 
him  to  make  this  last  record,  as  the  same  is  recorded  on  the 
next  page  following  the  record  of  order  No.  4. 

At  3.46  A.  M.  order  No.  4  (the  fatal  message)  was  repeated  back 
by  Mr.  Greeley,  the  operator  at  Canaan,  and  0.  Kd.  by  the 
dispatcher.     This  order  was  made  complete  at  4.15  A.  si. 

At  4.25  A.  M.  Mr.  Eoss,  the  operator  at  Lebanon,  sent  to  the 
dispatcher  the  following-  message:  "Electric  light  is  out  in 
order  board." 

Record  of  train  No.  2G7  and  train  No.  30  as  taken  from  the 
dispatcher's  train  sheet  and  record  made  by  him. 

Train  No.  267  reported  out  from  Concord  12.45  A.  xr.  East 
Andover,  in  2.25  a.  m.,  out  2.33  A.  M.     Canaan,  in  4.10, -out  4.20. 

Train  No.  30  reported  at  White  River  Junction,  in  3.46  A.  M., 
out  3.55.  West  Lebanon,  in  3.57,  out  3.57.  Lebanon,  in  4.10,  out 
4.10  A.  M.  Enfield  (this  being  the  last  station  having  a  night 
operator  north  from  Canaan),  in  4.21  A.  M.,  out  4.21  a.  m. 

This  record  shows  that  at  3.38  Browley  sent  order  No.  4  to 
East  Andover  and  the  Junction  and  O.  Kd.  it  from  East  Andover 
at  3.39  and  the  Junction  at  3.38  when  they  rej)eated  it  back. 
At  3.41  he  completed  it  to  East  Andover  on  an  extra  freight  674. 
At  3.42  he  sent  to  West  Lebanon  a  dispatch  annulling  the  order 
for  signals  on  No.  30,  which  dispatch  is  recorded  at  the  bottom 
of  a  page  on  his  record  book.  Turning  the  page  he  O.  Kd.  at 
3.43  on  the  top  of  the  next  one  a  dispatch  from  Greeley  saying 
the  red  was  displayed  for  No.  30,  No.  34,  and  No.  267.  His  next 
official  act  was  at  3.46  when  he  sent  Greeley  the  fatal  order. 

The  rules  under  which  these  orders  were  sent  are  as  follows: 
No.  208  (a). 

An  order  to  be  sent  to  two  or  more  offices  must  be  transmitted 
simultaneously  to  as  many  as  practicable,  first  addressing  it  to 
the  operator  at  the  meeting  place  or  places,  and  the  following 
addresses  must  be  in  the  order  of  superiority  of  trains,  and 
each  office  will  take  only  its  proper  address.  W'hen  not  sent 
simultaneously  to  all,  the  order  must  be  sent  first  for  the  supe- 
rior train. 
No.  208  (&)  Par.  1. 

When  a  "31"  train  order  has  been  transmitted,  operators 
must  (unless  otherwise  directed)  repeat  it  at  once  from  the 
manifold   copy   in    the    succession   in   which    the    several    offices 
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have  been  addressed.  Each  operator  receiving  the  order  should 
observe  whether  the  others  repeat  correctly. 

Par  2. 

After  the  order  has  been  repeated  correctlj^  by  the  operators 
required  at  the  time  to  repeat  it,  the  response  "0.  K.,"  author- 
ized by  the  train  dispatcher,  will  be  sent  simultaneously  to  as 
many  as  practicable,  naming  each  office.  Each  operator  must 
write  this  on  the  order  and  reply  "0.  K."  with  his  office  signal. 

Under  the  rules  defining  Mr.  Browley's  duties  as  dispatcher, 
as  above  quoted,  it  was  his  duty  to  have  sent  order  No.  4  to 
White  Eiver  Junction,  Canaan,  and  East  Andover,  simultane- 
ously, then  each  would  have  repeated  the  same  back,  and  each 
operator  would  have  been  a  check  for  the  other,  and  the  mis- 
take would  have  been  avoided,  but  from  the  record,  as  before 
stated,  it  was  not  sent  to  Canaan  until  seven  minutes  after  it 
was  0.  Kd.  to  East  Andover.  Mr.  Browley's  excuse,  given  at 
the  hearing,  was  that  he  called  Canaan,  and  got  no  response. 
His  record  book  shows,  however,  that  he  O.  Kd.  the  message  of 
Mr.  Greeley,  relative  to  the  display  of  order  signals  at  3.43  A. 
M.,  only  four  minutes  after  this  order  was  O.  Kd.  from  East 
Andover.  This  certainly  demonstrates  that  had  he  made  the 
attempt,  which  was  practicable,  to  get  Canaan  he  could  have 
succeeded,  as  by  the  position  of  the  trains  at  that  time  there 
was  no  immediate  haste  in  sending  this  order,  as  the  same  was 
not  completed  at  Canaan  until  4.15,  some  thirty-five  minutes 
later. 

]Mr.  Browley  had  also  before  him  the  record  of  the  position 
of  the  trains  in  question,  and  having  the  record  before  him  that 
passenger  train  No.  30  was  reported  out  from  Lebanon  at  4.10, 
with  no  orders  to  sidetrack  or  stoj),  and  that  No.  267  was  re- 
ported out  from  Canaan  at  4.20,  as  shown  by  the  record  made 
by  him  on  his  train  sheet,  it  was  his  immediate  duty  to  direct 
Enfield  to  flag  No.  30,  as  that  was  his  only  avenue  to  reach 
No.  30,  and  had  he  acted  at  once,  he  might  have  succeeded  in 
flagging  the  train,  for  his  train  sheet  shows  that  the  passenger 
did  not  reach  the  Enfield  station  until  one  minute  later.  These 
omissions  on  the  jaart  of  the  dispatcher  are  independent  of 
any  mistake  contained  in  the  order  sent  to  Mt-.  Greeley  at 
Canaan. 

That  Mr.  Greeley  was  awake,  Avatchful,  and  close  by  the  in- 
strument in  his  office,  as  he  says  he  was,  when  he  received 
order  No.  4,  seems  to  us  clear,  for  only  three  minutes  before 
he   had    sent   Browley   a    dispatch    in   regard    to   the    displaj'jng 
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signal,  which  was  correct,  and  so  O.  Ivd.  by  Browley.  If,  under 
these  circumstances,  he  made  the  first  mistake  in  writing  thirty 
when  he  should  have  written  thirty-four,  he  doubtless  sent  it 
back  thirty  as  it  was  written  upon  the  manifold  blank,  and  in 
this  case  Browley  made  a  mistake  in  verifying  it.  It  is  hardly 
conceivable  that  this  was  done  by  two  men  of  their  experience 
and  the  record  in  the  Concord  office  is  strong  evidence  that  the 
error  did  not  originate  at  Canaan. 

It  seems  to  us  much  more  probable  than  otherwise  that  the 
dispatcher,  having  written  at  the  bottom  of  a  page  in  his  record 
book  an  order  annulling  one  as  to  signals  previously  sent  on 
No.  30,  carried  No.  30  in  his  mind  and  telegraphed  it  in  No.  4 
to  Greeley  inadvertently,  and  did  not  detect  his  error  when 
the  message  was  repeated  back  and  O.  Kd.  by  him. 

The  arrangement  of  the  telegraph  offices  at  Concord  upon 
two  floors,  which  requires  a  dispatcher,  when  alone  for  a  few 
hours  Sunday  mornings,  to  go  down  stairs  to  get  the  receipts 
of  trainmen,  for  orders  from  other  divisions  if  there  are  any, 
should,  in  our  judgment,  be  changed  so  that  he  can  remain 
constantly  at  his  desk  when  on  duty.

DEATH  OP  HARRIS  A.  BOLDT. 

State  of  New  Hampshiee. 

In  Boakd  of  Railroad  CoManssiONEHs. 

Concord,  N.  H.,  October  IS,  1907. 

Investigation  at  Hinsdale,  October  15,  1907. 

Witnesses:  Marcus  L.  Harris,  engineer;  Edward  Palmer,  lire* 
man;  George  W.  Hill,  conductor;  Frank  R.  Stebbins,  baggage- 
master;  Collins  C.  Preston,  brakeman;  Daniel  Redding,  section 
foreman. 

Harris  A.  Boldt,  a  child  eighteen  montlis  old,  was  instantly 
killed  on  the  planking  of  a  farm  crossing,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  south  of  Day's  Curve,  which  is  near  the  third  mile  post  from 
South  Vernon,  in  the  town  of  Hinsdale,  on  the  Ashuelot  branch 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  by  the  locomotive  of  passenger 
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train  No.  62,  July  11,  at  9.24  o'clock  A.  ir.  The  child  lived  with 
its  parents  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  crossing 
and  had  wandered  up  the  highway  which  runs  parallel  and  near 
to  the  railroad  and  upon  the  crossing,  which  is  a  private  one 
for  the  use  of  a  land  owner  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  track. 
The  train  was  on  time,  running  twenty-five  or  forty  miles  an 
hour,  and  as  it  rounded  the  sharp  curve,  bringing  the  crossing 
into  view,  the  engineer  threw  on  the  brakes,  but  was  unable  to 
stop  until  the  child,  which  was  not  old  enough  to  know  it  was 
in  danger,  and  did  not  move,  was  struck  by  the  pilot  and  killed. 
The  railroad  is  fenced  from  the  highway  upon  this  section,  but 
to  convene  land  owners  openings  in  the  fence  were  left  directly 
opposite  the  child's  home  and  two  hundred  and  ten  feet  north, 
and  plank  crossings  were  constructed  without  gates  or  bars. 
This  condition  continues  for  thirty  years  or  more  until,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Boldt,  who  feared  the  child  might  stray  upon 
the  track  near  his  house,  the  opening  there  was  closed  by  a 
gate,  and  after  the  accident  another  was  put  in  at  the  northern 
opening,  which  if  it  had  been  done  before  and  the  gate  had 
been  kept  closed  by  the  land  owner  or  the  section  men,  would 
probably  have  saved  the  boy,  as  he  could  not  have  reached  the 
track  without  crawling  through  or  under  the  fence. 

As  soon  as  the  train  could  be  stopped  the  body,  which  had 
been  hurled  to  the  side  of  the  track,  was  taken  up  and  carried 
to  the  Boldt  house,  a  physician  was  summoned,  the  medical 
examiner  at  Keene  was  notified,  and  subsequenty  the  railroad 
corporation  paid  the  funeral  expenses.

DEATH  OF  WILLIAM  E.  HATCH. 

State  of  New  Ha^ipshiee.

Investigation  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  November  1,  1907. 
Witness:    Stephen  E.  Jones,  York,  Maine. 

William  E.  Hatch,  a  man  about  twenty-five  years  old,  who 
lived  with  his  parents  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  had  some  controversy 
with  his  father  one  day  and  left  the  house,  saying  he  would 
not  bother  the  family  any  more.     The  next  morning,  soon  after 
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midnight,  Stephen  E.  Jones,  a  switchman,  employed  in  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  at  Portsmouth,  while  passing  down 
the  track  found  the  dead  and  dismembered  bodj^  of  Mr.  Hatch 
across  and  inside  the  ririls.  A  subsequent  examination  by  the 
authorities  showed  that  the  body  was  nearly  cold  when  found, 
that  the  neck  was  broken  and  the  legs  crushed  off.  There  was 
no  blood  upon  the  ground  in  the  vicinity  or  other  marks  to 
show  how  the  accident  happened.  Neither  was  there  anything 
upon  the  engines  or  cars  that  passed  about  the  time  the  man 
was  killed  to  indicate  that  he  was  struck  by  them. 

In  his  pocket  was  found  a  letter  from  a  friend  in  Nova  Scotia, 
telling  him  to  come  there  and  get  work,  but  no  ticket  or  money. 
Within  twenty  or  twenty-five  minutes  of  the  time  he  was  found, 
a  car  inspector  and  yard  master  passed  along  where  he  was 
found  and  are  positive  he  was  not  there  then.  From  these  facts 
the  opinion  of  the  switchman,  in  which  we  conctir,  is  that  Hatch 
was  stealing  a  ride  on  the  top  of  a  freight  train,  which  reached 
Portsmouth  about  midnight,  was  hit  somewhere  on  the  route 
by  a  bridge  and  killed,  and  that  his  body  lay  on  the  top  of  a  car 
until  nearly  two  hours  after  it  was  jostled  off  by  some  switching 
movements  which  took  place  there.

DEATH  OF  THO:^IAS  LYONS.

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  1,  1907. 

Witnesses:  George  Barrabee,  brakeman,  Nashua,  N.  H.; 
Adolph  Daigle,  brakeman,  Nashua,  N.  H. 

Thomas  Lyons,  a  man  27  years  old,  whose  home  was  on  Crown 
Hill  in  Nashua,  was  instantly  killed  by  falling  between  two  cars 
of  freight  train  No.  326,  which  was  just  leaving  the  yard  in  that 
city  for  Worcester,  at  6.23  p.  M.,  September  28,  1907.  He  was 
a  shoemaker  by  trade,  but  had  worked  as  a  fireman  for  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  and  afterwards  for  the  Boston  &  Al- 
bany. For  a  week  or  ten  days  before  he  was  killed  he  was  at 
home  in  Nashua  on  a  vacation,  and  that  night  left  his  relatives 
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intending  to  return  to  Worcester  and  talve  his  train  from  there 
the  next  morning. 

As  appears  from  the  testimony,  he  was  next  seen  bj^  Flagman 
George  Barrabee,  who  was  at  work  on  train  No.  339  and  as  No. 
326  was  pulling  out  saw  him  going  from  one  coal  car  to  another 
and  shouted  to  him  to  get  off.  Shortly  after  Adolph  Daigle,  a 
brakeman,  saw  him  upon  the  bumpers  between  two  box  cars  of 
No.  326  and  a  moment  later  saw  him  go  down  between  them, 
and  having  shouted  to  a  brakeman  on  the  train,  crossed  to  the 
opposite  side  where  the  man  fell,  by  catching  hold  of  a  car 
and  swinging  himself  over,  found  his  lifeless  body  and  helped  to 
pull  it  out. 

Mr.  Lyons  undoubtedly  purposed  to  steal  a  ride  from  Nashua 
to  Worcester  and  in  the  darkness  lost  his  hold  as  he  stood  be- 
tween the  two  cars  and  fell  to  the  ground  across  the  rail,  going 
to  his  death,  for  which  no  other  was  at  fault.

Frank  Cholou  was  fatally  injured  at  or  near  the  ash  pit  of  the 
engine  house  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  in  the  Concord 
yard  July  1,  1907,  at  7.30  P.  M.  He  had  been  for  about  two 
months  and  was  then  what  is  known  as  an  ash  pit  man,  his  em- 
ployment being  the  shovelling  out  of  ashes  froni  the  pit  after 
they  are  raked  into  it  from  the  incoming  engines. 

This  pit  is  so  deep  and  large  that  men  may  work  in  it  while 
engines  pass  over  it,  and  had  Cholou  remained  in  it,  where  he 
was  last  seen  at  work,  he  would  not  have  been  injured. 

There  were  no  witnesses  of  the  accident,  but  blood  was  found 
three  and  a  half  or  four  feet  from  the  north  end  of  the  pit  and 
frona  that  point  sixty  or  seventy  feet  along  the  track  to  where 
he  lay,  showing  that  he  had  been  caught  and  crushed  while  he 
was  crawling  out  for  some  purpose  by  an  engine  that  had  just 
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backed  over  the  pit,  and  dragged  the  distance  stated.  This 
engine  was  moving  very  slowly  and  the  bell  was  constantly 
ringing.  The  man  who  was  running  it  knew  nothing  of  the 
accident  at  Cholou  until  it  had  backed  upon  him  and  some  one 
else  shouted  to  him  to  stop.  It  was  daylight  and  there  was 
nothing  unusual  in  the  movement  of  the  engine  or  the  men  in 
charge. 

Cholou  lived  until  two  o'clock  the  next  morning",  but  was 
unable  to  tell  why  he  was  leaving  the  pit,  and  this  can  never 
be  ascertained,  but  all  the  known  facts  indicate  that  he  was 
crawling  out  and  that  he  did  not  notice  the  engine  which  struck 
him.

DEATH  OF  PIERRE  LE  DOUX.

Pierre  Le  Doux,  a  section  man,  who  was  at  work  upon  the 
section  between  Keene  and  the  Summit  siding,  west  of  Keene, 
on  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  was  fatally  Injured  bj^  being 
thrown  from  a  car  on  the  morning  of  May  18,  1907.  The  car 
was  an  ordinary  brass  journal  hand  car,  propelled  by  brakes  at 
either  end,  or  as  it  is  termed,  by  pumping  it;  that  is  by  men  in 
the  rear  and  front  alternately  pulling  down  and  lifting  up  the 
brakes,  which  motion  produces  the  propelling  power.  At  the 
time  the  accident  occurred  there  were  seven  men  on  the  car, 
three  operating  the  brake  at  each  end  and  B.  A.  Nelson,  the 
boss.  In  front  of  it  was  another  car  which  carried  six  men, 
three  on  the  front  and  three  on  the  rear,  and  the  foreman,  in 
order  to  make  the  front  crew  help  the  other  up  a  grade,  had 
hitched  a  rope  to  the  forward  car,  which  he  held  in  his  hands, 
making  a  coupling,  but  before  the  accident  he  had  let  go  the 
rope  so  that  when  it  occurred  the  two  cars  were  running  sep- 
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arately  Avith  no  eonnectiou,  and  the  fact  that  they  had  pre- 
viously been  fastened  together  has  no  direct  bearing  upon  the 
case.  On  reaching  a  curve  the  rear  car  left  the  rails  and  the 
jar  threw  the  six  men  upon  it  off.  Le  Doux  struck  upon  a  tie 
or  rail  on  his  head,  and  was  so  injured  that  he  died  soon  after- 
wards at  his  home  in  Keene,  to  which  he  was  taken  as  soon 
as  possible.     The  rest  of  the  crew  escaped  without  injury. 

The  car  was  running  about  seven  miles  an  hour  when  it  left 
the  track.  It  was  in  good  order  and  its  machinery  worked  well. 
The  men  upon  it  were  used  to  their  work.  The  foreman's 
theory,  in  which  his  men  concur,  is  that  the  accident  was  caused 
by  the  rear  brake  being  jammed  down  and  the  front  lifted  too 
hard;  in  other  words  by  too  hard  pumping,  the  construction  of 
the  car  being  such  that  this  movement  lifted  the  front  wheels 
from  the  iron  so  that  they  left  it  when  they  reached  the  curve. 
Whether  this  be  correct  or  not,  it  is  certain  that  Le  Doux  was  in 
no  way  at  fault.  He  was  a  faithful  employee  and  doing  his 
duty,  as  were  all  those  with  him.  If  they  made  a  mistake,  it  was 
in  trying  too  hard  to  get  to  their  work  as  soon  as  possible. 
They  did  nothing  which  is  not  done  continually  without  any 
serious  consequences  and  nothing  for  which  they  or  others  can 
be  blamed.

DEATH  OF  LOUIS   CARON.

Louis  Caron,  a  French  Canadian  woodchopper,  who  had  no 
home  but  worked  at  odd  jobs  in  different  places,  was  struck 
and  killed  by  a  switching  engine  near  the  Ledge  street  crossing 
on  the  side  track  that  runs  from  the  main  line  of  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  to  the  j'ard  of  the  Nashua  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany in  Nashua,  about  4.56  p.  M.,  January  30,  1907.     This  engine 
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had  been  down  to  the  factory  for  eight  cars  which  it  was  draw- 
ing out  to  the  railroad  j'ard,  where  they  were  to  be  put  into 
trains  and  sent  to  their  destination. 

When  it  had  reached  a  point  about  Mty  or  sixty  feet  from 
the  Ledge  street  crossing,  the  fireman,  who  was  ringing  the 
bell,  saw  three  men  standing  between  the  rails  four  or  five  feet 
beyond  that  crossing,  and  shouted  to  them,  but  they  paid  no 
attention  tmtil  the  engine  was  close  upon  them,  when  they 
started  and  the  crew  at  first  thought  they  got  away,  as  two  of 
them  did,  but  the  third,  Mr.  Caron,  was  struck  and  crushed 
under  the  wheels.  One  of  his  companions  ran  awaj^  around  a 
nearby  block,  then  returned,  and  the  other  disappeared.  What 
testimony  we  have  been  able  to  secure  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  these  men  had  been  drinking  heavily  and  their  senses  were 
so  benumbed  that  the  warning  given  them,  although  it  attracted 
the  attention  of  several  people  in  the  vicinity,  was  not  noticed 
by  them  until  it  was  too  late  for  Caron  to  step  aside  and  escape. 
The  engine  was  running  very  slowly,  carried  a  bright  headlight, 
and  the  crew  did  everything  that  could  reasonably  be  expected. 

The  three  men  were  trespassers  on  the  railroad  property, 
where  they  had  no  good  reason  to  be  and  where  they  probably 
would  not  have  been  if  they  had  been  sober.

DEATH  OF  GEOEGE  W.  CHASE.

As  express  train  No.  11,  which  left  Boston  for  Portland  at  9 
a.  m.,  August  31,  1907,  approached  the  curve  five  hundred  or 
six  hundred  feet  west  of  Seabrook  station,  on  the  Eastern  Divi- 
sion of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad,  Mr.  Jennings,  the  engi- 
neer, and  Mr.  Whitman,  the  fireman,  saw  on  the  track,  between 
the  rarls,  George  W.  Chase,  a  child  about  two  years  old.  The 
engineer  instantly  put  the  brake  into  the  emergency,  but  as  the 
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train,  which  was  a  heavy  one,  was  running  about  forty  miles 
an  hour,  although  all  the  brakes  worked  well,  it  was  impossible 
to  stop  until  the  locomotive  and  five  cars  had  run  over  the  boy 
and  killed  him.  There  was  no  grade  crossing  within  two  miles, 
and  the  child,  whose  home  was  nearby  upon  the  bank  just  out- 
side the  railroad  location,  had  evidently  strayed  away  and 
through  the  fence  which  stands  there  and  upon  the  track.  All 
the  evidence  is  that  the  train  was  running  as  usual,  that  the 
ajipliances  were  in  perfect  order  and  that  the  engineer  and 
firemen  were  vigilant  and  did  everything  possible  to  prevent 
the  fatality.     No  blame  can  attach  to  any  of  the  crew.

DEATH   OF   STEPHEN   WORRELL.

Stephen  Worrell,  a  dissipated  and  homeless  man,  who  had  in 
his  pocket  a  bottle  of  alcohol,  and  was  probably  intoxicated, 
was  sitting  beside  the  rail  or  leaning  over  it,  about  half  a  mile 
south  of  Hancock  station  on  the  W.  N.  &  P.  Division  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  at  2.25  o'clock  p.  M.,  October  22,  1907, 
when  the  engineer  of  train  No.  164  from  Iveene  to  Nashua  saw 
him  about  three  hundred  feet  away  and  opened  the  whistle,  to 
which  he  paid  no  attention,  and  put  on  the  brakes,  coming  to  a 
stop  as  soon  as  pos^ble,  but  not  until  the  man  had  been  struck 
and  thrown  down  the  bank  about  forty  feet,  receiving  injuries 
of  which  he  died  in  a  few  minutes.  The  body  was  taken  to  Wil- 
ton, where  it  was  buried  at  the  expense  of  the  county.

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DEATH  OF  ARTHUR  MARTINEAU.

Arthur  Martiueau,  a  young  man  about  thirty-five  years  of  age, 
employed  in  the  railroad  yards  at  Dover  as  car  cleaner.  His 
working  hours  were  from  7  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  On  the  evening  of 
June  15,  about  9.30,  he  was  passing-  through  the  freight  yard 
of  the  Eastern  Division,'  on  his  way  to  the  round  house,  and 
when  about  twenty  feet  from  the  Western  Division  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Maine  Railroad,  standing  on  the  eastern  track,  evidently 
watching  train  No.  20,  which  was  leaving  the  depot  on  the  West- 
ern Division,  he  was  run  over  by  train  No.  592,  which  was  back- 
ing into  the  station.  Train  No.  592  is  made  up  at  Dover,  and 
backed  from  the  Eastern  Division  yard  into  the  Dover  station. 
This  train  connects  with  train  No.  20  of  the  Western  Division, 
and  as  soon  as  train  No.  20  leaves  the  station  this  train  backs 
in  to  take  on  passengers. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Bailey,  baggagemaster  of  train  No.  592,  was 
standing  on  the  rear  platform  with  a  lantern  in  hand,  and  when 
he  observed  that  the  Western  Division  train  had  cleared  the 
depot,  he  gave  the  signal  to  the  engineer  of  his  train  to  back 
into  the  station.  The  engineer  responded  to  the  signal  by  giv- 
ing the  usual  signal  of  three  blasts  from  the  engine's  whistle. 
When  within  thirty  yards  of  the  Western  Division  track,  he 
observed  Mr.  Martiueau  standing  upon  the  Eastern  Division 
track,  evidently  watching  the  Western  Division  train  as  it  was 
leaving  the  depot.  He  immediately  shouted  to  him,  and  also  sig- 
naled to  the  engineer  to  stop.  The  train  was  moving  slowly, 
not  faster  than  a  rapid  walk. 

Mr.  Martineau  paid  no  attention  to  the  signal,  and  did  not  at- 
ternpt  to  move  from  the  track  where  he  was  standing,  and  as  a 
result  the  train  struck  him  and  the  wheels  passed  over  one  leg 
and  mangled  the  other.  The  train  was  stopped  within  a  car's 
length  of  where  Mr.  Martineau  was  standing  when  struck.  He 
was  taken  up,  and  immediately  convej^ed  to  the  Hayes  Hospital 
in  Dover,  and  died  from  his  injuries  the  next  day  about  2  p.  M. 
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Mr.  Martinean  was  familiar  with  tlie  movements  of  the  trains 
in  this  yard,  as  his  work  of  cleaning-  cars  took  him  into  this 
yard  daily.  On  the  evening-  in  question,  the  night  was  dark,  and 
presumably  he  did  not  observe  the  train,  by  reason  of  his  atten- 
tion being-  centered  on  the  out-going  train  on  the  Western  Divi- 
sion, and  this  accident  is  attributed  to  his  inattention  to  the 
movement  of  the  trains  in  the  yard  through  which  he  w-as  pass- 
ing-,

DEATH  OF  MRS.  HARRIET  CHAFFEE.

Betw^een  Amoskeag  and  the  Granite  street  passenger  station 
in  Manchester  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  runs  between  Canal 
street  and  the  canal  and  factories  of  the  Amoskeag-  corporation. 

Bridge  street  is  a  public  highway  running  from  the  east  across 
Elm  street,  thence  to  and  over  Canal  street,  the  railroad  and 
canal,  between  the  factories  and  over  the  Merrimack  river  to 
McGregorville. 

From  Elm  street  to  Canal,  nearly  parallel  with  Bridge,  are  a 
number  of  other  streets,  and  from  Canal  street  over  the  rail- 
road into  the  factory  yards  are  several  crossings,  which  are 
used  by  thousands  of  the  factory  employees  who  live  east  of 
Canal  street  in  going  to  and  from  their  work.  One  of  these  is 
at  the  Canal  street  terminus  of  Dean  street  and  is  one  thousand 
feet  north  of  Bridge  street  and  two  thousand  feet  south  of 
Amoskeag.  There  is  a  whistling  post  eighty  rods  north  of  Bridge 
street.  A  flagman  is  constantly  on  duty  at  Bridge  street,  but 
there  is  no  protection  at  Dean  street.  Mrs.  Harriet  ChafPee, 
who  for  many  years  had  been  employed  in  the  cotton  factories 
in  Manchester,  was  struck  and  killed  bv  the  locomotive  of  pas- 
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senger  train  No.  34  from  Concord  to  Boston,  as  she  was  hurry- 
ing over  the  Dean  street  crossing  to  her  work  in  the  Amory 
mill,  at  6.26  in  the  morning  of  August  9,  1907.  The  train  is  a 
regular  express.  It  left  Concord  on  time  and  reached  Amoskeag 
a  minute  ahead  of  the  schedule,  and  the  engineer  shut  off  the 
steam  to  allow  the  train  to  drift  down  to  the  Manchester  sta- 
tion, as  he  usually  did.  Just  above  the  whistling  post  for  Bridge 
street  he  applied  the  brakes  slightly,  whistled  for  the  crossing, 
which  is  below  Dean  street,  then  released  the  brakes,  and  as 
he  was  doing  this  the  fireman  shouted,  "Whoa!  you  have  hit 
her.''  The  next  he  saw  was  the  form  of  the  woman  who  had 
gone  upon  the  track  on  the  fireman's  side,  fiy  off  in  front  of 
the  engine.  At  this  point  the  train  was  running  about  twenty 
miles  an  hour  and  it  was  stopped  as  soon  as  possible,  when  the 
rear  car  had  passed  Dean  street  about  two  hundred  feet.  The 
fireman,  who  was  ringing  the  bell,  states  that  he  first  saw  the 
woman  when  he  was  about  one  hundred  feet  north  of  Dean 
street  crossing  and  that  she  turned  her  head  when  the  whistle 
blew  and  rushed  toward  the  ti'ack,  which  she  reached  when  the 
engine  was  not  more  than  four  or  five  feet  from  it. 

When  the  train  passed  Amoskeag  there  were  a  large  number 
of  operatives,  among  whom  was  Mrs.  ChafEee,  in  Canal  street, 
and  others  on  the  west  side  of  the  track  near  the  Dean  street 
crossing,  all  these  being  on  their  way  to  work,  where  they  wei'e 
to  be  ready  to  begin  at  6.30.  Several  of  these  were  witnesses 
at  the  investigation  and  they  all  testify  that  when  the  whistle 
blew  above  Dean  street,  she  turned  her  head,  looked  up  the  track, 
saw  the  train,  and,  instead  of  stopping  as  they  did  for  it  to  go 
b3%  pushed  between  those  who  were  in  front  of  her,  and  dis- 
regarding their  warnings,  seemed  to  jump  upon  the  rail  in 
front  of  the  engine.  She  was  instantly  killed.  As  she  had 
ample  time  to  get  to  her  work  after  the  train  passed,  and  as  she 
undoubtedly  knew  it  was  close  upon  the  crossing,  the  reason 
for  her  rash  movement  can  only  be  conjectured.  She  had  no 
family  and  lived  alone.  Her  health  had  not  been  good  and  she 
was  at  times  low  sj}irited.  From  these  facts  it  has  been  sur- 
mised she  was  weary  of  life  and  careless  of  it,  but  there  is  no 
direct  proof  of  this. 

The  crossings  from  Canal  street  over  the  railroad  and  canal 
into  the  factory  yards  were  originally  constructed  and  have 
since  been  maintained  by  the  manufacturing  corporations. 
They  are  used  mainly  by  the  operatives,  of  whom  at  least  five 
thousand   pass   over   them   on   an    average   of   about   four   times 
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daily  each,  and  by  the  corporation  teams,  but  they  have  been 
generally  open  to  the  public.  Whether  they  have  by  use  be- 
come public  highways  is  a  legal  question  which  we  cannot  de- 
termine, and  whether  they  have  or  not  it  is  beyond  our  ju^-is- 
diction  to  prescribe  what  protection  they  should  have  until  the 
matter  comes  to  us  by  petition.  If  they  are  public  highways, 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Manchester  may  require  the  rail- 
road to  erect  and  maintain  gates  or  station  flagmen,  which 
requirement  is  binding  subject  to  an  appeal  to  this  board. 

There  is  an  immense  volume  of  traffic  upon  the  railroad 
through  Manchester,  and  it  happens  necessarily  that  a  number 
of  trains  are  running  by  the  factory  gates  in  the  morning,  at 
noon,  and  at  night  when  the  operatives  are  passing  over  the 
tracks. 

Since  1894,  twelve  people  have  been  killed  upon  these  cross- 
ings, seven  of  these  twelve  at  the  foot  of  Mechanic  street,  two 
at  Dean  street,  and  two  at  the  Amoskeag  gate,  at  none  of  which 
is  there  protection,  as  there  should  be  in  our  judgment.

DEATH  OF  ELEAZER  ROSE.

About  6.25  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  September  28,  1907, 
Eleezer  Rose,  a  man  forty-six  years  of  age  and  a  resident  of 
Peterborough,  was  instantly  killed  in  the  railroad  yard  near  the 
passenger  station  in  that  town,  by  being  run  over  by  a  loco- 
motive. 

Mr.  Rose  was  a  passenger  on  the  train  which  had  just  arrived 
from  Winchendon.  While  on  the  train  he  was  considerably  un- 
der the  influence  of  liquor  and  was  somewhat  troublesome. 
Arriving  at  Peterborough,  which  is  the  terminal  for  this  train, 
Rose  was  reluctant  to  leave  the  car,  and  his  condition  was  such 
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that  the  conductor  would  have  placed  him  in  charge  of  an 
officer,  except  that  several  companions,  who  were  with  him  upon 
the  train,  promised  to  take  care  of  him.  His  friends  took  him 
into  the  waiting  room  of  the  passenger  station  and  the  train- 
men then  turned  their  attention  to  shifting  the  cars  of  their 
train  in  the  usual  and  necessary  manner.  Before  the  work  of 
shifting  was  completed,  Conductor  Farrell  observed  Rose  coming 
down  the  yard  and  warned  him  to  "Keep  ofE  the  tracks."  He 
replied,  "All  right."  A  few  minutes  later,  when  the  engine 
attached  to  a  milk  car,  was  almost  upon  a  switch,  just  as  the 
baggagemaster  had  raised  the  lever  to  cut  off  the  engine,  a 
jar  was  felt,  which  at  first  suggested  that  there  was  something 
wrong  with  the  switch.  Upon  investigation  this  man  was  found 
under  the  car  fatally  injured,  having  been  run  over  bj^  the  loco- 
motive. 

Instead  of  caring  for  him,  as  promised,  his  friends  left  him 
to  secure  a  conveyance  to  take  him  to  his  home  in  West  Peter- 
borough. In  his  bewildered  condition  he  wandered  out  from 
the  station  and  upon  the  track.  It  was  a  very  dark,  foggy  night 
and  he  was  not  seen  by  the  men  in  charge  of  the  train.  Chief 
of  Police  Hall  of  Peterborough  testified  that  he  had  arrested 
him  for  drunkenness,  and  this  night  he  was  certainly  badly  in- 
toxicated. When  run  over  he  had  with  him  a  jug  and  bottle,  both 
of  which  had  contained  whiskey. 

The  men  on  the  cars  had  lanterns,  and  in  every  way  the 
operation  of  the  cars  and  engine  was  in  the  usual  and  proper 
manner.  Mr.  Eose  was  not  in  the  possession  of  his  faculties 
because  of  his  excessive  use  of  intoxicants,  and  his  death  was 
due  to  this  fact.  In  leaving  the  station  and  going  down  the 
track  he  was  going  away  from  his  home  and  there  was  abso- 
lutel}"  ho  reason  why  he  should  be  upon  the  track  where  he  met 
his  death.  This  fatal  accident  is  attributable  to  the  folly  of 
the  victim.

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DEATH   OF  PATRICK  HORAN. 

State  of  New  Ha^mpsiiire.

Witnesses:  Charles  Johnson,  section  foreman.  Reed's  Eerry, 
N.  H.;  Mrs.  Mary  Boland,  Manchester,  N.  H.;  Miss  Kate  Horan, 
Manchester,  N.  H. 

In  making  their  usual  daily  inspection,  the  section  men  found 
the  terribly  mutilated  body  of  a  man  lying  between  the  rails 
of  the  up  track,  about  half  a  mile  north  of  Reed's  Ferry,  on  the 
morning  of  November  12,  1907.  This  discovery  was  made  at 
about  twenty  minutes  past  seven  and  the  fact  that  the  body 
was  cold  and  covered  with  frost  indicated  that  the  man  had  met 
his  death  several  hours  before. 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  track  disclosed  evidence  that 
he  might  have  been  struck  by  a  southbound  train,  or  had  fallen 
therefrom,  and  hurled  some  distance  down  the  track,  and  after- 
wards the  body  had  been  hit  by  a  train  running  north  and 
carried  back  up  the  track  to  the  point  where  it  was  found.  The 
body  had  been  carried  in  some  manner  a  distance  of  eight 
lengths  of  rail.  The  selectmen  and  railroad  officials  were  at 
once  notified,  the  body  taken  to  the  station  at  Reed's  Ferry,  and 
the  coroner  summoned. 

It  was  subsequently  learned  that  the  man  killed  Avas  Patrick 
Horan,  a  mill  operative,  who  was  born  and  had  always  resided 
in  Manchester.  He  was  about  thirty-eight  years  of  age,  unmar- 
ried, and  lived  with  his  mother  and  sister.  He  was  at  home  the 
day  previous,  and  at  4.20  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  bade  his 
mother  and  sister  "good-bye,"  saying  that  he  was  going  to 
Boston  in  search  of  work.  His  sisters  testified  that  he  was  in 
his  iisual  health  and  in  good  spirits  when  he  left  home.  As  he 
was  out  of  work  it  is  not  likely  that  he  had  much  money.  Two 
dollars  were  found  on  the  track  near  the  body. 

The  exact  manner  in  which  Mr.  Horan  met  his  death  cannot 
be  determined.  He  was  either  walking  upon  the  track  and  was 
struck  by  a  train  or  was  stealing  a  ride  on  a  night  freight  and 
fell  off.  The  latter  suggestion  seems  to  us  the  more  probable 
cause  of  his  death.  His  funds  were  limited  and  quite  likely  he 
"jumped"  one  of  the  numerous  southbound  freight  trains  run- 
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Jiing  out  of  Manchester  during  the  night.  The  nearest  highway- 
crossing  and  that  a  private  one,  is  distant  half  a  mile  from  the 
place  where  the  body  was  found.  There  are  a  number  of  trains 
passing  both  ways  during  the  night,  and  which  one  caused  his 
death  we  were  not  able  to  ascertain.  In  no  way  cau  the  rail- 
road corporation  or  its  employees  be  held  responsible  for  this 
fatality.

DEATH  OF  N.  L.  SWAIN. 

State  of  New  Hampshiee. 

In  Board  of  Eailkoad  Ooaemissioners.

Investigation  at  Manchester,  November  20,  1907. 

Witnesses:  C.  W.  Weare,  engineer,  Woodsville,  N.  H.;  William 
Hunt,  fireman,  Woodsville,  N.  H. 

Mr.  N.  L.  Swain,  a  freight  brakeman,  about  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  a  resident  of  Woodsville,  N.  H.,  was  almost  instantly 
killed  in  the  railroad  yard  in  that  town  under  peculiar  circum- 
stances at  8.30  o'clock  P.  M.,  October  23,  1807. 

Freight  extra  No.  803  runs  between  Berlin  and  Woodsville. 
As  it  was  drawing  into  the  Y  track  at  the  Woodsville  yard  on 
the  evening  of  the  accident,  moving  slowly  at  the  rate  of  three 
or  four  miles  an  hour,  so  as  to  safely  cross  the  main  line  switch 
Into  the  Mountain  road,  the  fireman,  who  was  on  the  short  side 
of  a  curve,  observed  what  appeared  to  be  a  man  lying  upon  the 
rail  about  thirty-five  feet  in  front  of  the  engine.  He  immediately 
shouted  to  the  engineer,  "There  is  a  man  upon  the  track,''  and 
acting  instantly  the  engineer  applied  the  brakes  and  the  train 
was  brought  to  a  stop,  but  not  until  the  man  was  struck  and 
received  the  injuries  which  resulted  in  his  death  a  few  minutes 
later. 

When  first  seen  by  the  fireman  the  man  was  lying  half  way 
across  the  rail  and  moving;  when  struck  he  must  have  moved 
nearly  off  from  the  rail  as  the  injuries  which  he  received  were 
upon  his  head.  The  engine  was  examined  and  there  was  evi- 
dence that  he  had  been  struck  by  a  strip  of  iron  attached  to  the 
pilot,  which   is  used   as   a   step.     The   man  was  alive  when   the 
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trainmen  reached  him,  but  died  before  medical  aid,  whicli  was 
at  once  summoned,  could  arrive. 

Mr.  Swain  was  employed  as  a  freight  brakeman  between  Ber- 
lin and  Woodsville,  and  his  run  was  opposite  from  that  of  the 
train  which  caused  his  death,  so  that  when  the  accident  occurred 
he  was  not  on  duty.  He  lived  only  a  few  rods  from  the  place 
where  he  was  killed,  his  family  consisting  of  a  wife  and  five 
children.  It  did  not  appear  from  the  evidence  what  reason  he 
could  have  for  being  upon  the  track  where  he  was  found.  In 
coming  from  his  house  he  would  have  been  obliged  to  descend 
a  very  sharp  embankment  and  this  course  would  have  taken  him 
away  from  the  village.  The  only  possible  excuse  for  his  being 
there  was  the  fact  that  the  freig-ht  yard  was  in  this  locality. 
The  way  which  he  took  to  reach  it,  if  that  was  his  purpose, 
was  not  the  usual  one,  and  as  he  was  not  to  report  for  duty 
at  that  time,  it  is  more  probable  than  otherwise  that  his  object 
was  other  than  that  suggested.  He  was  a  man  of  excellent 
habits,  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  liquor  and  was  in  his  usual 
health.  Some  suggestions  were  made  by  witnesses  that  he  had 
had  some  trouble  at  home  during  the  day,  which  are  entitled  to 
consideration,  and  which  may  have  considerable  bearing  upon 
the  solution  of  this  very  mysterious  case.  The  headlight  on  the 
engine  was  burning,  the  bell  was  not  being  rung,  as  there  was 
no  crossing  within  half  a  mile,  and  it  was  not  customary  to 
ring  it  at  this  point.  Mr.  Swain  was  entirely  familiar  with 
the  railroad  yard  and  the  movements  of  this  train,  and  his  act 
of  getting  upon  the  track  in  this,  manner  must  have  been  one  of 
deliberate  intent.  All  of  these  facts  indicate  that  Mr.  Swain  de- 
liberately walked  from  his  house  down  the  high  embankment 
to  the  railroad  track  and  laid  down  across  the  rail  in  front  of 
the  approaching  locomotive  with  the  purpose  of  ending  his  life. 
While  hardly  a  suflficient  motive  for  such  an  act  was  made  clear 
to  the  board,  yet  the  circumstances  were  such  as  to  lead  to  no 
other  conclusion. 

Whether  the  theory  advanced  is  correct  or  not,  no  fault  can 
possibly  attach  to  any  one  connected  with  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion.

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DEATH  OF  TAKKER  B.  NOURSE. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Investigation  at  Concord,   December  13,  1907. 

Witness:   Frank  H.  West,  police  officer,  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 

About  seven  o'cloclt  on  the  morning-  of  November  11,  1907, 
the  dead  body  of  a  man  was  found  on  the  outward  track  of  the 
Eastern  Division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  at  a  point 
about  fifty  feet  distant  in  an  easterly  direction  from  the  "Mile 
Bridge,"  so  called,  in  Portsmouth. 

Immediately  upon  the  discovery  of  the  body  Officer  Frank  H. 
West  was  notified.  He  at  once  communicated  with  the  medical 
referee,  and  together  they  went  out  to  the  bridge  near  which 
the  accident  occurred.  A  short  distance  therefrom  they  found 
upon  the  track,  lying  between  the  rails,  the  body  of  a  man  who 
appeared  to  be  about  twenty-eight  years  old.  He  had  sustained 
frightful  injuries,  both  legs  and  an  arm  were  cut  off  and  his 
body  otherwise  badly  mutilated.  They  were  not  then  able  to 
identify  the  victim,  but  it  was  subsequently  ascertained  that 
the  body  was  that  of  Parker  B.  Nourse  of  Newburyport,  Mass. 
It  seems  that  Mr.  Nourse,  with  two  companions,  all  residents  of 
Newburyport,  had  been  down  to  Portsmouth  in  search  of  work, 
and  not  having  met  with  success  were  returning  home  when 
the  accident  occurred.  It  was  not  possible  for  the  board  to 
obtain  the  testimony  of  the  two  friends  who  were  in  company 
with  Mr.  Nourse,  and  who  might  be  able  to  give  more  definite 
information  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  man  met  his  death. 
We  are  satisfied,  however,  that  these  three  men  "jumped"  a 
freight  the  evening  previous  and  in  some  manner  Mr.  Nourse 
fell  from  the  train  upon  the  track  and  was  run  over  and  killed; 
other  trains  passing  in  tlie  night  also  ran  over  the  body,  which 
accounted  for  its  horribly  mangled  condition.  The  condition 
of  the  body  when  discovered  indicated  that  the  man  had  been 
dead  several  hours.  It  is  altogether  probable  that  the  men 
were  stealing  a  ride  on  the  freight  which  left  Portsmouth  about 
ten  o'clock  on  the  evening  before,  and  that  Nourse  in  falling 
therefrom  was  almost  instantly  killed.  So  far  as  we  can  deter- 
mine the  only  man  at  fault  was  the  victim.

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DEATH  OF  LY^klAX  WELCH. 
State  of  New  HAirpsHiRE.

Investigation  at  Concord,  December  13,  1907.

Lyman  Welch,  a  resident  of  Wolfeboroiigh,  a  carpenter  by  oc- 
cupation, was  found  dead  in  the  ditch  beside  the  railroad  track 
in  Milton  about  one  mile  south  of  the  railroad  station  at  7.30 
o'clock  A.  M.,  September  26,  1907. 

The  body  was  lying  face  down  in  about  an  inch  of  ^vater; 
there  were  no  bruises  upon  the  body  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  dent  upon  the  top  of  the  head.  In  his  clothing  were 
found  a  full  bottle  of  cherry  rum,  a  pint  bottle  about  half  filled 
with  whiskey,  a  railroad  ticket,  Rochester  to  Wolfeborough,  and 
about  eight  dollars  in  money.  He  had  evidently  attended  the 
Rochester  fair  and  was  returning  home.  The  day  previous  to 
the  finding  of  his  body  he  had  been  seen  in  Milton,  and  towards 
night  he  was  observed  walking  down  the  track  in  the  direction 
of  the  place  where  his  dead  body  was  found  the  following 
morning.  Although  this  course  took  him  away  from  his  home, 
it  indicated  his  bewildered  condition  and  offers  some  clue  to 
the  cause  of  the  accident.  Two  passenger  trains,  a  regular  and 
an  extra,  passed  over  this  line  the  evening  previous  and  several 
freight  trains  went  through  during  the  night.  The  fact  that 
the  only  injury  received  was  upon  the  head  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  Mr.  Welch  probably  sat  down  on  the  end  of  a  tie 
near  the  rail  and  was  struck  by  the  locomotive  or  some  part  of 
a  passing  train.  He  was  hurled  into  the  ditch  and  stunned  by 
the  blow,  was  unable  to  rise,  and  death  resulted  from  drowning. 
Two  quarts  of  water  were  found  in  the  lungs,  which  sustains 
the  theory  that  his  death  was  caused  by  drowning.  And  again, 
the  marks  in  the  sand  were  so  near  the  rail  that  he  could  not 
have  fallen  from  the  train.  While  it  is  wholly  a  matter  of 
conjecture,  we  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  death  resulted 
in  the  manner  above  stated. 

This  accident  is  one  of  numerous  casualties  resulting  from  the 
condition  of  the  victim.  Mr.  Welch  was  unable  to  properly  care 
for  himself  and  his  death  was  due  to  that  fact.

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DEATH  OF  ALFRED  TALMER. 

State  of  New  Ha-mpshIre.

Brown,  fireman,  Concord,  N.  H.;  Charles  H.  Clieney,  section 
foreman,  Bradford,  X.  IT. 

Alfred  Palmer,  a  man  nearly  eighty  years  of  age,  was  fatally 
injured  at  Bailey's  Crossing,  so  called,  in  Bradford,  shortly  after 
9  o'clock  a.  m.,  August  2,  1907.  This  crossing  is  located  upon 
the  Concord  &  Claremont  branch  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road, about  two  and  one  half  miles  above  the  station  at  Brad- 
ford. 

Passenger  train  No.  404  runs  from  Claremont  Junction  to 
Concord,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  accident  was  making  its 
usual  run.  Approaching  this  crossing  from  the  direction  in 
which  the  train  was  running  there  is  a  heavy  down  grade;  there 
is  also  a  short  curve  and  the  track  is  thickly  wooded  on  both 
sides.  Both  the  engineer  and  fireman  were  on  their  seats  and 
both  were  looking  ahead.  The  engineer  had  sounded  the  whistle 
for  this  crossing  at  the  whistling  post  and  the  fireman  was  ring- 
ing the  bell.  When  distant  about  two  car  lengths  from  the 
crossing  the  fireman  observed  a  pair  of  horses  just  coming 
upon  the  track.  He  shouted  to  the  engineer,  who  instantly 
applied  the  brakes  and  blew  the  v/histle.  The  train  was  running 
about  thirty  miles  an  hour,  the  grade  was  descending  and  a  stop 
was  not  made  until  the  engine  had  run  about  thirty  rods  beyond 
the  crossing.  The  horses,  which  were  seen  coming  on  to  the 
crossing,  were  attached  to  a  hayrack  in  which  were  riding  Mr. 
Palmer  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Russell.  The  vehicle  was 
struck  near  the  rear,  a  portion  of  it  carried  down  the  track  and 
the  men  thrown  violently  to  the  ground.  Mr.  Russell  miracu- 
lously escaped  serious  injury,  but  Mr.  Palmer  was  injured  about 
the  head.  He  was  taken  upon  the  train  and  carried  to  Concord, 
where  he  died  two  days  later.  The  engineer  testified  that  when 
he  applied  the  brakes,  his  engine  was  within  thirty  feet  of  the 
crossing  and  to  stop  before  striking  the  team  was  an  absolute 
impossibility.  Section  Foreman  Charles  H.  Cheney  was  at  work 
near  the  crossing  where  the  accident  occurred  and  testified  that 
he  heard  the  whistle  sounded  at  this  and  at  several  other  cross- 
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ings  before  reaching  this  one.  It  appears  that  the  approach  to 
this  crossing  on  the  highway  is  up  grade,  and  owing  to  the 
woods  along  the  track  it  is  not  possible  to  see  a  train  approach- 
ing from  the  direction  in  which  this  train  was  running  until 
almost  upon  the  crossing.  Mr.  Palmer  was  quite  hard  of  hear- 
ing, and  neither  he  nor  his  companion  apparently  heard  the 
train.  This  crossing  is  located  in  a  somewhat  sparsely  settled 
community  and  was  unprotected.  Mr.  Palmer,  however,  was 
entirely  familiar  with  the  surroundings,  was  accustomed  to  use 
this  crossing  and  should  have  been  acquainted  with  the  train 
schedule.  It  is  difficult  to  fully  explain  this  accident,  but  from 
the  evidence  submitted  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
could  have  been  avoided  had  the  victim  exercised  the  ordinary 
care,  which  prudent  people  are  bound  to  use  when  passing  over 
a  railroad  crossing.  The  equipment  of  the  train  was  in  perfect 
order  and  everything  was  done  by  the  trainmen  to  avert  the 
accident.

DEATH  OF  MES.  CARRIE  WIGGIN. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Investigation  at  Concord,  December  13,  1907. 

Witnesses:  Fred  A.  Clifford,  engineer,  Concord,  N.  H.;  Joseph 
A.  Miller,  fireman.  Concord,  N.  H.;  Frank  P.  Little,  crossing 
tender,  Meredith,  N.  H.;  Bradbury  R.  Dearborn,  Meredith,  N.  H. 

Mrs.  Carrie  Wiggin,  forty-nine  j'ears  of  age,  a  resident  of  Mere- 
dith, was  fatally  injured  by  being  struck  by  a  locomotive  while 
driving  over  the  highway  crossing,  which  is  located  near  the 
railroad  station  in  that  town,  about  7.30  a.  m.,  November  15, 
1907. 

Meredith  is  ui^on  the  "White  Mountains  Division  of  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad.  The  freight  station  is  located  east  of  the 
crossing  where  this  accident  occurred  and  the  passenger  sta- 
tion about  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  westerly  therefrom. 
Both  stations  are  upon  the  northerly  side  of  the  main  line,  and 
extending  from  the  freight  station  to  the  crossing  is  a  side  track 
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called  the  "freig-ht  house  side  track,"  which  at  the  time  of  this 
accident  to  Mrs.  Wiggin  was  occupied  by  one  or  more  cars. 
These  cars  were  standing  near  the  crossing  and  obstructed  to 
a  considerable  extent  the  view  of  the  engineer  of  a  northbound 
train,  of  persons  and  teams  coming  upon  the  crossing  from  the 
direction  of  the  village  of  Meredith,  which  is  located  northerly 
from  the  line  of  railroad  as  it  passes  through  this  section  of 
the  town. 

On  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  this  accident  happened, 
passenger  train  No.  301,  running  between  Concord  and  Woods- 
ville,  was  making  its  usual  run.  The  train  was  on  schedule 
time,  the  whistle  had  been  sounded  at  the  whistling  post  for 
the  crossing  near  the  Meredith  Station,  and  the  bell  was  being 
rung.  As  the  train,  which  was  running  about  fifteen  miles  an 
,  hour,  was  almost  upon  the  crossing,  the  engineer  saw  a  horse's 
head  appear,  coming  into  view  by  the  end  of  the  freight  car, 
which  was  standing  upon  the  side  track.  Apjiroaching  this 
crossing  the  track  curves  and  the  engineer  was  on  the  long 
side  of  the  curve.  Apprised  of  a  possible  accident,  the  engineer 
instantly  applied  the  brakes  and  brought  his  train  to  a  stop. 
The  horse  which  was  attached  to  a  Concord  wagon  was  being 
driven  by  Mrs.  Carrie  Wiggin,  who  had  brought  her  husband  to 
the  station  to  take  the  train  north.  After  leaving  him  at  the 
station  she  drove  to  a  mill  near  the  freight  house  and  purchased 
a  bag  of  grain  and  had  started  home.  There  was  a  flagman  sta- 
tioned at  this  crossing,  who,  seeing  the  team  approaching,  at 
once  realized  that  if  it  continued  an  accident  was  inevitable. 
Although  he  waved  his  flag  vigorouslj'  and  shouted,  "Stop  your 
team,"  Mrs.  Wiggin,  not  heeding  the  warning,  drove  on  to  the 
crossing  in  front  of  the  train.  The  locomotive  struck  the  car- 
riage between  the  forward  and  rear  wheels,  and  Mrs.  Wiggin 
was  thrown  upon  the  forward  part  of  the  engine,  receiving  in- 
juries from  which  she  died  about  an  hour  and  a  half  later. 
The  carriage  was  wrecked  but  the  horse  escaped  injury.  The 
efforts  of  the  crossing  tender  to  prevent  this  team  from  being 
driven  upon  the  track  were  observed  by  the  engineer  and  the 
fireman  of  the  passenger  train,  also  by  Mr.  Bradbur}^  E.  Dear- 
born, who  resides  near  the  station  and  who  was  approaching 
the  crossing  from  the  opposite  direction.  Mrs.  Wiggin  wore  a 
fur  coat  with  a  high  collar,  which  was  turned  up  about  her 
ears,  which  must  have  interfered  with  her  hearing  the  shouts 
of  warning  made  by  the  flagman.  Her  sight  was  unimpaired, 
and   it    is   impossible    to    understand   why   she   did    not    see    the 
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waving  flag  which  was  observed  by  others  who  witnessed  the 
accident.  Of  special  importance  in  this  connection  is  the  fact 
that  she  must  have  had  knowledge  that  this  train  was  due,  as  it 
was  the  one  which  her  husband  was  to  take,  and  the  special 
object  of  her  trip  that  morning  was  to  drive  him  to  the  station 
for  this  particular  train.  The  horse  was  not  an  especially  high- 
spirited  one,  but  was  a  good  road  horse  and  was  being  driven 
at  a  fair  rate  of  speed.  Mrs.  Wiggin  appeared  to  have  it  under 
perfect  control  and  it  did  not,  seem  to  be  frightened  at  the  train. 
That  Mrs.  Wiggin  did  not  change  her  position  or  her  hold  upon 
the  reins  from  the  time  she  was  first  seen  by  Mr.  Dearborn 
until  the  train  struck  the  team  points  conclusively  to  the  fact 
that  her  mind  must  have  been  preoccupied,  that  she  "was  abso- 
lutely unaware  of  the  train  and  oblivious  of  the  presence  of  the 
flagman.  Mrs.  Wiggin  was  a  native  and  long  time  resident  of 
Meredith.  She  was  fully  acquainted  with  this  crossing  and  ac- 
customed to  horses,  had  frequently  driven  from  her  home,  some 
two  miles  from  the  village,  and  the  usual  route  from  her  home 
to  the  village  was  over  this  crossing.  The  railroad  corporation 
had  provided  protection  for  this  crossing,  the  flagman  was  at 
his  station  performing  his  duty,  and  it  would  seem  that  every 
reasonable  requirement  on  its  part  had  been  met.  It  might  be 
suggested  that  the  flagman,  seeing  that  an  accident  was  inevita- 
ble, ought  to  have  seized  the  horse  and  either  stopped  it  or 
turned  its  course  away  from  the  crossing.  From  the  evidence 
presented  we  do  not  feel  that  we  are  competent  to  judge  as  to 
whether  this  could  reasonably  be  demanded  of  him  under  the 
circumstances.  He  certainly  did  make  sufficient  effort  to  have 
caused  a  reasonably  prudent  person  to  have  knowledge  of  the 
danger,  and  the  warning  was  given  in  ample  time  to  have  avoided 
the  accident  had  it  been  heeded.  This  fatality  was  truly  a  most 
unfortunate  one  and  the  circumstances  surrounding  it  were  such 
that  it  seems  as  though  it  ought  not  to  have  occurred.

The  accident  causing  the  death  of  George  Graveline  and  Euclid 
Larivierre  occurred  at  the  junction  of  the  Uncanoonuc  Incline 
Eailway  with  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway,  at  the  Shirley 
station  in  Gotfstown.  The  Uncanoonuc  Eailwaj'  leaves  the  Man- 
chester Street  Eailway  at  the  junction  in  question,  on  a  tangent 
about  one  hundred  feet  long,  then  it  comes  to  a  curve  of  ninety 
feet  radius,  then  runs  in  a  straight  line  for  about  five  hundred 
and  fifty  feet,  and  then  with  slight  curves  to  the  base  of  Unca- 
noonuc Mountain,  a  distance  of  twelve  thousand  feet,  where  it 
connects  with  the  Incline  Eailway  up  the  mountain.  From  the 
junction  at  Shirley  station  to  the  base  of  the  mountain  the  rise 
is  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  feet,  making  a  continuous  av- 
erage ascent  of  three  feet  in  every  hundred. 

On  the  evening  of  June  20  Camille  Bourgeois,  an  employee  of 
the  Manchester  Street  Eailway,  was  running  a  freight  car, 
loaded  with  material  for  use  in  the  construction  of  the  hotel 
on  the  top  of  the  mountain.  On  the  car  were  workmen,  George 
Graveline,  Joe  Larivierre,  Ernest  Giroux,  Donat  Paquin,  Edward 
Burton,  and  Mitchell  Vaillaincourt,  who  unloaded  the  same  at 
the  base.  At  about  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  they  started  on 
the  return  trip,  and  when  the  car  approached  the  curve  at  the 
junction,  it  jumped  the  rails.  Following  a  straight  tangent,  it 
struck  a  stone  watering  trough,  demolished  it,  and  continuing 
in  a  straight  line,  crossed  the  four  rails  of  the  Manchester  Street 
Eailway,  finally  coming  in  contact  with  an  elm  tree,  one  hun- 
dred and  twentjr-five  feet  distant  from  the  point  where  it  left 
the  rails. 

When  the  car  struck,  all  the  men  were  thrown  from  the  same, 
and  all  rendered  unconscious.  George  Graveline  and  Euclid 
Larivierre  received  injuries  from  which  they  died  on  Sunday, 
three  days  later.  Both  of  the  injured  men  were  faithful  work- 
men. ^Ir.  George  Graveline  was  twenty-nine  years  of  age,  and 
Mr.  Euclid  Larivierre  was  thirty-one  years  of  age. 
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Camille  Bourgeois,  the  niotorman  running  this  car  on  the  night 
in  question,  testified  at  the  hearing  that  he  was  a  trade  fore- 
man in  the  employ  of  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway,  but  had 
operated  a  car  from  time  to  time  as  motorman,  and  had  run  a 
car  to  the  base  of  the  mountain,  occasionally,  to  carry  freight, 
since  the  line  was  opened  the  year  previous,  and  that  the  car 
was  run,  on  the  night  in  question,  at  a  moderate  speed.  He  also 
testified  that  as  he  approached  the-  curve  he  applied  the  brakes, 
which  were  in  vv orking  order,  and  the  car  failing"  to  stop  he  re- 
versed the  motor. 

We  are  of  an  opinion,  from  an  inspection  of  the  locality  in 
question,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  car  had  sufficient  momen- 
tum after  leaving  the  rails  to  knock  over  a  stone  watering- 
trough  and  run  on  the  earth  for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  feet,  that  the  speed,  as  testified  by  the  motorman, 
was  greatly  underestimated;  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  car 
was  allowed  to  descend  from  the  base  at  a  very  dangerous  speed, 
and  that  owing  to  the  excessive  speed  this  accident  was  caused. 

There  was  no  defect  in  the  rails  at  the  point  of  the  accident, 
and  the  brakes  on  the  car  were  in  perfect  working  order.  As 
this  line  in  the  twelve  thousand  feet  of  its  length,  from  the  base 
to  the  junction,  has  a  constantly  descending  grade  and  descends 
in  that  distance  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  feet,  no  car  oper- 
ated on  the  same  should  be  run  at  a  greater  speed  than  ten  miles 

per  hour.

Province  Records. 


Chapter  151,  Laws  of  1901,  directed  the  secretary  of  state  "to 
proceed  with  the  arrangement  and  indexing  of  the  books,  records,  and 
papers  in  his  custody  relating  to  court  proceedings,  titles  to  real 
estate,  and  the  public  business  incidental  thereto  in  the  Province 
period,  on  such  plan  as,  being  first  recommended  by  him,  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council, ' '  and  authorized  him  ' '  to 
employ  such  competent  assistants  as  may  be  necessary."  The  card 
index  system  was  recommended  to  His  Excellency  Governor  Jordan 
and  Council,  and  approved  by  them.  The  land  records  now  in  the 
custody  of  this  office  comprise  about  50,000  manuscript  pages  of 
large  size.  These  have  been  indexed  by  grantor  and  grantee,  and  the 
work  of  cross-indexing  is  now  going  on.  The  probate  records  consist 
of  26  volumes  of  about  500  pages  each,  and  the  original  papers  of 
3,800  estates  are  on  file.  The  card  index  for  this  department  already 
completed  gives  the  important  points  of  each  estate,  and  the  cross- 
indexing  now  being  done  is  intended  to  give  details  of  relationship, 
etc.,  as  far  as  possible.  Four  persons  were,  employed  upon  the  main 
index,  but  only  one  person  can  work  to  advantage  upon  the  cross- 
indexing.  The  total  of  cards  thus  far  completed  and  available  for 
public  use  is  in  excess  of  160,000.  The  index  is  in  daily  use  by 
genealogists,  historians,  and  others,  many  of  whom  reside  at  a  dis- 
tance, and  the  correspondence  of  the  oflSce  has  been  materially 
increased  by  requests  for  information  from  those  who  are  unable  to 
examine  the  records  personally. 

After  the  main  index  of  the  land  and  probate  records  had  been 
made,  attention  was  given  to  the  papers  relating  to  court  proceed- 
ings, a  total  of  more  than  300,000  separate  pieces.  These  have  been 
assorted  and  arranged  so  that  the  papers  of  each  of  the  31,000  cases 
are  all  together  in  a  single  folder,  each  of  which  has  its  own  index 
number.  To  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  temporary  index. 
The  information  upon  these  cards  is  now  being  transferred  to 
permanent  ones,  but  sufficient  progress  has  not  yet  been  made  to 
render  public  use  of  the  cards  advisable.  Three  persons  were  em- 
ployed in  assorting  the  papers  and  making  the  temporary  cards; 
two  are  now  employed  in  typewriting  the  permanent  cards.  The 
card  forms  which  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  index  are  as  follows:

REMARKS. 


The  foregoing  statement  of  the  transactions  of  tlie  treasury 
department  covers  a  period  of  fifteen  months,  instead  of  twelve 
months  as  heretofore,  in  compUance  with  the  requirements  of 
chapter  98,  Pamphlet  Laws  of  1907,  and  shows  an  increase  in 
the  net  indebtedness  of  the  state  during '  that  period,  of 
$229,996.63. 

Had  the  report  been  made  for  twelve  montlis,  to  May  31, 
1907,  as  heretofore,  it  would  have  disclosed  an  increase  in  the 
net  debt  of  only  |>29,845.22. 

The  explanation  of  the  ai)parenth^  unsatisfactory  showing  is 
that  the  expenses  for  fifteen  mouths  ai'e  chargeable  against  a 
revenue  account  for  twelve  months^  as  comparatively  very  Uttle 
of  the  state's  annual  revenue  is  received  betw^een  the  first  of 
June  and  the  first  of  September. 

The  interest  account  on  September  1,  1907,  includes  the 
interest  on  the  funded  debt  for  eighteen  months  instead  of 
twelve  months  as  formerly — (viz.,  interest  July  1,  1906,  and 
January  1,  and  July  1,  1907). 

The  intent  of  the  law  changing  the  fiscal  year  was,  pre- 
sumably, to  place  all  departments  of  the  state  government  and 
all  state  institutions  on  the  same  basis,  but  the  attempt  of  the 
treasurer  to  bring  about  the  intended  result  has  demonstrated 
the  fact  that  additional  legislation  will  be  required  to  accom- 
plish it,  and  allow  the  wheels  of  government  to  move  without 
friction. 

It  is  apparent  that  in  the  matter  of  salaries  of  state  ofiicials 
and  annual  appropriations  for  state  institutions  which  are  pay- 
able quarterly,  it  can  make  no  difference  whether  the  fiscal  year 
ends  on  May  31  or  August  31. 

All  the  state  departments  had  adapted  their  expenditures  to 
the  idea  that  their  annual  appropriation  was  available  for  the 
period  from  June  1,  to  May  31  following. 
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Some  of  the  departments  (notably  the  New  Hainpshh'e 
National  Guard  ;  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
in  expending  the  income  of  the  Teachers'  Institute  Fund) 
have  been  accustomed  to  expend  the  greater  part  of  their 
respective  appropriations  very  early  in  the  new  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  latter,  the  difficulty  was  obviated  by  com- 
puting interest  on  the  fund  for  fifteen  months,  instead  of 
twelve  and  expending  the  full  amount. 

In  the  case  of  the  National  Guard,  a  more  serious  problem 
was  presented. 

On  June  1,  1907,  the  entire  appropriation  for  the.  year 
1906-7  had  been  expended,  and  the  department,  in  accordance 
with  custom,  desired  to  draw  heavily  upon  the  appropriation 
for  1907-8  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  annual  June  encamp- 
ment. 

My  contention  was,  that  from  June  1,  to  August  31,  1907, 
only  a  proportional  part  of  the  appropriation  of  $35,000  Mas 
available,  but  I  was  overruled,  Avith  the  result  that  this  report 
shows  $65,022.63  expended  in  fifteen  months,  while  the  statute 
appropriated  $35,000  annually,  leaving  less  than  $5,000  avail- 
able for  that  department  fi-om  September  1,  1907,  to  June  1, 
1908,  on  which  date  the  same  situation  will  be  again  con- 
fronted. 

If  the  pro2:)Osed  change  of  the  fiscal  year  and  the  dates  of 
annual  and  biennial  reports  is  to  have  any  practical  value,  the 
terms  for  which  the  appropriations  are  made  and  the  reports  of 
departments  showing  how  their  apropriations  have  been 
expended  should  be  identical. 

LEGACY    AND    SUCCESSION    TAX. 

In  the  report  of  the  treasury  department  for  the  year  end- 
ing May  31,  1906,  it  was  stated  that  343  cases  filed,  remained 
unadjusted.  During  the  fifteen  months  from  June  1,  1906,  to 
August  31,  1907,  756  cases  were  filed,  making  1,099  cases  to 
be  accounted  for.  Of  these,  336  cases  have  been  adjusted, 
84  being  found  exempt,  and  252  cases  contributed  to  the 
revenue  of  the  state,  $86,396.53 ;  leaving  763  cases  on  file 
September  1,  1907,  awaiting  adjustment.         ' 
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The  great  and  constantly  increasing  volume  of  documents 
filed  are  absolutely  without  protection  from  fire,  the  treasury 
vaults  being  inadequate,  and  the  legislature  is  earnestly  urged 
to  make  provision  for  their  preservation. 

The  foregoing  report  shows  an  increase  in  the  state  debt  as 
have  the  two  reports  preceding  it.

This  statement,  reduced  to  its  loivest  terms,  means  that  the 
state  has  paid  to  the 'towns,  in  the  past  three  years,  more  than 
$900,000  in  excess  of  the  state  tax  charged  against  them,  while 
it  has  been  obliged  to  borrow  money  to  meet  its  obligations, 
and  has  increased  the  debt  more  than  a  half  million  dollars. 

I  can  only  reiterate  what  I  have  stated  in  pi'evious  reports, 
that  the  state  cannot  meet  its  obhgations  and  pay  its  debt 
easier,  than  by  retaining  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  money 
already  in  its  possession,  derived  from  the  taxes  upon  the  cor- 
porations created  by  it  and  for  whose  supervision  it  provides.

In  accordance  with  the  law  passed  by  the  last  Legislature 
requiring  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  State  Treasurer,  on 
the  31st  day  of  August  annually,  the  Committee  of  the  Honor- 
able Council  and  Accountant  have  attended  to  their  duty  and 
herewith  submit  their  report : 

The  income  of  the  state  from  the  usual  sources  has  been  col- 
lected by  the  Treasurer  and  credited  to  the  proper  accounts, 
and  disbursements  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
statutes,  and  all  ai-e  properly  vouched. 

We  find  that  all  the  accounts  in  this  important  office  are  care- 
fully and  accurately  kept  and  every  detail  of  the  state's  finances 
entered  on  the  books  in  their  })roper  places  in  a  manner  to 
reflect  great  credit  on  the  Treasurer  and  his  associates.
